Among the possible uses are 
joint meetings via videocon- 
ference; combining classes 
with small enrollments at 
individual campuses; date 
anddocumenttransmission; 
and regional programs on 
remote campuses 

Asanexample, the West- 
erm Marvland demonstration 
pryject nught make high tech 
nology programs offered at 
Hagerstown Junior College 
available by video link in the 
two western most counties. 

The network, which will 
cost an estimated $274,000, 
will employ interactive tech- 
nology that will allow stu- 
dents and teachers to hold 
conversations.

The letter of Delegate 
Edwards, as published in 
your December 31, 1992, 
issue of The Republican 
deserves areply tomore fully 
cover the situation described 
therein. As one who wus 
involved in the making of. 
the cited petition for term 
limitations, I feel obligated 
tomake the reply in behalf of 
the citizens who signed the 
Petition. 

First, | must say we felt 
put down by the Delegate 
Edwards when he arbitrarily 
decided toignore our petition. 
It’s not thac Delegate Ed- 
wards would be expected to 
agree with every issue pre- 
sented to him. But 1f he 
disagrees there should be 
communication and discus 
sion so that his reasoning for 
or against an issue can be 
understood by those involved 
and, for that matter, under- 
stood by all of his constit- 
uents. In his letter Delegate 
Edwards states, “If | don't 
agree with sore n I'm 
not going to put in a bill just 
to do it.” This ia an arbitrary 
dictatorial position 

The petition cited in hs 
letter was sent to Delegate 
Edwards on February 7, 
1991. It provided forlimiting 
the term of the office of 
County Commissioners to 
two terms (eight years). The 
petition contained 770 signa- 
tures of Garrett County 
citizens. They were obtained 
over a short pernod of time 
during the height of the Gulf. 


War and during our worst 
winter weather. Circulation 
of the petition was cut short 
so as to meet the bill sub- 
mission deadline of the 
General Assembly. Had more 
time been allowed forcircula- 
tion of the petition it is 
believed an overwhelming 
majority of the Garrett 
citizens would have signed 
it. With rare exceptionevery- 
one contacted was ready to 
sign. Upon receipt we felt 
confident Delegate Edwards 
would introduce a bill to 
provide for a referendum on 
term limitations. 

response was not 
received from Delegate Ed- 
wards until April 8, 1991, 
after the recess of the General 
Assembly. To quote from his 


letter response, “You know 
my position on this issue 
because | have stated it 
publicly. Because one person 
whowaselectedhad apart of 
the platform this particular 
issue does not indicate to me 
that there is overwhelming 
support for it at this par- 
ticular time.” Otherthan this 
quoted statement norational 
or reasoning was given as to 
why he opposed the petition 

It was apparent the person 
referred to by Delegate 
Edwards was the newly 
elected County Commis- 
sioner Brenda Butacher who 
campaigned on limiting the 
commissioners to two terms 
in office. With this issue as a 
part of her platform, Com- 
missioner Butscher was 
elected by the highest num- 
ber of votes ever received by 
a candidate for county com- 
missioner.

The School-Community Centers Program 


The School-Community Centers Program--SCCP--be- 
gan in 1971 through acooperative effort of the then Gover 
nor Marvin Mandel and the General Assembly. The SCCP 
channels fundsthrougt. the Maryland State Department of 
Education to allow schools to remain open after regular 
school hours for the purpose of both education and recre- 
ational activities. In many counties throughout the state of 
Maryland, a division of parks and recreation operates its 
programs with these funds. Garrett County isa relatively 
poor county and finds it difficult to support a parks and 
recreation department. Asaresult, the school board took on 
thisresponsibility when the funding became available and 
has operated it ever since. 

Normally a winter program of 10 to 16 weeks and a 
summer program of approximately 10 weeks are operated 
This year we will only be able to operate a winter program 
from basically January 4to March 15, withnoSCCP funds 
being available for the summer program. The change isa 
direct result of the financial condition in our state in that 
two years ago the SCCP was funded by a grant of over 
$27,000. This year’s program is funded at $6,500 and, asa 
result, Mr. Tom Woods, the program director, has had to 
pare back the program toa minimum. 

This year we will still have a good variety of offerings, 
including drop-in recreation, youth basketball, wrestling, 
weight training, music, computer studies, and tutoring at 
selected sites. Unfortunately, we cannot offer all of these 
activities at each ofthe sites Foradetailed listing of dates/ 
timeg/sites please refer tolast week's issue of The Repu bit- 
can, contact your schuul principal, or call the Board of 
Education and ask for SCCP information.

If you worked and received Social Security benefits in 

1992, you have until April 15 to report your earnings to 

Social Security if you earned over the annual limits. The 
1992 earnings|imits were $7,440 for beneficiaries under age 
65 and $10,200 for beneficiaries age 65-69. The earnings 
lim:ts do not spply to people who are age 70 and over the 
entire year 

The purpose of the annual earnings report is toenable us 
to compare your actual earnings with the estimate you 
prewided when you applied for benefits or when you filed last 
year scarmings report. The benefits you were paid in 1992 
were hased on that estimate. If you earned leas than you 
estimated, you may be due additional money. If you made 
more than estimated for 1992, you may haveto repay some 
benefits 

The r:port should also include an estimate of the earn- 
Ings you expect to make in 1993. Note that the earnings 
mits for 1993 are $7,680 for beneficiaries under age 65 and 
$10,560 for beneficiaries age 65-69. Again, your benefit

If your r+-cords show that you expected to have earnings 
over the [42 limita, we will send you an Annual Report of 
Earn.ngs form in the mail automatically.

(three-day loan) the college 
is in stable financial condi- 
tion. “Overall, we're okay.” 
said Along 

He also reported that the 
college is two points below 
even spending. He said that 
90 percent of all budget 
requests have been submit- 
ted for next year and that 
representatives from each 
cost center will meet to 
defend their proposed bud- 
gets. 

Along informed the board 
that the telephone system 
was put out for bids and 
that Executone from Hagers- 
town was awarded the con- 
tract. He cited some prob- 
lems with the old system 
and that working out the 
‘bugs” will likely save the 
college over $5,000 a vear 
The copy setter at the col- 
lege is also being replaced 
with a more cost-efficient 
system that could save the 
college nearly $2,000 a vear. 

Along also apprised the 
board of recent automobile 
purchases for the college and 
changing insurance carriers 
for a more cost-effective 
policy. 

President Herman stated 
that the $110,000 lost in 
rescissions to the college 
should conclude the cuts for 
the year. He said the college 
did not anticipate taking any 
dire measures to cope with 
rescissions and that cost- 
cutting measures and tuition 
surcharges had helped to 
offset cuts.

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Mary land Tax Booklets In The Mail: 
Changes For Families, Seniors Noted 


Increased filing levels. 
new deduction for two-earner 
couples and higher benefita 
for senor citizens are sume of 
the changes Maryland state 
income taxpayers will find in 
their 1992 state tax booklets 
this year, Maryland State 
Comptroller Louis L. Gold 
stein announced at a joint 
IRS-state news conference in 
Baltimore on December 30. 

“Electronic filing of Mary 
land income tax returns 18 
being offered again this year. 
“Contact your local tax 
Preparer tosee if he or she is 
Participating in the pro- 
gram,” Goldstein said, add- 
ing that tax preparers muat 
be approved to participate in 
the IRS electronic filing pro- 
gram before they are admit- 
ted to the state's program. 
*Increased filing levela 
will allow taxpayers to have 
more income before they’re 
required tofile. Forexample, 
single taxpayers under 65 do 
not have to file a Maryland 
return unlesstheir gross in- 
come was $5,900 or more last 
year. The minimum filing 
level for taxpayers over 65 
filingjoint return is$12,000. 
* Asa result of anew tax 
break, two-earner couples 
can subtract up to $1,200 or 


the wagesof the spouse with 
the lower earnings - which 
ever is less - on their Mary 
land return, using long Form 
502. Couples with a federal 
adjusted gross income of 
$150,000 or more can sub- 
tract up to $1,000 
“This benefit will save 
taxpayerstime in completing 
their return since they will 
be filling in only one column 
of entries rather than two - 
as required in previous years 
underthecombined separate 
filing method, which hasbeen 
eliminated,” Goldstein said. 
The comptroller noted 
that the new two-earner de- 
duction applies only to wages 
- not income from pensions, 
interest, dividends or tobusi- 
ness income. A worksheet ia 
included in Instruction 13in 
the Maryland tax booklet to 
help taxpayers calculate the 
new deduction.

cial Security and Railroad 
Retirement benefits are not 
taxable in Maryland. In ad- 
dition, Maryland no longer 
offers a tax break for capital 
gains. 

*Due to action taken by 
the Maryland General As 
sembly and local govern- 
ments, taxpayers in five 
Maryland subdivisions will 
be paying higher local “pig- 
gyback” taxes on the 1992 


state tax forms. 

For 1992, taxpayers re- 
siding in Allegany, Baltimore 
and Montgomery counties are 
subject toa 55%local income 
tax rate, while Prince 
George’s and Talbot County 
residents are liable for a60% 
rate. Wicomico County resi- 
dents pay a 20% rate. All 
othercounties and Baltimore 
City levy 250% locai income 
tax rate. 
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“Helpful worksheets are 
includedin the state tax book- 
let to asenst tax payeraaffected 
by these changes. Please be 
sure to enter the correct 
amountof loca! income tax on 
line 62b, based on the county 
inwhich youlive,” Goldstein 
said. 

Local income tax rates are 
set by local officials and col- 
lected by the State 
Comptroller's Office on state 
income tax forms to save lo- 
cal governments the cost of 
collecting thetax. 

“A new 6% state tax 
bracket created by the Mary- 
land General Assembly will 
affect some high income tax- 
payers. Single individuals, 
dependent taxpayers or mar- 
riedcouples filing separately 
will be subject tothe 6%rate 
on taxable income over 
$100,000. The rate also ap- 
plies to married couples fil- 
ing jointly, head of household 
or qualifying widow or wid- 
ower with taxable incomes 
over $150,000. 

*The comptroller noted 
that the local income tax is 
limited to 50% on any income 
above the threshold amounts 
for the new 6% tax bracket. 

*Taxpayers who choose 
the standard deduction - in- 
atead of itemizing - on their 
1992 state form will discover

*Form 123once again al- 
lows approximately 200,000 
students and cther single or 
dependent taxpayerstoclaim 
arefund of taxes withheld by 
theiremployerseven though 
their groea income isless that 
the amount required to file - 
$5,900 for 1992. “This easy- 
to-use form hasonly five lines 
to fill out and avoids delaysin 
proceaaing these refunds,” 
Goldstein said. 

* Certain taxpayers whose 
earned income and federal 
adjusted gross income are leas 
than the federal poverty level 
guidelines may claim a spe- 
cia] poverty level tax break 
on theu Maryland return. 
The poverty level worksheet 
in Instruction 13 ofthe state 
tax booklet helps taxpayers 
determine if they quality for 
this benefit. 

*Taxpayers whose earned 
or adjusted gross income was 
$22,370 orless for 1992, and 
who qualify for the federal 
earned income credit on their 
federal returna, also qualify 
for an earned income credit 
on their Maryland return. 

The Maryland benefit is one- 


half of the federal earned in- 
come credit. “Nearly 143,000 
tax payersclaimed the Mary- 
land benefit last year That's 
almost 8% more than the 
number whoclaimed it dur- 
ing the previous year, s0 
awareness of this benefit 
seems to be growing,” Gold- 
stein said 

*The contnbution feature 
for the Chesapeake Bay and 
Endangered Specea Fund will 
appear on the 1992 return 
again, following four years 
during which taxpayers do- 
nated a total of more than $4 
million. Last year more than 
90,000 taxpayers donated 
over $1,115,000.

WHAT CAN 
YOU TRUST? 
January 10, 1983 


Background Scripture: 

1 Peter 1:3-25 
Devotional Reading: 

1 Peter 2:1-10. 

One of the recurrent themes 
in the 1992 presidential cam- 
paign was“ Whocan you trust?” 
Actually, it ia a question that 
goes far beyond which candi- 
date you voted for as President 
of the United States 

I think that very often we 
areoverly discouraged and even 
cynical because we forget that 
no human being is ever 100 
percent trustworthy -neither 
President nor mere citizen of 
the United States. Even Jeaus’ 
closest disciples let him down 
in his greatest hour of need. So, 
discouraged with human trust- 
worthiness. some people ask 
instead, “What can you trust?’ 
Some answer witha plethora of 
material things. But things are 
even less dependable than hu- 
man beings, because, as Jesus 
put it, “moth and rust consume 
and thieves break in to steal.” 
And, we might add: the best of 
investments can go belly-up in 
a hurry. 

KEPT IN HEAVEN 

The writer of 1 Peter is obvi- 
ously struck by two polarities. 
On the one hand is the transi- 
tory nature of just about every 
thing in this world. Quoting 
Isaiah 40-6, Peter says: “All flesh 
is like grass. The grass withers. 
and the flower fails, but the 
word of the Lord abides for- 
ever” (1 Peter 1:24, 25). At the 
same time, he speaks about the 
one thing/person in whom we 
can trust: “You have been born 
anew, not of perishable seed 
but of imperishable, through 
the living and abiding word of 
God” (1:23). 





My wife, Valere, had an uncle 
who didn’t trust banka and put 
hia savings in a metal box that 
he buried under the floor of his 
garage. Years later, ready to 
claim his bounty, the uncle dug 
up the garage floor and the box 
-only to find that time and the 
elements had reduced the 
money to worthless fragments 
of paper 

So, when 1 Peter speaks of 
the Christian's inheritance as 

Imperishable, undefiled, and 
unfading, kept in heaven for 
you...,” that ia very good news! 
At last there ia something in 
which we can trust! Neither 
time, nor the elements, nor 
human sinfulness can take 
away that inheritance and we 
can live confidently because we 
know our inheritance is safe 
Everything else may fail, but 
not our “living hope.” 

A LIVING HOPE 

What does he mean by a 
“living hope?” The fountain of 
this hope is Christ who, by the 
power of the resurrection. lives 
in us. “By his great mercy we 
have been born anew toa living 
hope through the resurrection 
of Jesus Christ from the dead, 
and to the inheritance which is 
imperishable, undefiled and 
unfading...” Although others 
may fail us, and despite the 
perishability of all else, that 
which is the basis of the hope by 
which we live our lives isChrist 
resurrected. “Through him you 
have confidence in God, who 
raised him from the dead and 
gave him glory, so that your 
faithand hope are in God” (1:21). 

Itis important, however, that 
we realize that, while our hope 
will be fulfilled, it does not keep 
us from crosses along the way 
Actually, the good news of Jesus 
Christ is, not that we are saved 
from facing tribulation, but that 
we will be victorious over tribu 
lation because of the living hope 
we have inJesus. As Peter says 
“now for a little while you may 
have to suffer various trials” 
(1:6). But the hope is greater-- 
infinitely greater -than the tri- 
als. As someone once said, “Life 
with Christ is endless hope. 
without |lim a hopeless end.”

Noth steps off the set and is 
grabbed by a waiting TV re- 
porter. who joshes with him 
about being the “black cat on 
the set.” because he ts on his 
third partner (Orbach) in three 
years. Noth returns to shoot 
another scene, then a longer 
break is called, giving him 
time to chat with this reporter 
about the changes 

Asked if Orbach works any 
differently from his other two 
partners, George Dzundza 
(1990-91) and Paul Sorvino 
(1991-92), Noth laughs 

“A lot more easily,” he says 
“I had to go through hell and 
high water sometimes with 
my first partner ..” He pauses 
“I don't know how to answer 
this, because you get into 
things I'm not so sure that I 
want to talk about.” 


Stull, Noth makes no secret 
of the fact that he and I)zundza 
didn't get along. although he 
adds that the off-screen ten- 
sion brought an unusual edge 
to their on-screen partnership 
He has nothing but good to say 
about Sorvino, but their differ- 
ing approaches to acting made 
it difficult for them to work 
together 

“Most of my problems were 
with my first partner, not 
Paul.” Noth emphasizes. “Paul 
and I differed philosophically 
on acting on a kind of cerebral 
level. What he thought was 
good acting I didnt agree 
with. But I'm talking on a 
friendly level. There are many 
parts of Paul that I adore 

But with Jerry, I can do 
what I want without worrying 
It's going to bother him. With 
Dzundza, I always felt he was 
watching to see what I was do- 
Ing. not to act with me but to 
counter it ina way. It's a weird 
sort of thing that actors some- 
times do With Jerry, a natural 
generosity is what I'm getting 
so far knock on wood.” 

Being comfortable with an 
acting partner ts particularly 
important on a plot-oriented 
series like “Law & Order” 

“It’s sort of an implied law 
here that you're not going to go 
into the personal lives of the 
characters.” says Noth. “So 
you have to bring it all subtex- 
tually, and then you let peo- 
ple's imaginations take it 
where it will go. It's little 
things: Which point of view are 
you going to take a strong atti- 
tude on, which is going to roll 
off your back” What's really 
going to bother you, what's go- 
ing to crack you up” If you 
work on that and get specific 
about that, hopefully that will 
show up on the celluloid.”

Trouble came in the form of 
NCAA sanctions for recruiting 
violations And. when I'NLV's 
Status as a paradigm of col 
lege athletics gone wrong 
seemed irreversible without a 
change of leadership. it came 
in the form of pressure from 
the university for him to re- 
sign 

I'nder Tarkaman, an appall 
ingly low percentage of the 
school's basketball players 
earned their degrees The low 
point was the crop of players 


who entered the school in 1983 


and 1984 The Sporting News 
has reported that only 25 per- 
cent of them eventually gradu- 
ated 

Enter Rollie Massimino, the 
prime beneficiary of Tarkan- 
1an’s missteps and ill fortune 

Massimino, of course. spent 
the last 19 seasons at Villan- 
ova. running one of the most 
squeaky-clean college pro- 
grams in the country. Since 
1973. every one of Massimino’s 
scholarship players graduat- 
ed And. oh yes, Coach Mass 
also won a national champion- 
ship — just like the legendary 
Tarkaman 

Still, despite the fact that 
Villanova won the national ti- 
tle in 1985.

but leaves a fine legacy

The show had tts real glory 
days under the Dobsons. it was 
the very embodiment of the 
couple's sophisticated. witty 
writing style The real city of 
Santa Barbara. Calif . was the 
Dobsons’ home. and they 
aimed to bring to television 
the kind of intelligent, if slight- 
ly eccentric. people who lived 
there Who could forget the 
late Dame Judith Anderson 
(also a Santa Barbara resi- 
dent), then in her 80s. as Minx 
Lockridge, dropping those de- 
lightful double-entendres? Or 
Sophia Capwell, (as played by 
Judith McConnell). coming 
back to town to the family she 
had deserted years ago by dis- 


guising herself as a man tor 
several months? Or Mason 
Capwell (played by the incom- 
parable Lane Davies), a snot- 
ty. spoiled attorney who mut- 
tered Shakespearean asides 
about all he did and at one 
point turned out to have an al- 
ter identity. the Wild West-in- 
spired Sonny Sprocket? 
Perhaps the most impres- 
sive “SB” character of all was 
the strong. independent attor- 
ney Julia Wainwright (played 
by Nancy Grahn). She first ap- 
peared in 1985. determined to 
find a man solely for the pur- 
pose of impregnating her so 
she could be a single mother 
This had never been done on 
family-oriented soaps before 
or on TV at all 
In late 1985 and 1986, “SB™ 
became the hip show to watch 
But due to a contract dispute 
with New World and NBC. the 
other owners of the show, the 
Dobsons were exiled from the 
soap until 1991. when the cou- 
ple won an ownership lawsuit 
They came back as writers 
briefly, but their work was a 
disappointment While they 
were gone. the idiosyncratic 
show had gone too far afield 
from their original vision 
Because of “SB” ‘s many in- 
telligent and creative mo- 
ments, it may well be as fondly 
remembered as that other 
great cerebral soap in the sky. 
“The Edge of Night” (which 
was canceled in 1984). The real 
tragedy is that “SB™ will be re- 
placed by two game shows 
NBC now has only two remain- 
ing soaps. “Days of Our Lives” 


and “Another World.” New 
soaps are becoming too expen- 
sive for a network to create 
But at least we had “SB” for 
eight-and-a-half years

Tire Recycling 
Being Researched 
ByState Highway 


There are about 13 mil- 
lion used tires in Maryland 
stockpiles; an additional four 
million are discarded annu- 
ally. According to Maryland 
law, scrap tires will not be 
accepted in landfills after 
1994. The Maryland State 
Highway Administration 
(SHA) is hoping to find a use 
for these tires by incorporat- 
ing the scrap-tire rubber into 
road construction projects. 

SHA will be joined by the 
Maryland Environmental 
Service (MES) and the Uni- 
versity of Maryland to re- 
search the use of scrap tire 
rubber in asphalt pavements. 
MES will provide a grant to 
the University of Maryland 
and SHA will provide a 
$310,000 for the research.

In August 1{191, SHIA be 
gan apilot project by testing 
asmall portionof MD 543in 
Bel Air with asphalt-rubber 
binder. The object of the ini- 
tial study was to determine 
distinctions between the 
physical propertiesofasphalt- 
rubber binder pavement and 
a conventional asphalt ce- 
ment pavement. 

“The program isintended 
toreduce the amount of scrap- 
tire rubber in Maryland,” 
said Sam Miller, SI1A deputy 
chief engineer, office of mate- 
nals and research. “Thecom- 
plicated process involves 
shredding the tires, separat- 
ing steel and fabric, grind- 
ing, bagging, transporting to 
the asphalt plant and then 
blending with the asphalt.” 

Through this research, 
SHA will improve mix design 
procedures, plant productiv- 
ity and quality control for 
future use of rubber asphalt 
in highway pavements. Re- 
maining problems that need 


to be addressed involve the 
costs, longevity, and ability 
to recycle rubber asphalt 
pavements 

Once the Maryland law 
goes intoeffect in 1994, MES 
will manage the disposal of 
scrap tires, while SHA ex- 
pects to incorporate scrap- 
ture rubber ntohighways and 
roadsthroughout Maryland 
in accordance with the Fed- 
eral Intermodal Surface 
Transportation Efficiency Act 
(ISTEA). The new federal leg 
islation requiresfive percent 
scrap-tire rubber to be used 
per ton of asphalt laid for the 
year 1994. The requirement 
growsto 20 percent by 1997. 

“The new research will 
give SHA and MES achance 
to work together to find the 
best way to use scrap-tire 
rubber inconstruction,” said 
SHA Administrator Hal 
Kassoff. “We are hoping this 
will be a major benefit to the 
environment while providing 
quality pavements for our 
customers.”

Tax Deductions 
Not Allowed For 


Some Providers 


Carolyn W. Colvin, Sec 
retary, Maryland Depart- 
ment of Human Resources, 
has announced that begin- 
ning with the 1992 income 
tax year, illegal family day 
care and child care center 
providers will not be allowed 
todeduct their operating ex- 
penses in filing state income 
tax returns. This is under a 
new law enacted by the Mary- 
land General Assembly last 
year. 

She said the State Income 
Tax Division will enforce the 
new law by auditing the tax 
returns of illegal providers. 
The tax law isa follow-up to 
the highly successful “Regis- 
tration Amnesty "legislation, 
which allowed persons car- 
ing forchildren in their home 
illegally to enter the regis- 
tration process without fear 












































of fines or penalties. 

“This is part of asystem- 
aticcampaign by the Depart 
ment of | luman Resources to 
encourage regulated child 
care,” said Secretary Colvin 
Other disincentives to pro- 
viding illegal child care in 
addition to the non- 
allowability oftax deductions 
are: difficulties in obtaining 
liability insurance to protect 
their operations; a $1,000 
misdemeanor penalty; barri- 
ers to participation in the 
Federal Child Care Food Pro- 
gram, and state subsidy pro- 
gram: and the prohibition 
from advertising without a 
valid registration certificate. 

In Maryland, persons 
regularly caring for non-re- 
lated children in their own 
home for compensation must 
register with the Maryland 
Child Care Administration. 
Failure to do so subjects an 
illegal provider with up to 
$1,000 in criminal fines and 
$5,000 in civil penalties.

No Subs For Duds 

A small Florida company has developed a machine that 
cleans clothes without detergent, uses only cold water and 
recycles waste water instead of sending it down the drain. 
The system uses an electrical ozone generator that pumps 
ozone into the wash water. Ozone breaks down the organic 
mole<ules that make up normal dirt and grime. The force of 
water washes them away. Dirt is filtered out of the wash 
water, whichis then pumped back into the holding tanks for 
reuse Water can be used hundreds of times before it needs 
to be replaced. The machine uses cold water because the 
unstable ozone molecules last longer at lower temperatures. 
The system saves energy normally used to heat water, as 
well asthe water itself. And because the system uses no soap, 
it does away with the rinse cycle and thus saves time. The 
machine was designed for institutional customers like ho- 
tels, nursing homes, diaper services and pnsons. Sometime 
in the near future you will probably see the machine on the 
market for the average household.

Russia remains sus- 
pended from USDA’s export 
credit program, and now 
owes $100.1 million in late 
Payments. according to 
USDA. Russian officials con- 
tinue to assure the U.S that 
payments will resume 
“shortly.” Russia began de- 
faulting on payments in early 
December. Russia and other 
republics of the former So- 
viet Union have used the 
export credit program to fi- 
nance the purchase of about 
$5 billion worth of U.S. farm 
products sinceJanuary 1991. 
Banks are required to notify 
USDA if borrowers under the 
program are more than 10 
days late with payments. If 
thuse notices are not filed, 
the banks nsk losing USDA‘a 
promise to make up missed 
payments.

Maryland SecretaryOf Agriculture 
Speaks To Farm Bureau Delegates 


Maryland Secretary of 
Agriculture Robert L 
Walker spoke to the as- 
aembled delegates at the 
Maryland Farm Bureau 
convention in Clinton, De- 
cember 8, telling them that 
maintaining the integrity of 
the Maryland Department 
of Agriculture is essential. 
Referring to a proposal to 
merge the department with 
other state agencies, he 
called such an idea, “a di- 
saster.” 


“We need the Farm Bu- 
reau to help make sure that 
Maryland doesn’t become 
the only state in the union 
without a department of 
agriculture,” Walker said. 


“The talk of merging 
departments brings to my 
mind bigger bureaucracy. 
It has never been my view 
that bigger means better in 
government. Agriculture 
needs a strong voice in An- 
napolis,” said Welker. 

He went on to describe 
departmental successes 
during the past year includ- 


ing the opening up of new 
farmers’ markets, the ex- 
pansion of the “Maryland 
with Pride” program and 
the success in international 
marketing. 

“Much of our success in 
the international market- 
place comes from the strong 
commitment and leadership 
of Governor William Donald 
Schaefer. He continues to 
push Maryland companies 
to expand their market pos- 
sibilities,” Walker said. 

He also spoke to 
agriculture’s continuing to 
meet new challenges in the 
environmental area. He de- 
scribed the new regulations 
in place for the state’s ex- 
panded nutrient manage- 
ment program which will 
increase ten-fold the num- 
ber of acres involved in nu- 
trient management. 

In concluding his speech, 
Walker called on the Farm 
Bureau tojoin with him and 
continue to work as a team 
to “keep agriculture as the 
mainstay of Maryland’s 
economy.”

Prevention definitely can save you moncy and 
improve yields. 


Dear Dr. Bohiing, This past year, we had both 
stressful and ideal growing conditions. What type of 
hybrids should I plant in 1993? 

Again this year, farmers have been reminded that condi- 
tions and the growing season will always vary. Yourchances 
of producing a profitable crop are increased if you diversify 
your hybrid choices and select at least three corn hybrids 
that have demonstrated top performance under both stress 
ful and ideal conditions. | generally recommend dividing 
your corn acreage between 25 percent early season, 50 
percent mid-season and 25 percent full-season hybrids. You 
can vary the ratio to meet your own needs, but always 
maintain some acreage of each maturity group. Your seed 
dealer should be able to help you select high-yielding hybrids 
that provide a good range of maturities, along with the stress 
tolerance best suited to your particular growing conditions. 


Dear Dr. Bohiing, I've been reading over plot re- 
suits from the university and seed companies. Why do 
some varieties’ ratings change positions so much in 
different plots? 

The reasons relate to what corn breeders call the “geno- 
type/environment interaction.” We want consistent hybrids 
that give stable yields in different growing conditions. Some 
hybrids, however, are just the opposite. They have the 
genetic potential for great yields when growing conditions 
are just right, but finish toward the bottom of the plot when 
conditions are poor. 

Look for hybrids that don’t necessarily win every plot, 
but rate up in the top 10 percent, regardless of whether it is 


a high-yield or low-yield environment. These hybrids have 
high yield potential and good yield stability for years when 
Mother Nature doesn’t fully cooperate. Avoid varieties and 
hybrids that jump around in terms of performance. 


Dear Dr. Bohiing, I'm planning to try no-till for the 
first time this spring. How can I determine whichcorn 
hybrids will work best? 

Fortunately, corn breeders over the years have selected 
for traits that help hybrids adapt to no-till conditions. One of 
these is good early vigor. Because soils are oftencool and wet, 
no-till farmers need hybrids that take off and grow rapidly 
under those conditions. Also, some diseases and insects can 
create problems in no-till systems. Whenever possible, select 
hybrids featuring good levels of resistance to the dominant 
pests in your area. Moat seed companies provide ratings for 
seed germination, early vigor and insects and disease resis- 
tance. Your seed supplier should be able to identify the best 
hybrids for no-till in your particular situation.

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directly, it’s restraint of trade, if it pays the “Greens’ to doit, 
it’s “envuronmental responsibility.” 

If, 80 years ago, the railroad industry could have funded 
the “Greens” to get the site far Henry Ford’s automobile 
plant “protected,” it would certainly have done 80. No doubt 
Western Union and the whale-oil industry would have done 
the same to Marconi, Bell, and Edison. 

A sufficient regulatory cost would have crushed these 
innovators, allowing the old industriee to eurvive, wealthy 
and powerful, to this very day. But that cost would be borne 
by the average person, stuck with a nineteenth-century 
standard of living, life expectancy, and infant mortality rate 

Corporations that use NWF and simular organizations to 
lobby for r-gulation may buy themselves protection from 
emerging competition, but at the cost of heaping ever- 
mounting burdens and costs on consumers, workers, and 
taxpayers 

It is not surprising that companies with their eye on the 
short-term bottom line pursue such cynical policies. What 1s 
encouraging is that any company could be far-sighted and 
public-spirited enough to support groups aeeking toease the 
regulatory nightmare that is progressively strangling the 
American dream. 

Mr. Hair’s attempt to turn sportsmen against cattlemen 
istheoldstrategy of “divide andconquer.” The fact isthat the 
founder of American conservation, Teddy Roosevelt, wasnot 
just a hunter, but a rancher. Those who harvest domestic 
animals and wildlife are not enemies, but allies, with a 
common interest in conserving resources. Theirs is a symbi- 
otic relationship: cattlemen produce and maintain npanan 
areas and wetlands in the West, where game can thrive, 
while sportsmen help protect calves on the range by control- 
ling predators. 

A little study shows the same is true of the other 
productive activities denounced by Mr. Hair. His ploy would 
use sportsmen to attack all other land uses. But as sure as 
day follows night, the power used to crush cattlemen (or 
loggers, miners, oilmen, or fishermen) would next be turned 
against hunters. We're not that dumb. We know, as Ben 
Franklin said, that “we must hang together, or we shall 
certainly hang separately.” 

Mr. Hair and his ilk just don't get it. Wise Use is not a 
conspiracy, or even a “movement.” It is an awakening 
network of diverse interests for responsible conservation — 
enhancing the quality of life through scientific resource 
management and the sustainable use of renewable re- 
sources. 

Putting People First will never be a protection racket like 
the “Greens,” so we will never shake down payoffs from big 
business like they do. We must rely on people power. 

Fortunately for us, that is our secret weapon. 

Cattle? Let's have more in ‘94!

Early Saturday 


A Finzel family lost most 
of their possessions early 
Saturday when fire gutted 
their single-story wood frame 
house and its contents. 

Volunteer fire fighters 
from the Eastern Garrett, 
Grantsville, Frostburg, 
Clarysville, and Shaft fire 
departments were called to 
the Florence Willard resi- 
dence, located along Samp- 
son Rock Road about three 
miles north of U.S. Rt. 68, at 
5:25 a.m. According to East- 
ern Garrett VFD Chief 
Marsh Smith, two rooms and 
the attic of the house were 
fully involved in the blaze 
upon the arrival of the first 
units. 

Smith said Mrs. Willard 
and her teenaged daughter 
were awakened at about 5:20 
am by asmoke alarm. They 
fled the house and drove to a 
neighbor's residence to call 
for assistance, since the 
telephone in their house was 
disconnected. 

State fire investigator 
James Martin responded to 
the scene and determined 
that the fire originated in a 
bedroom. He said the cause 
was apparently accidental, 
but was still under investiga- 
tion. Chief Marsh said the 
estimated loss of the house 
and its contents was at least 
$60,000. 

Firemen remained on the 
scene for about five hours. 
Also responding were the 
Frostburg Area Ambulance 
and Northern Rescue Squad. 
Although no persons were 
transported to the hospital 
for injuries, one unidentified 
fire fighter sustained a 
minor eye injury that was 
treated at the scene. 

The Willard family is 
reportedly staying with rela- 
tives.

Commission Reports Bloomington 
Water Intake Project Complete 


The Garrett County San:- 
tary District, Inc. has com- 
pleted the project to relocate 
the raw water intake struc- 
ture on the Savage River. 
The facilities to take water 
from the river have been 
moved from near the Route 
135 bridge crossing the Sav- 
age River to a location just 
above the Savage River Road 
Brdge above the point where 
Aaron Run stream enters the 
river. 

The Bloomington Im- 
provement Association 
turned over the Bloomington 
Water System tothe Garrett 
County Sanitary District pn 
marily because of problems 
maintaining good water qual- 


ity in the system. The dis- 
trictthen discovered that poor 
water quality was caused by 
a defect in the intake struc- 
ture which permitted water 
of poor quality from the 
ground atthe intaketoenter 
the system. The district took 
measures tocorrect the prob- 
lem immediately by repair- 
ing the leaks to keep the 
groundwater out of the sys- 
tem. 

Responding to concerns 
expressed by the community 
that the water system was 
always susceptible to con- 
tamination from groundwa- 
terat the intake structure as 
well as potential contami- 
nates entering the supply 
from Aaron Run, whichcon- 
tains mine drainage and po- 
tential leechate from land- 
fills, the district pursued 
funding to relocate the in- 
take. 

The district then apphed 
for grants through the HUD 
Community Block Grant sys- 
tem and asked the U.S. Bu- 
reau of Mines to fund a por- 
tion of the project. Grants 
were awarded for the project 
in the amount of $145,250 
from a HUD Community 
Block Grant, andthe Bureau 
of Mines provided $20,750 for 
the project, for total grant 
funding for the estimatea 
project cost of $166,000. 

District Engineer Jeff 
Gilbert designed and provided

Commissioners 
Extend Tax 
Credit Program 


The Gerrett County 
Commissioners this week 
renewed their support for a 
tax credit program - known 
as the manufacturer's 
personal property tax credit - 
- that allows Garrett County 
manufacturers a three-year 
tax credit when they make a 
substantial capital invest- 
ment in new production 
equipment and/or tooling. 

In order to qualify, a 
manufacturer must have 
purchased and placed into 
service at least $100,000 
worth of equipment or an 
amount equivalent to at 
least 25% of the assessed 
value of all production 
equipment at the designated 
manufacturing location 
during the specified calendar 
year. 

While qualified manufac- 
turers receive a three-year 
50% tax credit, those located 
in one of Maryland’s three 
enterprise zones within 
Garrett County receive a 
75% credit. 

Garrett County Economic 
Development Director Tom 
Jones told the commissioners 
that Bausch & Lomb, Inc., 
has taken advantage of the 
tax credit, which has been in 
place in the county since 
1990. As a result of the 
commissioners’ approval, 
that company will receive a 
tax credit this year for 
$872,568 worth of equip- 
ment purchased. 

Jones also explained that 
Garrett County is one of 
only three counties in the 
state that still provides the 
tax credit. 

“We feel it is a way to 
encourage manufacturers to 
invest in machinery,” said 
Jones, adding, “If they don’t 
make that investment, there 
is often a decline in produc- 
tivity.” 

The commissioners agreed 
that the tax credit is an 
important incentive in keep- 
ing local manufacturers 
competitive in the market- 
place.

has made a substantial capi- 
tal investment in production 
equipment or tooling during 
1992 may contact the Gar- 
rett County Economic Devel- 
opment office at 334-1920 to 
quality. 
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Maryland General Assembly Convenes; 


Government Reform 


As the 1993 Maryland 
General Aaeembly began this 
week, reports have indicated 
that lawmakers will be get- 
ting down to the business of 
dealing with the way state 
government operates, and 
considering proposals that 
would result in a downsizing 
of government. As revenues 
slowly climb, controlling 
costs seems to be taking 
precedence over more tax 
hikes and severe budget- 
cutting measures that have 
plagued the state during the 
last few years. 

District 1-A Delegate 
George C. Edwards recently 
stated that the current ses- 
sion will provide an opportu- 
nity for the General Assem- 
bly to give serious consider- 
ation to government restruc- 
turing plans. More specifical- 
ly, the possibility exists that 
some state departments will 
be merged to alleviate dupli- 
cation of services 

He did note, however, 
that the budget would still 
be considered a “major issue” 
even if the worst seems to be 
over in terms of the state’s 
economic hardship. 

Legislative leaders have 
called for unity among the 
lawmakers, hoping that 
cooperation will prevail so 
that the workings of state 
government may become 
more efficient, and have 
more of long-term effect in 
solving the state’s budget 
problems.

Is Confirmed 


The Maryland Laborato- 
ries Administration con- 
firmed Garrett County's first 
positive rabies case of the 
year on Jan. 5, according to 
a Garrett County Health 
Department spokesperson 
The animal was a raccoon, 
and was found dead on Dec. 
31 on the William Shreve 
property. off Shadv Dell 
Road 

The dead animal was 
located near two tied dogs, 
which had apparently killed 
the raccoon during the night. 
The dogs were destroyed 
following the incident be- 
cause they were not vacci- 
nated against the disease 
Five unvaccinated cats were 
also possibly exposed and 
were euthanized 

All pet owners should 
have their dogs and cats 
vaccinated against rabies and 
should keep the vaccines up 
to date, the spokesperson 
advised. If a pet encounters 
@ suspicious wild animal, 


owners should not touch the 
dog or cat for at least two 
hours. This will allow time 
for any virus deposited on 
the pet’s coat to die and 
reduce the risk of human 
exposure 


Rabies is an infectious 


virus disease of the central 
nervous system which can be 
transmitted to humans from 
other animals and can be 
fatal

As a new sear unfolds, 
taking stock of county gov 
ernment’s role ino certain 
aspects of the county = fu 
ture seems an appropriate 
undertaking to try to facil 
tate communication 
county officials and the pub- 
lic Toward that effort. we 
offer an interview with Gar- 
rett County Clerk Robert 
Fousek on several issues we 
feel play an important part 
in determining the vowe’ 
and philosophy of counts 
government 

Q: Could you explain 
why the official stance of 
the county commission- 
ers, as a hoard, is nega- 
tive regariling the issue 
of bonding authority? 

A: The traditional stan < 
and as generally reflected bv 
the taxpayers in the past. 
has been in opposition to 
bonding -- the most recent 
example being the Southern 
High School bond referen- 
dum 

Q: But they've only 
ever really responded to 
specific bonding ques- 
tions, and never to the 
general question of 
whether or not we should 
be granted the authority 
to bond in general. 

A: To the best of my 
know!-dge, that issue has 
not ben presented to the 
voters in the torm ot a reter- 
endun question during the 
last twelve years that I've 
been here But, once again, I 
think that Garrett County.

to accumulate the necessary 
funds 

In the case of Southern 
High School, once the com- 
missioners found out that 
the project -- because of 
chang: in the state funding 
formula -- would require 
greater participation by the 
county. they reacted to that 
by beginning to accumulate, 
as fast as possible, necessary 
reserve funds in order to 
accommodate that project up 
to what thes thought to be 
their financial capacity at 
that time -- that being $2.5 
million Therefore, you now 
have a largely renovated 
high school and no outstand- 
ing indebtedness associated 
with it) Hopefully those 
improvements will be good 
for a 20-year period 

Obviously, when you get 
mto a bonded indebtedness, 
the interest payments will 
often far exceed the principal 
amount -- much the same as 
the homeowner with a mort- 
gage 

Q: But didn’t the 
board a few years ago 
agree to go ahead with 
another major capital 
improvement project (the 
Glendale Bridge project), 
part of which was going 
to be funded with a $1 
million loan? And, even 
though it was to be an 
interest-free loan, it was 
still a loan and that 
seems to be contrary to 
the basic attitude of the 
majority of the board. 

A: | think in that in- 
stance where you have a no- 
interest payment situation, 
you are basically losing noth- 
ing other than financing a 
capital investment over a 
specific period of time -- in 
this case, 10 years -- at no 
additional cost to yourself 
over and above what your 
normal capital debt retire- 
ment would be on. If we, in 
fact. had to come up with a 
million dollars on our own, it 
may take us several years to 
accumulate the additional 
million dollars versus having 
an annual debt of $100,000 
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that actually gives us free 
use of our money for a cer- 
tain period of time It may, 
in fact, only have taken us 
five years to accumulate $1 
millon but, in this case, we 
can accumulate it, earn 
interest on the money that 
we accumulated, and get a 
no-interest loan, and that's 
what | see as the advantage 
of that particular project 

Also, when they we're 
looking at the Glendale 
Bridge project, they were 
also looking at several other 
projects at the same time -- 
the most significant being 
the financing of the landfill. 
and the second most signifi- 
cant being the high school 
renovation project -- so you 
had three major capital pro- 
jects they knew were coming 
down the pike at the time 
they made that request to 
the state of Marvland 

Q: You said that other 
rural counties generally 
do as we do -- that is, pay 
ASN you go. 

A: Yes. I think that’s a 
safe assumption. | would 
estimate that 50% of the 17 
rural counties in Maryland 
avoid long-term indebtedness 
as much as possible 

Q: Do you know, 
though. if most of them 
have obtained the 
enabling legislation for 
bonding authority? 

A: No. I don't have that 
specific information on hand. 

Q: In your opinion, 
what are the bigyest is 
sues the county govern- 
ment will have to deal 
with in the near future? 

A: From a financial per- 
spective, funding for educa- 
tion and county roads -- 
included in that county 
roads category is the landfill 
-- are the most challenging 
They represent almost 75 
of the county budget. Find- 
ing adequate resources and, 
at the same time, continually 
trving to provide an afford- 
able tax rate is always a 
challenge. It is hard to deter- 
mine what the break point 1s 
with the citizens with regard 
to an acceptable tax rate. 
and what issues, concerns, 
and priorities come befor 
the county and the cost 
associated with them. 

Obviously, we have a very 
dispersed population in the 
county. Their priorities don’t 
necessarily keep in line with 
each other's. There are a lot 
of different views out there 
on a lot of different issues 

Q: What about from a 
growth standpoint? 

A: | believe the demand 
for county services will con- 
tinue to increase 

Q: For instance? 

A: For instance, some 
services will have to be in- 
creased primarily as a result 
of state mandates. Others 
are related to increased 
population impact, such as 
schools, libraries, road sys- 
tems, ete 

Q: On growth re- 
strictions? 

A: On growth manage- 
ment, on land usage, on 
regulations, whether it's 
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storm water, flood plain, 
building, electrical, or 
plumbing codes Many of 
these issues have not been 
addressed heretofore by, 
once again, the rural coun- 
ties and there are many 
Initiatives that actually start 
at the federal level which are 
passed on to the state, and 
the state continues to pass 
on to the county those re- 
sponsibilities. Obviously, 
when you pass on the re- 
sponsibility and not the 
funds to administer them or 
adequately oversee them, 
then it makes it difficult to 
achieve them in the fashion 
they should be achieved 
without increasing county 
staff or contracted county 
services. 

As you increase staff or 
contracted services, you're 
impacting on the budget and 
you're trying to keep the tax 
rate affordable even though 
you may have more responsi- 
bilities or duties that you 
didn't have before

Q: That economic 
handicap notwithstand- 
ing. does our county gov- 
ernment believe that 
growth management reg- 
ulations should be in 
place? 

A: In the case of building 
codes, 1 believe the board 
has mixed emotions, and | 
believe each board member 
feels differently, but the 
majority of the board proba- 
bly favors, if there is to be 
building codes in the county, 
that the county determine 
the level. Also, if they are 
forced to have a building 
code, then the state should 
subsidize those funds to help 
offset the costs of enforcing 
the codes. There do seem to 
be some state initiatives 
underway to establish state- 
wide building and electrical 
codes. The electrical code 
would be similar to the 
plumbing code the county 
was forced to adopt a couple 
of years ago. 

When development ex- 
pands rapidly, you leave 
yourself vulnerable to ques- 
tionable business practices 
and shoddy workmanship 
Up until a few years ago, | 
think generally everyone 
knew who was a good build- 
er and who was a bad build- 
er. and the industry regulat- 
ed itself to some extent 

My philosophy has always 
been “let the buyer beware.” 
There is a certain amount of 
responsibility or diligence on 
the buyer's part to check 
things such as reputations, 
quality and if you don’t 
know those answers it’s the 
purchaser's responsibility to 
do some of that checking 
versus us blacklisting. if you 
will, or following up to make 
sure one contractor out of 
every 10 may not be putting 
up their studs the right way 

Q: Let's talk about the 
recycling effort. In gener- 
al, where are we with 
that effort and what's the 
status of the new landfill 
+ especially in light of 
the fact that a certain 
amount had to taken 
from the landfill budget 
to make up for a shortfall 
because of state cut- 
backs? 

A: We took a very small 
portion -- I believe $75,000 -- 
from our planned landfill 
capital expenditures for this 
year which, based on the 
eash outlay for the landfill, 
we weren't obligated to use 
those funds this year so 
basically it was an unantici- 
pated surplus when we pre- 
pared the budget. It’s not 
going to impact the deadline 
or the plans for the con- 
struction of the new landfill 
in any manner We are cur- 
rently negotiating with the 
contractor for the landfill 

Within the month, we'll 
be receiving the finial results 
of our solid waste collection 
system study Included in 
there will be recommenda- 
tions relative to recycling at 


those sites. There seems to 
be a definite eed to monitor 
those sites and limit the 
amount of hours they are 
open to blend, ideally, recy- 
cling into those centers

Sheriff's Office 
Statistics For 
1992 Released 


Incidents of crime han- 
dled by the Garrett County 
Sheriff's Office in 1992 were 
lower on average than the 
year before, according to 
Sheriff Van Evans, who 
recently released the office’s 
statistics for 1992. While 
there were no homicides in 
the county last year, the 
incident of rape rose from 
three to five, and the num- 
ber of thefts climbed from 
1991's figure of 161 to 
1992’s total of 167. All other 
crimes were down in num- 
ber, as well as arrests. These 
statistics are only those of 
the Sheriff's Office and do 
not include any activities of 
the Maryland State Police, 
Evans clarified. 

The total number of calls 
received by the Sheriff's 
Office was 6,245. The offi- 
cers investigated 104 traffic 
accidents, issued 263. cita- 
tions, and served 4,076 mis- 
cellaneous papers. The office 
logged 779 arrests, including 
40 persons charged with 
DWI (driving while intoxicat- 


Assault and battery cases 
numbered 221. The number 
of breaking and entering 
cases was 75, and there was 
one robbery logged. Sixteen 
eases of motor vehicle theft 
were recorded. 

The average daily popula- 
tion of the Garrett County 
Jail was 44.3 '40.8, male; 3.5 
female) in 1992. Evans noted 
that the average in 1991 was 
approximately 46. The legal 
maximum number of prison- 
ers at the jail is 36 men and 
8 women. The sheriff ex- 
plained that a visitation 
room has been modified with 
cots to handle the intermit- 
tent overflow of incarcerated 
persons. 

The total number of men 
admitted to the jail in 1992 
was 580. The total of women 
admitted was 73, with a 
total of 653 admissions 
Releases number a total of 
660, with 585 men and 75 
women

Lake Park man 
was found guilty of two 
counts of battery in Garrett 
County District Court 
proceedings last week and 
sentenced by Judge Jack R. 
Turney. 

Mark T. Best, 32, was 
sentenced to a six-month 
suspended jail term, fined 
$25, and placed on one year 
of supervised probation for 
each count. The sentences 
will run concurrently. 

Best had been charged 
with those counts by his 
estranged wife, Emma Best, 
who stated that he had come 
to her home on two separate 
occasions and refused to 
leave. In one of those 
incidents, he reportedly 
threw Mrs. Best to the floor 
and in the other incident he 
reportedly pushed her. 

In other District Court 
news, Katherine L. Burns, 
23, Oakland, was found 
guilty on one count of 
battery. 

The judge sentenced her 
to a six-months suspended 
jail term, fined her $25, and 
placed her on one year of 
supervised probation. She 
was also ordered to have no 
violent contact with Theresa 
Friend. Her sentence and 
probation are to run 
concurrently with her 
current sentence and 
probation for a previous 
offense. 

Burns had been charged 
with battery by Friend 
following an October 22 
incident at the Short Stop 
parking lot in which Burns 
reportedly got out of her car 
and cursed Friend and then 
hit her in the face. Friend 
also contended that Burns 
had been harassing her at 
work. 

Charles Housley, 18, Mtn. 
Lake Park. was found guilty 
of assault and trespassing on 
private property by presiding 
Judge Timothy Finan of 
Allegany County. 

Housley was handed 
three-month suspended jail 
terms and placed on one 
year of supervised probation 
for each count. The sentence 
and probation are to run 
concurrently. He was also 
ordered to stay away from 
Jerry Cline and to seek alco- 
holic counseling. In a plea 
agreement with the State’s 
Attorney’s Office, charges of 
disturbing the peace, being 
disorderly in a public place, 
and harassment were not 
prosecuted. 

Housley had been charged 
with those offenses by Jerry 
A. Cline, Mtn. Lake Park, 
following an August 18 inci- 
dent in which Housley re- 
ported came to Cline’s resi- 
dence after being told not to 
do so and refused to leave. 
Cline said that Housley 
threatened him with bodily 
harm and cursed him 

Timothy J Getz, 20, Mtn 
Lake Park. was found guilty 
of one count of battery 
didge Turney sentenced him 
to a 90-day suspended jail 
term, fined him $50, and 
placed him on one year of 
supervised probation In a 
plea agreement with the 
State’s Attorney's Office, a 
charge of reckless endanger- 
ment was not prosecuted He 
was also ordered to hav- no 
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contact with Ann Heckler 

Heckler, Rowlesburg, 
WVa., had charged Getz 
with those offenses following 
a November 27 incident 
when Getz told her to leave 
his residence and she report- 
edly went upstairs to her 
daughter’s bedroom. She 
contended Getz came in and 
closed the door and pulled a 
gun out of the back of his 
pants. She said he then 
grabbed her shirt and point- 
ed the gun at her head. At 
that point, she reportedly 
yelled for her cousin and he 
put the gun back in his 
pants. 

Kimberly A. Dillon, 31, 
Oakland, was found guilty of 
being disorderly in a public 
place. Turney sentenced her 
to a 60-day suspended jail 
term and fined her $50. 

Dillon had been charged 
by the Oakland City Police 
Department on November 20 
after they received a call 
regarding adisorderly person 
in the alley between the 
Garrett County Jail and 
Subway. When the police 
Officer arrived, he reportedly 
found the defendant lying in 
the alley. She told the officer 
her boyfriend was in jail and 
she wanted to go to jail, too. 
The officer then asked her 
where she lived and offered 
to take her home. She re- 
fused several times and was 
placed under arrest.

Bring On Soccer... 


An excellent presentation Was made by Dave Spirk 
at Tuesday's Board of Education meeting, culminating 
with a recommendation by the School Activities Review 
and Evaluation Committee that roccer be added to the 
het of sports teams in Garrett County's two high 
schools 

Spirk, who =poke on behalf of the Mountaintop 
Soccer Aasociation, presented atatistics on how 
dramatically the sport has grown in Garrett County in 
just the past three vears When the MSA -then the MS 
League) organized in 1990, 100 area youth of all ages 
compnaing eight teams participated In 1991, there 
were 181 participants, compnaing 16 teams. This past 
fall season, 264 youth played soccer with 20 teams in 
action. The games this past season also featured 
certified referees, as 12 local soecer “dads” earned 
certification last summer 

Spirk noted that soccer is the most widely played 
sport in the world, and it is a sport which can be 
played by a variety of sizes of players. Height and 
weight have little to do with anes ability on the soccer 
field, as it often does in, say, football or basketball. 

He also pointed out that Southern and Northern 
high schools are among a tiny minonty of schools in 
the state that do not have soccer programs. So 
acquiring opponents would be no problem, as nine area 
high schools have already expressed the willingness to 
put the Rams and Huskies on their schedules 

The opportunities for soccer scholarships and or 
some other form of post-high school play for local 
youth are another plus for this program. 

With the Board of Education budget so tight. some 
may believe that the additional cost of another sports 
program cannot be justified. However, not only 18 
soccer one of the least expensive of all sports programs, 
but also the MSA is ready to donate $2,000 plus the 
first set of uniforms to get the program started 


The Board of Education will vote on this 


recommendation at its February meeting. Given the 
information shared by Mr. Spirk in his presentation 
and the overwhelming support of soccer in Garrett 
County. we sincerely hope the proposal will receive a 
quick. affirmative response

Secondhand Smoke ls Deadly 


by Dr. Rex. D. Archer 

A landmark report released this past week by the 
Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) confirms what 
public health officials have known for over a decade: expo- 
sure toother |» ople'scigarette smoke is more than annoying 
-- it’s deadly 

The Report puts secondhand smoke in the agency's 
“most dangerous” category, a select list of cancer-causing 
substances that includes ashestos and radon EPA esti- 
mates that 3,000 adult nonsinokers die each yearintheU.S 
from lung cancer caused by breathing others’ tobacco 
smoke 

Just as alarming, secondhand smoke causes serious 
lung and health problems in infants andchildren thatcan 
last alifetime Cigarette smoke causes lower respiratory 
tract infections, such as pneumonia and bronchitis, in 
children. It hospitalizes many of these children. Mothers 
who smoke 10 or more cigarettes a day can bring on new 
cases of asthma among theirchildren 

According tothe Behavioral Risk Factor Survey that the 
Garrett County Health Department conducted in 1992, we 
know that there are more than 4,000 cigarette smokers, age 
1 andover in Garrett County. Therefore, we know many 
cuunty residents are exposed to secondhand smoke on a 
regular basis This apreventable, serious health risk 

Sadly, children are truly involuntary victims of second 
handsmuke They have no control over the conditions they 
live in or come into contact with in public places It’s up to 
parents, school officials, business owners and other con- 
cerned citizens to do whatever is necessary to protect our 
children from this menace to their health and well-being 

Establishing tobacco-free environments in the home, 
schools, restaurants, shopping malls, workplaces, andother 
indoor areasis a public health priority in Garrett County 
The recent school policy to eliminate the use of tobacco 
products in our public school buildings is a healthy step in 
moving this issue forward 

Across the nation, millions of dollars have been spent 
removing asbestos from buildings because of the threat to 
the public's health Given the documented rise of second 
hand smoke, how can we fail to take similar action toremove 
tobacco smoke from our buildings? These measures don't 
cost taxpayers or business owners a dime -- they actually 
save them money in the long run' 

Cigarette smoking in the presence of non-smokers can no 
longer be defended as an issue of free choice Tobaccosmoke

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SENIORS, BECOME BETTER SHOPPERS; 
BEWARE OF INSURANCE FRAUD

In keeping with Governor Schaefer's emphasison pre- 
vention through education, the Maryland Office on Aging 
administers the Senior Health Insurance Counseling and 
Advocacy Program (Senior HICAP). This program was 
developed to assist seniors and their families with health 
insurance claims problems, including denials, reconsidera- 
tion, appeals, and insurance policies. Senior HICAP can 
also help with issues such as Medicare fraud, Medicare 
abuse, insurance company problems or sales agent miscon- 
duct. 

Many seniors are confused about how much insurance 
coverage they should have. Asaresult, older Marylanders 
spend thousands of dollars on too much health insurance 
every year. Tohelp seniors avoid being overinsured, there 
are new federal and state laws that tighten the penaltieson 
unethical practices, like selling duplicating coverage to 
unsuspecting seniors. 

Medicare fraudcommonly refers tocases where a physi- 
cian or other healthcare worker files a claim for a service 
that was not provided. Medicare abuse, onthe other hand, 
means submitting a bill to the insurance company for 
services that were not necessary for the patient's medical 
condition. 

By acting as consumer watchdogs, seniors can help 
assure that healthcare providers don't perform in an unethi- 
cal or illegal manner. Being a good consumer means being 
alert tothe potential practice of Medicare fraud or abuse by 
healthcare providers. Keeping Medicare fraud or abuse toa 
minimum helps guard against increases in the cost of 
insurance policies. The less expense an insurance company 
is forced to incur, the smaller the chance of increased 
premiums for the senior 

Medicare hasa Medical and Utilization Review Division 
that examines Medicare services after the claims have been 
paid. Thisdivision determines whether or not fraud or abuse 
has occurred. They also respond to questions from seniors 
whoare concerned about discrepancies between what ser- 
vices the physician claims to have performed and the 
services that were actually performed. 

From time to time, a senior may question whether the 
medical provider has overcharged for a particular service. 
Thisis especially important now that doctors, hospitals and 
other healthcare providers have new limitations on the bills 
tl... canbe sent to Medicare recipients and that all healthcare 
providers are required to bill Medicare directly. 

The more knowledgeable a senior ia, the more likely the 
person isto make better decisions about health insurance. 
Senior citizens need to understand their rights under 
Medicare They must be aware of laws that protect them and 
they must know where to seek help if they feel that their 
rights have been violated regarding Medicare and other 
health insurance issues 

Governors Schaefer, the Maryland Office on Aging and 
local Area Agencieson Aging are concerned with prevention 
of loas of elderly persons’ nghts. We feel that you can become 
a smarter shopper and a wiser consumer by keeping in- 
formed on health insurance and other vital issues. 

Tohelp people whoare shopping for health insurance, 
the Maryland Office on Aging has listed a few simple 
precautions: 

* Shop carefully and don't buy more policies than you 
need. 

* Check policies for waiting periods and exclusion for pre- 
existing conditions 

* Be very careful about replacing existing coverage. 

* Check your right to renew. In Maryland, all approved 
Medicare supplement and long term care insurance policies 
are guaranteed renewable. 

* Check with the Maryland Insurance Division tomake 
sure the agent and insurance company are licensed to do 
business in this state by calling (410) 333-4002. Make sure 
to keep the name, address and telephone number of the 
agent and insurance company 

* Donot pay cash. Always pay by check, money order or 
bank draft made payable to the insurance company, not to 
the agent or broker 

* Take advantage of the “Free-Look” Provision. Insur- 
ance companies must give you at least 30 daystoreviewa 
Medigap or long term care policy. If you decide you don't 
want the policy, send it back to the agency or company 
within 30 days.

Fourteen other 
counties which, all but two, 
have a much greater popula- 
tion andtax base than Garrett. 
A good example is our neigh- 
bornng Allegany County. With 
a population of almoat 80,000 
their commissioners are paid 
an annual salary of $12,000 
Garrett, with a population of 
slightly over 28,000, are paid 
an annual salary of $25,500 
which will increase to $28,000 
in 1994. To quote from the 
Cumberland Times-Neu s 
issue of January 7, 1993, 
“Although Allegany population 
is 166 percent greater than 
Garrett County, the neighbor- 
ing commissioners pay 1s 91.7 
percent higher.” 

The final report of the 19492- 
93 Allegany County Salary 
Study Commission was 
presented tothe Allegany Com- 
missioners this past January 
6, 1993. That Salary Commis- 
sionrecommended the salanes 
ofthe Allegany Commussioners 
be increased on a graduated 
scale from $15,000 in 1995 to 
$18,000 in 1998. This 
recommended increase for the 
years 1996 through 1998 is 
still considerably leas than the 
current salanea of the Garrett 
Commisaoners.

The current unreasonably 
high level of salaries for the 
Garrett County Commis- 
sioners are the result of 
legislation introduced by 
Delegate Edwards and passed 
by the General Assembly in 
Annapolis. It is my belief that 
Delegate Edwards became 
aware that many Garrett 
citazens were not pleased with 
the unreasonably high salary 
levels caused by his legislation 
and expected him to do 
something about it Here is 
what he had done about it: 

During the General 
Assembly of 1991 Delegate 
Edwards introduced house bill 
number 645 to amend the 
Garrett County local law 
pertaining to establishment of 
salariesotlocalelectedofficials. 
This bill, which was enacted 
into public local law, 
transferred the responsibility 
for enacting salary legislation 
from the jurisdiction of 

Delegate Edwards to the 
jurisdiction of the Garrett 
County Commissioners. No 
longer will the Garrett Salary 
Study Commission recom- 
mend salary changes to 
Delegate Edwards for in-tum 
enactment into law by the 
General Assembly. Now, the 
Salary Cornmission will make 
their recommendations to the 
Garrett County Commis- 
sioners for enactment intolaw 
by a county ordinance 

Ibelieve Delegate Edwards 
made this change in our local 
law for two reasons: 

First, if the status quo or 
increases in the salanes of the 
County Commisaionera were 
enacted into the forthcoming 
new salary law, he knew there 
was a good possibility that the 
law, by petition, would be taken 
to a referendum. [ocal laws 
enacted through the General 
Assembly are subject to 
referendum by petition. How- 
ever, alaw enacted by aGarrett 
County ordinance cannot be 
taken to a referendum. Thus, 
by the transfer of the juris- 
diction tothe County Commis- 
sioners, the citizens mght of 
petition for referendum would 
be taken away and he could 
thereby protect the high 
salaries of the commissioners 

Second, Delegate Edwards, 
being well aware of the 
detnmental controversy over 
the high salanes of the com- 
missioners, took the easy way 
out. [ 4¢transferredtherespon 
sibility andyunsdictian for local 
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salanes to the County Com- 
missioners 

While there are still several 
Maryland counties yet to be 
heard from, it is almost a 
certainty that Garrett County 
is now the only county in 
Maryland that does not have 
the nght of referendum onlaw 
that establish the salaries of 
their elected county officials.

Triplets. The mention of 
the word conjures up for 
most people visions of three 
cribs in a neat row, identical 
outfits in threes, and a spe- 
cially-made three-seater 
stroller. It's a charming 
picture - the three little look- 
alikes smiling sweetly in an 
arranged photograph or 
climbing playfully on their 
mother.

wearisome, and even fright- 
ening Getting adjusted to 
the reality of three kids at 
once was not difficult, 
though, for the Flerpels. 

"I knew I was going to 
have to put my Nikes on and 
just do ut," Jerry said. And a 
short visit with the content 
family is evidence enough to 
show anyone how the couple 
has indeed “just done it.” 

Betsy Dudley and Jerry 
Herpel were married August 
8, 1986, in Baltimore. The

While Betsy's initial 
memories are foggy, Jerry 
remembers the amazing 
birthday as a heady time.

For West Virginia 
Loggers Slated 


The West Virginia Divi- 
sion of Forestry announces 
the next series of logging 
workshops for the eastern 
Panhandle of West Virginia 
(District I). These workshops 
are mandatory for those log- 
gers whoare becoming certi- 
fied loggers and will be log- 
ging in Weat Virginia. The 
certification is required un- 
der the Logging Sediment 
Control Act and will go into 
effect July 2, 1993. 

The Logger Workshops 
consistofthree subjects: Beat 
Management Practices, First 
Aid, and Logger Chainsaw 
Safety courses. The BMPand 
First Aid Courses are eight 
hours each. The Chainsaw 
Course is four hours. 

Best Management Prac- 
tices (BMP’s) are guidelines 
used when considerations are 
given to building a road, 
crossing astream, and using 
topography. Loggers must 
work with various oil types 
They have to know how to 
deal with erosion and thechi- 
mate of their operating area, 
and apply this knowledge to 
properly layout and conatruct 
roada(both haul and skid). 

Each certified logger iato 
have a valid first aid course 
Some loggers are EMT's and 
first responders; most are 
carded in the American Red 
Cross Standard First Aid 
Course This course 1s bro- 
ken into two parts A four- 
hour adult CPRcourse with 
certification good forone year, 
and four hours of first aid 
training with certification 
good for three years 

The logger Chainsaw 
Safety Workshop is taught 
by Tim Ard whois achainsaw 
professional, but not a log 
ger. This course is not to 
teach loggers how to harvest 
trees, but how to doit safely 
The March 25 and 26classes 
will be the last time the 
Chainsaw Course will be of- 
fered in the Eastern Pan. 
handle before July 2, 1993. If 
this course is missed, a lng 
ger will have to travel tothe 
central or southern part of 
the state to receive training 
in May

When you have a manned 
site it allows for several 
things: it prevents out-of- 
county refuse -- that the 
county taxpayers have to pay 
to have processed; it is a 
reassurance that what is 
permitted to go into the 
containers is what’s placed 
in there; and it also aids the 
person trying to dispose of 
recyclables in providing them 
with the proper manner in 
which to recycle. 

Ideally, the county wants 
to make those as accessible 
to the public as possible and 
to encourage their usage as 
much as possible. We cur- 
rently have one grant in 
hand which is for site im- 
provements on our collection 
sites for the purpose of not 
only improving them from 
an aesthetic standpoint but 
also for securing them and 
making them more 
accessible, with better identi- 
fication, lighting, fencing, 
and proper screening. Once 
again, to try to encourage 
the users of those sites to 
take pride in their county 
and with the philosophy that 
if you give someone some- 
thing decent to work with. 
they will have more respect 
for it. 

Another grant has been 
applied for that will be used 
for the construction of a 
building at the new landfill 
for recyclables. In that same 
grant package, we have also 
asked for such items as a 
paper shredder and bailer, a 
tire shredder, and a freon 
extraction machine. 

Once again, with regard 
to recycling, Garrett County 
has to be lumped in with the 
other rural counties. Lack of 
market is a nationwide prob- 
lem. It is a statewide prob- 
lem, and it is more severe in 
areas such as Garrett Coun- 
ty when you have a limited 
number of recyclers in a very 
large area. The markets are 
very soft. They have become 
more stringent, more picky, 
as to what they will and will 
not accept. And right now 
you're at their whim, unless 
you have a contract with 
them, to dispose of some of 
the recyclables. 

The enhancements put 
into place by virtue of the 
grant funding will help us 
find a better market by 
allowing us to store our

I think the state has 
certainly been lax. I really 
do. They basically issued a 
mandate as to what degree 
of recycling is required of the 
subdivisions and threw a lot 
of fluff in there as to what 
would be available to assist 
and what they’re going to do 
to promote, and what they're 
going to do here and there.

Williamson Founds 
Garrett County 
Poetry Society 


"Although not exactly 
following in the footsteps of 
Robin Williams’ Dead Poets 
Society in the movie of the 
same name, the Garrett 
County Poetry Society 
nevertheless has cultural 
aspirations that deserve to 
be noticed,” according to 
John Williamson, founder of 
the Society. 

The Garrett County 
Poetry Society held its first 
meeting on November 19 at 
Garrett Community College. 
The group has now moved 
its meeting place to Oak- 
land’s Ruth Enlow Library 
one Saturday a month at 2 
p.m. 

"The library's film room is 
lined with classic works of 
literature, creating a perfect 
atmosphere for a meeting 


oriented to literary con- 
cerns,” said Williamson 

The main goal of the 
Poetry Society is to promote 
the cultural appreciation and 
definition of poetry 

“Poetry is much needed in 
our society today,” William- 
son stated. "Our culture 
tends to be so dominated by 
business concerns that we 
don't give enough attention 
to our emotional needs. 
Reading and writing poetry 
is one way that people can 
do this.” 

The Society is focused on 
three main areas, according 
to Williamson. First, at the 
months meetings, partici- 
pants have the opportunity 
to read their own poetry in a 
supportive and nurturing 
surrounding. 

“We are not all trying to 
be professional poets here,” 
Williamson observed, 
"although there are some 
among us who are certainly 


offer helpful hints on how to 
increase skills and develop 
oneself in the craft of poet- 
ry,” stated Williamson. “But 
that’s only if the person is 
receptive to it. We're not 
here to criticize and down- 
grade We want to support, 
nurture, and encourage.” 

The third goal of the 
Poetry Society is to sponsor 
prominent poets in the Gar- 
rett County and Tri-State 
region to come to read their 
own works publicly at the 
monthly meetings. 

"I also have the goal of 
having the Society sponsor a 
poetry writing workshop 
once per year at which the 
instructor will be a poet 
noteworthy in the Tri-State 
region,” the founder 
said.”This will not only make 
Garrett County important as 
a cultural focus point in our 
region, but will also provide 


an opportunity for a noted 
poet to share his or her work 
and talent with both area 
residents and participants 
who would come to the 
workshop from outlying 
locations. ! also would like 
the Garrett County Poetry 
Society to hold an annual 
dinner to commemorate our 
accomplishments during the 
year.” 

Williamson's own back- 
ground in the field of litera- 
ture is extensive and has 
occupied most of his energy 
since he first entered college 
more than 20 years ago. 


Since that time, he has 
earned a B.A. in English 
from Arizona State Universi- 
ty, and an M.A. in world 
literature which he obtained 
in 1991 from the Foreign 
Language Department at 
West Virginia University in 
Morgantown, W.Va. 
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lie has taught literature, 
Fnglish composition, and 
humanities at Garrett Com- 
munity College, and has 
worked as a substitute teach- 
er for the Garrett County 
Board of Education. His 
publications of poetry in- 
clude Steptalk, which won 
the Golden Poet Award in 
1989 from World Poetry 
Association, In Defense of 
Dreaming; and The Song of 
Human Hope. 

He has published one 
short story, Date, in Innia- 
free, a literary magazine in 
California. He is currently 
working on a short novel, 
The Runaway; and a full-

length epic novel Jn Praise of 
Victory, about a young 
couple’s struggles to make 
their way in the world with 
their small family 

Earlier in his career, 
Williamaon was the founder 
and publisher of the literary 
magazine, Sunbelt Survivor, 
where he lived in Arizona. 
He was also the State Writ- 
ing Contest chairman in 
1985 when he was a member 
of the Scottadale Jaycees. 

As to why he has such a 
devotion to literature and 
writing, Williamson re- 
marked, "I guess it’s in my 
blood. When I was in college, 
instead of getting drunk on

Background Scripture: 

Acta 11 
Devotional Reading: 

Ephesians 2:11-22. 

More churches have floun- 
dered and even come apart at 
the aeams becauaeof someone's 
insistence that their way is “the 
only way.” Sometimes, like that, 
itis boldly said, and othertimes 
more subtly. Nevertheless, 
many of us assume thatthere is 
but one way to worship. to bap- 
tize, to teach, to believe, or to 
witness, and it is our way! 

Several times a year ] am 
engaged by local churches to 
conduct a weekend program. | 
am often surprised to find that 
one or more members of these 
churches begin their participa- 
tion in these programs with an 
attitude of deep suspicion. My 
wife and | have just returned 
from such a weekend in a 
United Methodist church sev- 
eral hundred miles from Dal- 
las, our home. At the end of the 
last program, one man told me 
that, his first impression was 
what | might have been “of the 
Devil,” but that he was glad to 
find that, despite some things | 
had said that were troubling to 
him, | wasn't. 

FINALLY “OK.” 

This man and | are both 
followers of Jesus Christ, but, 
because | didn't enunciate my 
faith in the same terminology 
that he does and believes to be 
essential, he began with con- 
siderable doubts about the va 
lidity of my Christianity. | am 
glad that eventually he came to 
the conclusion that lam“O.K ”, 
but troubled to think that we 
could have been alienated from 
each other because my way was 
not his way. Although we come 
from two different worlds, the 
fact that we are both disciples 
of Jesus Christ should have 
been a bridge to bring us to- 
gether, rather than to separate 











Maybe I've used analogy hera 
before, but it doesn't matter. A 
little boy charged his frienda an 
admission fee, admitting them 
to his backyard ao they could 
see the eclipse. Christiane are 
sometimes like that, assuming 
that the eclipse can only be seen 
from their ownbackyard, when, 
in reality, it belongs in no one’s 
backyard. So, the experience of 
God 14 dependent upon no “one 
way, noaingle doctrinal inter- 
pretation, no one candid state- 
ment, because God is bigger 
than any of our backyards 

In Act 11 we can see the 
painful manner in which some 
of the earliest Christiana 
learned this lesson. Whatever 
they thought about Gentile con- 
verts to Christ, they did not 
believe that it was possible for 
them to have any kind of rela- 
tionship with them. Circum- 
cised Jewish Christiana cer- 
tainly could have nothing to do 
with uncircumcised Gentile 
Christians. There was but one 
way and that was not the way! 
Even the most discerning of the 
apostles knew that. 

WITHSTANDING GOD 

But, apparently, God's way 
was different from theirs. So, 
Peter returns to the Jerusalem 
church and tells of an abso- 
lutely amazing thing that hap- 
pened to him at Joppa: God told 
him to minister to some Gen- 
tiles and then, when they ac- 
cepted Christ, the Holy Spirit 
fell onthem, justas ithad tothe 
Jewish Christians in Jerusa- 
lem. Reluctantly, Peterlet God's 
revelation overcome his preju- 
dice: “If, then, God gave the 
same gift to them as he gave to 
us when we believed in the | ord 
Jesus Christ, who was I that 1 
could withstand God?” (11:17). 

Good for Peter! He asked the 
skeptics in the Jerusalem 
church the same question we 
mustalways ask oursel ves: who 
are we that we should with- 
stand God? And we need totake 
personally the admonition 
which God gave Peter in hia 
dream: “What God has cleansed 
you must not call common” 
(11:9). Other Christians may 
worship differently, verbalize 
their faith differently, and have 
experiences that are beyond our 
own, but we must not reject 
them. It matters little if they do 
not do itour way, so long as it is 
one of God's ways

fie Ivey is most comfort- 
able on stage specifical- 
ly the Broadway stage So

“Technically there's a few 
things that you have to re- 
think,” she says “The most ob- 
vious 1s that in television you 
need to be in the shot with 
somebody else. On stage, 
you'll pose yourself in a cer- 
lain way and give a little dis- 
tance because you're filling 
the stage. So when you have a 
two-shot on ‘Designing Wom- 
en,’ I'll be leaning back and 
giving some space And what I 
really need to do ts lean in.” 

But stage actors tend to 
have a much easier time ad- 
Justing to film than film actors 
do to the stage 

“It’s because there are so 
many people doing other jobs 
in film.” she explains “There's 
someone pulling the focus, 
framing the picture. deciding 
who's in the shot. On stage. you 
wear all those caps You have 
to be the focus puller, and you 
have to be the one to be still 
when it shouldn't be on you 


I've found sometimes that ac- 
tors who predominantly work 
on film get on stage and they 
keep busy because they realize 
the eye is on them But they 
don't know when to be still be- 
cause it's your turn” 

To outsiders. Ivey seems to 
have stepped into the “Design- 
ing Women” hot spot She has 
replaced Julia Duffy, who in 
turn had replaced Delta 
Burke Both Duffy and Burke 
left feeling that their experi- 
ences on the series had been 
less than ideal 

“It's funny,” says Ivey “It 
never occurred to me until 
people brought it up Then all 
of a sudden I think. ‘Gee. 
should I be more worried” Am 
I being rather Pollyanna-ish 
about this?’ It never occurred 
to me that I would be in a hot 
spot And because I am a fan of 
the show, I thought. My gosh, 
could it be any better than to 
be asked to join this cast?’ ” 

Although theater ts still her 
favorite medium. TV runs a 
strong second In fact. Ivey is 
one of the rare actors who pre- 
fers TV movies to feature 
films “It's faster. and I'm ac- 
tually working.” she says 

“It makes you wonder why 
feature films take so long.” she 
adds “I certainly understand 
that if you're going to go for 
beautiful subtle lighting it 
might take longer to do it, 
rather than just put a bunch of 
lights up so you can see every- 
body's face. But I've always 
been impressed with the quali- 
ty of TV movies I've partici- 
pated in and what they've 
achieved in a very tight sched- 
ule So when I've been in fea- 
ture films, I wonder, ‘Why are 
we sitting here so long? Did 
everybody go to lunch and they 
forgot to tell me?’ ”

Curran Issues 
Warning About 
Telemarketers 


“Make sure you never dis- 
close yourchecking account 
number or other personal, 
identification numbers in re- 
sponse to a telephone solici- 
tation from someone you don't 
know,” warns Maryland At- 
torney General J. Joseph 
Curran Jr. “Deceitful 
telemarketerscan use these 
numbers to withdraw money 
from your account without 
your knowledge or authori- 
zation.” 

The Attorney General re- 
ports on this new tele-mar- 
keting scheme in the latest 
issue of “Tips for Tough 
Times,” the one-page con- 
sumer alert leaflet prepared 
by the Consumer Protection 
Division in Curran’s office. 

According tothe publica- 
tion, fraudulent telemarket- 
ers have been known to use 
the consumer's bank account 
number and RTN (routing 
and transit number), which 
appear on checks, to issue a 
demand draft tohave money 
automatically withdrawn 
from a consumer's account 
and deposited intotheirown 
account; or telemarketerscan 
have the money electronically 
withdrawn and deposited into 

their own account. 

In a typical scenario, 
telemarketers obtain the 
checking account numbers 
when they call consumers to 
ostensibly offer low interest 
orsecured credit cards, guar- 
anteed loans, sweepstakesor 
magazine subscriptions. 

“But even if you don't ac- 
cept the offer, if you give the 
telemarketer your account 
numbers you may still loee 
money,” Curran said. 

Many people are not 
aware that an unauthorized 
withdrawal has been made 
until they examine their 
monthly statement and no- 
tice that it lists a debit they 
didn’t authorize or adebitin 
an amount more than they 
authorized, the publication 
notes. 

“Tips for Tough Times” 
identifies ways consumers 
can avoid being victimized by 
this scam, including never 
giving their checking ac- 
count numbers and review- 
ing their bank statements 
each month toverify all with- 
drawals. It advisesconsum- 
ers to sign the proper autho- 
rization forms with their bank 
if they want to have their 
bank account automatically 
debited by a reputable com- 
pany, such as a utility or 
insurancecompany, tomake 
regular payments. 

The publication advises 
consumers to notify their 
bank immediately if they dis- 
cover that their bank account 
was debited without their 
authorization. It also cites 
examplesof reasonsunscru- 
pulous telemarketers have 
given for claiming the need 
for account numbers, includ- 
ing such excuses astocheck 
yourcredit, and “for identifi- 
cation purposes.” 

Curran’s office distributes 
“Tips for Tough Times” 
throughout the state via a 
communications network 
made up of more than 200 
local employers, agencies, 
labor unions, churches, com- 
munity associations and ser- 
vice groups

Joan Willey, staff member of 
the Appalachian Regional 
Conservation Committee of 
the Sierra Club, which will

Ms. Willey expects toad- 
dress: 

Forestry legislation which 
could impose a “severance 
tax” on timbercuton private 
land, and a bill which could 
require local governmentsto 
allow timber cutting in resi- 
dential areas; 

Legislation which could 
potentially reatrict public 
participation in the permit- 
ting processes for some types 
of facilities, such aslandfills 
and garbage incinerators; 

A “takings” bill which 
was narrowly defeated in 
1992 will be reintroduced in 
1993, requiring the state to 
reimburse property owners 
for any loss in potential land 
value due to environment 
regulations, such as for wet- 
landsor shore protection; 

“Clean car” legislation 
which would mandate that 
cars sold in Maryland con- 
form to California tailpipe 
emissions standards; 

A bill which would puta 
“gas guzzler” tax onlow fuel 
economy cars sold in Mary- 
land and which would autho- 
rize a“sipper’ rebate on pur- 
chases of fuel efficient cars; 

Potential bills on solid 
waste management and plan- 
ning 

In addition, Ms. Willey 
will briefly address a few 
major bills to be considered 
during the current Congres- 
sional session, such as 
reauthon zation of the Endan- 
gered Species Act and the 
Resource Conservation and 
Recovery Act.

State, County 
Jobless Rates 
Rise In Nov. 


Maryland’s unemploy- 
mentrate increased slightly 
to 6.5 percent in November 
from October's 1992 record 
low of 6.4 percent. Although 
the November rate reflected 
a small increase in unem- 
ployment, the employment 
picture for the state remained 
relatively unchanged. 

In Garrett County, where 
large increases are thenorm 
during November, the unem- 
ployment rate jumped from 
9.0 percent to 10.2 percent, 
with temporary layoffs in 
manufacturing contnbuting 
to the rise. The November 
1991 rate was 10.3 percent. 

“Employment in Mary- 
land remainsessentially un- 
changed, mirroring seasonal 
and national trends,” said 
Mark L.. Wasserman, secre- 
tary of economics and em- 
ployment development 
(DEED). “The tncreaaed hir- 
ing in retail for the holiday 
season, which began in No- 
vember, wasa good sign that 
we are beginning to experi- 
ence an economic turn- 
around.” 

During November, em- 
ployment declined by 3,725 
persons to 2,431,712. Even 
with thisdecline, employment 
continued toexceed year-ago 
levels forthe eighth consecu- 
tive month. The withdrawal 
of workers from the labor 
market somewhat offset the 
decline, holding down 
November's jobless increase 
to 2,327 persons. 

The increase in Maryland 
jobless rate mirrored the na- 
tional rate, which rose from 
6.8 percent to 7.0 percent in 
November. 

Aseparate survey of busi- 
nesses showed that Mary- 
land's employment picture 
reflected normal seasonal 
trends. The trade sector, 
buoyed by gains particularly 
in general merchandise and 
apparel stores, made its best 
pre-holiday showing since 
1989. Hiring in this sector, 
coupled with gainsin truck- 
ing, health services, govern- 
ment and educational ser- 
vices, helped to offset sea- 
sonal declines in construc- 
tion, amusements, hotels, 
agnculture and business ser- 
vices. 

Signs of a slow but con- 
tinuing economic recovery 
also were visible inothereco- 
nomic indicators. 

Payroll employment and 
manufacturing wages in- 
creased in November. Al-

KEEP IT SIMPLE" 
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Contagious Mastitis Confirmed 
On Maryvland Dairy Farm 


Dr. Charles Stewart, a 
mastitis veterinarian with 
the Maryland Department 
of Agriculture, has reported 
Maryland's first case of in 
curable, contagious myco- 
plasma] mastitis Stewart 
urges Maryland dairymen 
to tighten their sanitary 
practices to avoid other out- 
breaks. 

The disease was ob- 
served by Stewart last April 
in about 10 percent of a 
Western Maryland dairy 
herd. Cultures taken frum 
25 cows with clinical 
mastitis were positive for 
Mycoplasma bovis, the or- 
ganism responsible fur the 
condition. 

The affected cows suf 
fered mastitis in three or 
four quarters which resisted 
treatment with mastitis 
tubes and extra-label anti- 


biotics Their symptoms 
were “typical.” according to 
Stewart 


The cows exhibited 
runny noses followed a few 
weeks later by thick, pus 
like secretions from infected 
quarters of the udder. 

Dr. Jim Fearer, state 
veterinarian located in 
Garrett County, contacted 
Dr. Stewart and was told 
that although he (Stewart) 
felt .t would be unfair and 
unprofessional to disclose 
the exact location of the af- 
fected herd, he did say that 
It 18 not located in either 
Garrett or Allegany County 
Fearer said that this (myco- 
plasmal mastitis) is just one 
more thing a dairyman must 
watch out for. “It’s another 
case of ‘buyer beware’ and 
can be added to the hist of 
diseases farmers must be 
aware of when buying cattle 
along with Johne’s Disease 
and Bovine Leukosis,” 
Fearer stated 


Stewart said that dairy 
cows become particularly 
susceptible to Af. butvis fol- 
lowing stress, especially af- 
ter transportation or intro- 
duction of newly purchased 
replacements 

“The organism can be 
@®pread several ways,” 
Stewart said. “It may be 
@read by aerosol droplets 
fromthe respiratory system 
when the cow sneezes or 
coughs. Other ways include 
milkers or milker’s hands

“With this mastitis, they 

are not systemically sick, 
they keep eating . they feel 
okay but do develop pus 
like secretions, usually with 
more than one quarter in- 
volved That's different 
than regular mastitis,” 
Stewart said. 

“Sometimes, several 
weeks before the outbreak, 
the farmer might observe a 
respiratory problem run- 
ning through the herd, par- 
ticularly runny noses. 

“Put two and two to- 
gether,” he advised. “If you 
see runny noses, more than 
one cow affected with more 
than one quarter affected, 
or have had new cows intro- 
duced recently, and have 
had no response to treat- 
ment, call your veterinar- 
lan 

“I also think there may 
be asymptomatic carriers 
(cows that don't exhibit 
symptoms ofthe disease but 
do carry it),” Stewart said. 

“The most important 
consideration in preventing 
the mastitis is keeping a 
closed herd,” Stewart added 
“I'm pretty sure the herd 
that got it was because of 
Moving animals in and vut. 
(Mycoplasma! mastitis) has 
ben observed in Pennsylva- 
nia, and with the way cows 
move around these days, 
there's a good chance that’s 
how it was transmitted.” 

Isolating new cows won't 
guarantee safety because 
the incubation period forthe 
organism has not been es- 
tablished, he added “It’s 
always a good idea (to 1so- 
late) for any disease, but 
I'm not sure how long they 
would have to keep the am- 
mal in isolation.” 

Dairy farmers who sus- 
pect acow has mycoplasmal 
mastitis should have the 
cow tested. If the sample is 
positive, the entire herd 
should be cultured Cows 
who test positive must be 
culled 

Although samples are 
currently sent to laborato- 
nies in lowa and Pennsylva- 
nia, the Animal Health Lab 
at College Park is working 
on the ability to culture 
Mycoplasma, as a special 
growth media is needed to 
culture the tiny colonies of 
the organism, according to

Farmers Reminded 
To Report 


Operation Changes 

Michael R. Kozier, di- 
rectorofthe Garrett County 
Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service 
(ASCS), urges producers to 
report any changes in their 
farm operations which could 
affect farm program ben 
efits during 1993. 

“Farm records must be 
up-to-date in order for us to 
help producers get full pro- 
gram benefits,” said Kozier 
“If a farm will have a new 
owner effective for 1993, or 
if a change is made in the 
operation of an existing 
firm unit, producers should 
contact our office.” 

The ASCS official said 
requests to combine farms 
or divide a farm should be 
made as early as possible 
because reconstitutions re- 
quire special processing as 
well as county committee 
approval. 

Any changes in land 
owned or operated should 
be reported to the Garrett 
County ASCS as soon as 
possible.

Refunds Of 1992 
Dairy Deductions 
Begin This Month 


Refunds of amounts de- 
ducted from 1992 commer- 
cial milk marketings under 
the Dairy Refund Program 
(DRPP) wall begin in Janu- 
ary 1993, according to Ken- 
neth R. Bachtel, chairper- 
son of the Garrett County 
ASC Committee. The pro 
gram is authorized by the 
Omnibus Budget Reconcili- 
ation Act of 1990 

The Act calls for an 11.25 
cents per hundredweight 
reduction in the price re- 
ceived by producers for all 
milk produced and mar 
keted forcommercial use in 
calendar year 1992. “This 
amount was increased on 
May 1, 1992, by 24 cents 
per hundredweight, for a 
total of 13.65 cents per hun- 
dredweight, to compensate 
for refunds paid under the 
1991 program,” Bachtel 
said. 

USDA’s Agricultural 
Marketing Service collects 
the milk assessments and 
ASCS will issue any refunds 
required

Garrett Soil Conservation District Celebrates 50th 
Anniversary This Year And Looks Back At The Past 


The “Dust Bowl” days of 
the 1930s saw wind erosion 
that was so bad that dust 
from the West was blown 
across half the United 
States: over Maryland, 
Washington, D.C., and on 
out to sea. Prior tothe Dust 
Bowl, there was only mini- 
mal] national attention given 
tosediment and erosion con- 
trol. 

In 1933, Dr. Hugh 
Ilammond Bennett became 
the Director of the Soil Ero- 
sion Service, a new agency 
in the Department of Inte- 
rior. In 18 months of opera- 
tion, 41 soil and water dem 
onstration projects and 50 
Civilian Conservation Corps 
Camps were assigned toero- 
sion control work under his 
direction. 

His position provided 
Bennett, a long-time advo- 
cate of conservation, a fo- 
rum to testify before con- 
gressional committees, and 
he effectively did this 
through his use of plain talk 
and theatrical drama. One 
example was his testimony 
before a Senate committee 
on a House bill which pro- 
posed to set up the Soil Con- 
servation Service as a per- 
manent agency. 

This was in March of 
1935, and the second great 
dust storm had begun. From 
newspaper, radio, and tele- 
phone accounts, Bennett 
was able to predict when 
the clouds of dust would 
arrive in Washington, D.C. 
He dragged out his testi- 
mony till the clouds arrived, 
darkening the sky and fill- 
ing the air with grit -- a bit 
of Texas for every congress- 
man to grind between his 
teeth and a bit of Oklahoma 
to redden their eyes. This 
soil, swirling in from a2,000 
mile journey, told the com- 
mittee that this man 
Bennett was right and that 
something must be done 
immediately! 

On April 27, 1935, Con- 
gress passed and President 
Roosevelt signed Public Law 
46, the first soi] conserva- 
tion law in the history of the 
world, This was the begin- 
ning of the Soil Conserva- 
tion Service and the first 
time that soi] conservation 
was national policy. 

On February 27, 1937, 
President Roosevelt sent a 
letter to the governors of all 
the states. He urged them 
to adopt the Standard Soil 
Conservation District Act, 
which was attached to the 
letters, and encouraged its 
passage in their respective 
legislatures. 

“My Dear Governor,” he 
wrote, “The dust storms of 
the past few years have 
underscored the importance 
of programs to control soil 
erosion. I need not empha- 
size to you the seriousness 
of the problem and the de- 
sirability of our taking ef- 
fective action as a nation 
and in the several states, to 
conserve the soil as our ba- 
sic asset, The nation that 
destroys its soil destroys it- 
self...” 

The new law provided 
for the formation of “soil 
conservation districts.” 
With amazing foresight, the 
founding fathers of that 
time recognized the funda- 
mental principal that for a 
conservation program to be 
successful, it must be run 
by local people who own the 
land. Today, there are over 
3,000 districts across the 
nation working with land- 
owners to encourage them 
to adopt and follow conser- 
vation practices. 

Maryland passed its 
“Soil Conservation Law” in 
1937, which contained or-

of districts in Maryland. A 
county referendum, which 
was held on July 26, 19-13, 
indicated that the residents 
of the county favored the 
creation of a district. As a 
result of the referendum, a 
Certificate of Organization 
was issued to the Garrett 
Soil Conservation District 
by the Maryland Secretary 
of State on September 21, 
1943. Districts are legal 
political subdivisions of the 
state. Like most svuil conser- 
vation districts in the state, 
Garretthas the same bound- 
aries as the county. 

The local governing body 
of soil conservation districts 


is called “District Board of 
Supervisors.” The first 
Garrett District Board of 
Supervisors included Fos- 
ter Yost, Harry Porter, John 
Beachy, Emerson Bishoff 
and Paul Friend. The 
Garrett District was served 
from Allegany County by 
Bill Nace until the spring of 
1944 when an office was 
opened in Oakland on the 
second floor of the 
McLaughlin Building. John 
Carter was the Extension 
agent at that time and as- 
sisted Bill Nace in the for- 
mation of the district. 
Sometimes people be- 
come confused between the 
Garrett Soil Conservation 
District, which as pointed 
out is a “local unit of gov- 
ernment” and the Soil Con- 
servation Service. The Soil 
Conservation Service is one 
of the branches or agencies 
of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, which 
ofcourse isa federal agency. 
The Soil Conservation 
Service was created by Pub- 
lic Law 74-46 which was 
signed by President 
Roosevelt on April 27, 1935. 
SCS was the federal 
government's way of pro- 
viding help to the local soil 
conservation districts. With 
the federal government pro- 
viding research, technical, 
educational, and financial 
assistance through the Soil 
Conservation Service, con- 
servation districts flour- 
ished and made great 
progress in getting land 
owners and users to adopt

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sary forcontrolling and pre- 
venting erosion. 

That important partner- 
ship between USDA and 
local soil conservation dis- 
tricts exists to this day. 

The Garrett District 
works with a host of other 
agencies and departments 
in carrying many of the con- 
servation programs. We 
have always maintained a 
close relationship with other 
agricultural agencies such 
as the Agricultural Stabili- 
zation and Conservation 
Service and the Garrett 
County Extension Service. 
It is important to note that 
the Garrett District will as- 
gist any Jundowner or user 
m the county who has a 
resource problem. The dis- 
trict does not solely serve 
agriculture. 

The Garrett Soil Conser- 


vation District will be cel- 
ebrating its 50th anniver- 
sary during 1993. The an- 
nual cooperators’ dinner 
will not be held this year in 
lieu of a special banquet 
commemorating the Dis- 
trict’s beginning in 1943. A

Research shows that 
farmers and ranchers are 
increasingly concerned 
about how everyday con- 
sumers perceive them. In 
an age when farmers are 
only two percent of the popu- 
lation and food safety scares 
can pop up overnight, it's a 
valid concern. 

A recent Deere & Com-

When they think of a 
farmermost urban consum- 
ers likely picture a man. To 
helpcreate a more balanced 
perspective, one of the ar- 
ticles tells consumers that 
women operate more than 
130,000 U.S. farms. It also 
says most U.S farms are 
family farms. And on most 
family farms women play 
important management 
roles. Often, they are incom- 
plete charge of one or more 


business. 

One article describes 
how U.S. farmers aren't al- 
ways the world yield-per- 
acre champs, but they're 
usually the best at lowest 
labor-and-supplies cost per 
bushel, pound or bale. 
That's a major reason why 
U.S. consumers enjoy the 
lowest food-cost-to-income 
ratio of any nation. 

An article about farm- 
land ownership attacks the 
urban myth that U.S. farm- 
ing has gone through acor- 
porate takeover. This article 
drives home two points: that 
non-family corporations 
own only three tenths of 
one percent of farms, and 
that U.S. agriculture is effi- 
cient because of hands-on 
management by family 
farmers. 

Most consumers may be 
aware that food starts on 
farms, not in a supermar- 
ket. But how many know 
that important non-food 
products also come from 
farms and ranches? One of 
the six articles addresses 
this topic, listing lifesaving 
insulin, biodegradable plas- 
tics and import-reducing 
motor fuel as some of the 
non-food farm products ben- 
efiting consumers and the 
U.S. economy. 

Few of today's urban con- 
sumers know anyone who 
farms. Nor do they realize 
that each farmer produces 
enough food and fiber to 
meet the needs of 94 U.S. 
consumers and 34 foreign 
consumers--128 people fed

USDA Plans To 
Close 1,200 
Field Offices 


Agriculture Secretary 
Edward Madigan laat week 
announced plana to cloae 
more than 1,200 USDA field 
offices throughout the na- 
tion as part of an effort to 
streamline department op- 
erations. 

The reductions will be 
made from a list of 7,405 
offices of the Soil Conserva- 
tion Service, the Farmers 
Home Administration, the 
Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service 
and the federal crop insur- 
ance program, agencies that 
provide services to farmers. 

The effort toward re- 
structuring USDA began 
last May with an evalua- 
tion of the county-based of- 
fices that provide services 
to farmers. The evaluation 
was carried out by a joint 
team of USDA and Office of 
Management and Budget 
personnel. 

The joint study was done 
on the basis of six criteria: 
program delivery costs, 
number of producers 
served, complexity of pro- 
grams administered, geo- 
graphic service area, 
whether local offices were 
scattered or located under 
one roof, and intensity of 
workload at local offices.

‘Thecurrent USDA field 
office structure is compa- 
rable to that which existed 
when 20 percent of the U.S 
population lived on farms 
and was without modern 
communication,” Madigan 
said. “Today less than one 
percent of the U.S. popula- 
tion lives on farms” and 
modern transportation and 
telecommunication services 
mean fewer offices are 
needed. 

Madigan said projec- 
tions are thatthe total num- 
ber of USDA locations would 
be reduced by roughly 28 
percent and the total num- 
ber of USDA offices in these 
initially studied categories 
by 17 percent. 

“This isnot about reduc- 
ing services to farmers,” 
Madigan said. “It is about 
being able to afford to im- 
prove our services to farm- 
ers in a manner that re- 
spects the role of the Ameri- 
can taxpayer.” 

A list of offices proposed 
for closing was given to 
members of Congress and 
farm groups, including 
Farm Bureau, for review.

Another Domino Falls At Aspin Hill 


I received a very telling piece of mail Monday. Putting 
People First regularly hears from “animal rights” activists- 
-usually nasty letters and threats. But this one was differ- 
ent. It was on a postcard printed by the “animal mghts” 
colossus People for the Ethical Treatment of Animals(PeTA). 
But it was sent anonymously by “Disgusted Insider.” 

“Disgusted” wrote, “Did you know that about three 
weeks ago, PeTA, had a rooster at the animal sanctuary 
killed? The fowl’s only crimes were a habit of pecking at 
people's shoes and of fighting with another, more popular, 
rooster. There was no visible attempt to find this spritely, 
healthy animal another home, and he was not given a 
separate enclosure because to do so would reduce his ‘quality 
of life’... PeTA seems to think it’s awful to kill animals unless 
they're doing it themselves.” 

If this is true, the rooster, who was named Domino, will 
not have been the first “rescued” animal to lose its life at 
PeTA’s Aspin Hill Memorial Park. The “animal sanctuary” 
that PeTA brags about in its propaganda has been the site 
of dozens of animal murders. 

On April 11, 1991, another disgusted insider blew the 
whistle on PeTA, telling the press that the group had been 
running a secret program of mass extermination that re- 
sulted in the death of over 30 animals during the previous 
year. PeTA put to death 14 roosters and 18 rabbits because 
there was not enough space to keep them. They couldn't 
afford a few hundred dollars to build an extra rabbit hutch 

At the time of the first Aspin Hill Massacre, PeTA 
Chairman Alex Pacheco seemed shocked that we would be 
shocked. He said that PeTA “just doesn’t have the money” to 
care for all the animals, and rationalized, “We feel a pain- 
free death is far better than a life of misery and pain.” The 
murders, by the way, were done in secret with no proof that 
a humane method was used to dispatch the animals. If that 
had been done in a medical laboratory, PeTA would have 
been first in line to raise a stink (and a lot of money, too). 

Pacheco may be right about his money. PeTA’s budget 
has declined to about $9 million a year from over $10 million 
a few years back. Care for “rescued” animals seems to have 
been their firet budget cut. 

A recent report by the National Charities Information 
Bureau (NCIB) found that PeTA does not meet the stan 
dards for an acceptable charity. Records obtained by the 
NCIB indicate that only two percent of PeTA’s budget are 
spenton maintaining Aspin Hill. In addition, only 20 percent 
of the budget is set aside for the much-ballyhooed “research 
and investigation” of animal cruelty.” 

Where's all the money going, you ask? Fundraising 

Forty-two percent of the money PeTA takes in goes right 
back out in efforts to get more. Mailings inferthat donations 
will be used to help animals, but close to half of it is 
squandered on expensive mailings and Javish dinners. Last 
year alone, 1 found their same “national ballot” with the 
same set of stickers featuring cute photos of monkeys and 
pets in my mailbox on three separate occasions. 

Inthe postcard, “Disgusted” added, “The killing of Domino 
seems especially hypocritical in view of the fact that there 
arv no plans to disperse the sanctuary animals tonew homes 
anyway in order to prevent the government from seizing the 
animals as assets, should PeTA lose ita grand jury case.” 


For some time now, it’s been rumored that the group's 
leadership might be indicted on racketeering charges stem- 
ming from three federal grand jury investigations of animal 
facility break-ins in Michigan, Oregon and Washington 
State Putting People First members who are on “animal 
nghts” mailing lists have heard similar rumbling of impend- 
ing doom--one even received a pressing phone call from 
PeTA soliciting donations for legal fees. 

By using slick PR and lying a lot, PeTA has gotten away 
with shadowy and illicit activity for too many years. But now 
the Dominos are starting to fall--unfortunately in that 
rooster's case, quite literally. For the sake of the other 
doomed animals awaiting their fate at Aspin Hill, | hope the 
grand juries bring in their indictmenta soon, 80 our criminal 
court system can commence dismantling the misnamed 
People for the “Ethical” Treatment of Animals

A seven-woman, five-man 
jury found a Garrett County 
Board of Education employee 
not guilty of charges of child 
abuse, three counts of fourth 
degree sex offense, and 
assault and battery. Benja- 
min C. Thorn, 47, Oakland, 
pleaded not guilty to all the 
charges. Presiding Judge 
Fred A. Thayer also acquit- 
ted the defendant of one 
charge of third degree sex 
offense. 

Thorn, a school counselor 
and 21-year employee of the 
school system, was accused 
of molesting a female over a 
span of six years when the 
girl was aged 12-18 years 
old, beginning in 1984. The 
female alleged that the 
defendant had fondled her 
and kissed her on several 
occasions. Thorn maintained 
his innocence throughout the 
trial, and the jury deliberat- 
ed for approximately two 
hours before rendering the 
final decision. 

Since the allegations 
arose against Thorn in 
September, he has been on 
paid leave from the Garrett 
County Board of Education 
school system. Superinten- 
dent of Schools Dr. Jerome 
Ryscavage announced this 
week that Thorn has been 
reinstated in an administra- 
tive position at the Board of 
Education central office. 


Local Hunters 
Kill 1,000 Deer 
By Muzzleloader 


Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) 
Secretary Torrey C. Brown, 
M.D., announced last week 
that the preliminary countof 
deer killed totalled 4,656 dur- 
ing the muzzleloader season, 
which concludedJanuary 2. 
This figure comparesto4,763 
deer taken in 1992. 

“Hunters haveenjoyedan 
outstanding season hunting 
in the state this year,” Dr. 
Brown said. “The muzzle 
loader season continues to be 
animportant part of the sport 
and our deer management 
program,” he noted. 

Garrett County reported 
the highest count of 1,000 
deer taken, compared to 752 
last year. Allegany County 
reported the second highest 
kill of 708. 

Updated numbers forthe 


firearms season total 36,067 
deer taken statewide. This 
figure is up from previously 
reported totals due tosignifi- 
cant changesin the final to- 
tals for Kent, Queen Anne’a 
and Cecil counties. Last 
year’s total was 31,426. 

The total kill in Garrett 
County was 2,901, fourth 
highest in the state 

The deer bow season con- 
tinues until January 30. 
Wildlife officials expect that 
final official counts from the 
three seasons will be avail- 
able in midtolate February.

Energy Assistance 
Applications Being 
Acceptedby CAC 


Garrett County Commu- 
nity Action Agency is still 
accepting applications for the 
Maryland Energy Assistance 
Program (MEAP). 

MEAP will provide assis- 
tance toeligible low-income, 
elderly, and disabled house- 
holds. Renters, roomers, and 
boarders are also eligible to 
apply for MEAP. To date, 
nearly 2,000 applications 
have been filed. 

Individual MEAPbenefits 
are based on the type of fuel 
used and houaeholds income. 
The gross income eligibility 
standards for one is $851 
maximum, two persons, 
$1,149 maximum; three per- 
sons, $1,446 maximum; and 
four persons, $1,744. 

The benefit is sent to the 
heating supplier after certifi- 
cation of the application. 
Renters, whose heat is in- 
cluded in their rent, will re- 
ceive a letter indicating a 
benefit was sent tothe land- 
lord. That amount isdeducted 
fromrent payments. 

MEAP is a one-time per 
year assistance benefit. Cli- 
ents are urged to continue 
making regular paymentsfor 
utilities and heating toavoid 
shut-offs. Inthe eventofemer- 
gency situations, it is pos- 
sible to have delivery of the 
fuel benefit provided within 
24 hours. Proper documenta- 
tion of income must be pro- 
vided in advance of emergency 
delivery, and these deliveries 
will be deducted from the 
regular benefit.

Education Board Hears Soccer. Pitch 
And PTA Requests; Selects Architect 


The Garrett County 
Board of Education held its 
monthly meeting last week, 
continued to Monday of this 
week, discussing several 
topics. The board members 
heard a presentation from 
the Mountaintop Soccer 
Association to introduce var- 
sity soccer teams to the 
county's high schools as well 
as comments and requests 
from members of the area's 
PTA’s( Parent-Teacher Asso- 
ciation). An architect for the 
Southern High School locker 
room renovation was chosen, 
and the maintenance super- 
visor answered questions 
concerning a recent problem 
with the water supply at 
Northern High School, 
which has been corrected. 

High School Soccer 

Dave Spirk, secretary of 
the Mountaintop Soccer 
Association (MSA), and 
Carole Ann Lovett, presi- 
dent, both attended the 
meeting and gave a presen- 
tation on the introduction of 
soccer to the high schools. 
MSA currently consists of 20 
teams of 264 young players 
between the ages of 5-16. 
Spirk explained that the 
oldest children will be enter- 
ing or are already into high 
school as of the fall of 1993. 
If high school teams are not 
established, the oldest of the 
players will have to quit. 

"We have 60 players at 
the 16-year level,” Spirk said. 
“With about 50 of them cur- 
rently in the eighth grade. 
The skills base is solid and 
there is a great deal of com- 
munity support. Can we 
compete if we form a high 
school team? Yes, absolutely 
we can.” 

Spirk described the grow- 
ing program by comparing 


its numbers in the first three 
years. In 1990, there were 
100 members, 8 teams, and 
no referees. In 1992, the 
members numbered 181, 
there were 16 teams, and 
still no referees. In 1992, 
there were 264 members, 20 
teams, and 12 certiffed refer- 
ees. 

“This is enormous growth 
and it is evolving nicely,” 
Spirk said. “In my 15 years 
of experience with this sport, 
this kind of growth outstrips 
any I have seen so far.” 

Spirk pointed out several 
elements of the sport as a 
high school activity. 

"It is currently the most 
widely-played sport in the 
world. Players don't have to 
be 6’5" or 250 pounds - they 
just have to be fit and agile.

Icy road conditions this 
morning were responsible for 
at least two major vehicle 
mishaps in the county in- 
cluding a fatal tractor-trailer

A 62-year-old tractor- 
trailer driver lost his life 
when his rig jack-knifed on a 
downgrade on Interstate 68, 
just west of Friendsville, 
traveled through a guardrail, 
and rolled down a 200-foot 
embankment. Tfc. S.H. An- 
derson investigated the 8:35 
a.m. mishap and said the 
driver was pronounced dead 
at the scene. His name and 
address are being withheld 
pending notification of rela- 
tives. 

Anderson indicated that 
freezing rain had caused the 
icy road conditions and not- 
ed it was a major factor in 
the cause of the accident. He 
also confirmed that there 
was a diesel fuel spill into a 
small stream at the scene 
and that local and state 
environmental specialists 
along with the Department 
of Natural Resources had 
been called to assess the 
situation. 

Also dispatched to the 
scene of the fatal wreck by 
Garrett County Emergency 
Management were the 
Northern Garrett County 
Rescue Squad, Friendsville 
volunteer firefighters, and 
the State Highway Adminis- 
tration. 

Barrack Commander Lt. 
Charles Hinnant warned this 
morning that the icy weath- 
er is now affecting Allegany 


County as well. He said the 
snow emergency plan war 
put into effect at 10:30 a.m. 
and that motorists are asked 
to use extreme caution in 
traveling. 
SCHOOL BUSES COL- 
LIDE 

Icy roads were also listed 
as the cause of two school 
buses colliding on the South- 
ern Crosscut Road this 
morning at 8:15 am., ac- 
cording to investigating 
officer Cpl. G.R Chaney. 

According to Emergency 
Management figures and 
state police figures, between 
37 and 42 studenta were 
taken to Garrett County 
Memorial Hospital for minor 
injuries and observation. 
They were reportedly all 
released after treatment. 

Cpl. Chaney said the 
accident occurred when one 
bus had just left Southern 
High School and was travel- 
ing down a rather steep 
grade on the Southern 
Crosscut Road. He said that 
the bus lost traction and 
skidded over the center of 
the roadway. At the same 
time, a second bus had just 
dropped off students at Den- 
nett Road Elementary 
School and was heading up 
the Southern Crosscut Road 
and observed the skidding 
bus. The unidentified bus 
driver took evasive action 
and attempted to move his 
bus to the right toward an 
open yard. However, the 
buses collided when one bus

As a result of their re- 
view, the members of the 
board have submitted a 
revised plan for redistricting 
that would result in only 
Ryan’s Glade, Bittinger, and 
Sang Run being affected by 
the boundary changes. 

The total population for 
Garrett County, according to 
the 1990 census, was 28,138.

“We are pleasedthat 1|BM 
is working with the state to 
improve the current system 
by updating our technology,” 
said Governor Schaefer. “This 
contract isa good exampleof 
the importance of business 
and government working to- 
gether to provide better ser- 
vice to Marylanders.” 

IBM willreverse engineer, 
and then re-engineer the 
unemployment insurance 
system’s 650 software pro- 
grams, considered obsolete by 
today’s software architec- 
tural standards. The project

The contract includes pro- 
visions for converting the 
present system into a new 
technology environment us- 
ing computer-aided systems 
engineering (CASE) method- 
ology.

The Board Of Education 

The Board of Education 1s a legally constituted body 
established by the Maryland General Assembly. In Garrett 
County, the Board of Education is composed of five duly- 
elected citizens. The five members consist of one member 
from each County Commissioner district and two members 
from the county at large. The board members serve four- 
year terms 

The Board of Education elects a president and vice- 
presidenteach year. The president, or the vice-presidentin 
the president's absence, presides over Board of Education 
meetings. The Superintendent of Schools, who is not an 
elected school] board member, is the chief executive officer of 
the board and isresponsible for carrying out the decisions 
made by the Board of Education. He, of course, is assisted by 
various staff members. 

The job of the Board of Education is multi-faceted. For 
instance, the Public School Law defines the board's duties 
as 

1. Tocarry out the Public School Law and by-laws of the 
State of Maryland, 

2. To maintain a reasonably uniform system of public 
schools designed to provide a quality andequal educational 
opportunity for all, 

3. To determine the education policies of the school 
system, 

4 To adopt by-laws, policies, and regulations for the 
conduct and management of the schools 

The board members’ duties, however, can also be de- 
scribed as administrative, legislative, and judicial. The 
board members act administratively in carrying out the 
public school laws and by-laws of the State of Maryland. 
They can also act legislatively when then enact theirown 
policies and procedures Finally, they fulfill a judicial 
function when they listen to appeals by students, parents, 
employees, or members of the general public 

One other important function the board members ren- 
der, of course, isto make themselves available tothe general 
citizenry in the county should membersof the community 
want to voice concerns about the public schools 

The Board of Education meets regularly atleastoncea 
month In addition, the board averages at least one addi- 
tional formal meeting each month. In addition to the formal 
meetings, board members also attend many school functions 
as well asother public functions. This yearthe school board 

will meet monthly every second Tuesday, beginning at 2 
p m., and the public, of course, is invited to attend.

Power struggle in the House 


The Maryland House of Dele- 
gates is one house that's not a 
home. 

It's true that as the General As- 
sembly gathers for its 1993 session. 
the kev question taunting Annapo- 
lis rubberneckers is whether the 
dysfunctional House of Delegates 
can relax, get its act together and 
Start behaving like consenting 
adults. 

The House has been wracked by 
two years of internecine backstab- 
bing over state tax policies. It's 
been mpped apart by bitter regional 
rivalries. And it's divided by the 
ham-handed dictates of its autocrat- 
ic speaker. High on loyalty but low 
on decorum. the House resembles 
not so much a parliamentary body 
of a chosen few as it does the war- 
ring ethnic tactions of an East-bloc 
nation. 

Early last year, Speaker R. Clay- 
ton Mitchell, Jr., D-Kent., rammed 
through a pricy tax package over 
the objections of House Republi- 
cans and many members of his 
own leadership team of Democrats. 
As a result. Mr. Mitchell got his 
shorts in a knot and threatened to 
decommission many of his rebel- 
lhous hand-picked lieutenants 

Thea. in a kind of role reversal. 
Mr. Michell last month had to beat 
back u threat to his speakership by 
dink oO. a public challenge from his 
very own speaker pro tem. Del. 
Nancy Kupp, D-Mont. 

The uprising was the result of the 
stale s decision to discontinue so- 
cial security payments to local gov- 
ernments for teachers and librari- 
ans. With millions of dollars at 
stake, the special session provoked 
a divisive feud among legislators 
from the Baltimore area and the 
Marvland suburbs around Wash- 
ington. 


Between times. Mr. Mitchell 
forced his own Appropriations 
Committee chairman. Charles 


"Buzz" Ryan. to resign from the 
House. He lost the services of an- 
other committee chairman. Del. 
Anne Perkins of Baltimore. who re- 
signed to assume a teaching posi- 
tion in China. 

Mr. Mitchell scuttled Ms. Per- 
kins Constitutional and Adminis- 
trative Law committee and redis- 
tnbuted its members among other 
major House committees, further 
altering their makeup and cohesion. 

And now, with the sly connm- 
vance of Gov. William Donald 
Schaeter, Mr. Mitchell has eased 
Judiciary Committee Chairman. 
Del. John Arnick. out of the House 
and into a coveted seat on the Bal- 
timore County judiciary, further 
thinning the ranks of experienced 
leaders. 

Moreover, through other purges 
and cleansings, Mr. Mitchell has 
virtually restructured his entire 
House leadership team to give ut a 
decidedly rural coloration. 

There are those in the House who 
view Mr. Mitchell's bodacious dis- 
play of power as a method of en- 
forcing discipline and control. But 
others see the maneuvering as fur- 
ther deepening the dark mood of 
the House and intensifying the nas- 
tiness that has bubbled to the sur- 
face in the last two years. 

And as if that weren't enough. 
last years legislative redistricting 
has thrust many members of the 
House into newly redrawn districts 
where they're campaigning for the 
1994 elections while still represent- 
ing their old constituents. 

So with Democrats and Republi- 
cans divided with unaccustomed 
vehemence. with the Baltimore and 
Washington regions snarling at 


meet every Thursday at 


each other trying to decide whether 
to make love or war, with a speaker 
whose principal weapon 1s retalia- 
tion and with rural and urban legis- 
lators grappling, competing for 
scarce state dollars. comes now the 
House Democratic Research 
Group. 

The House Democratic Research 
Group 1s the illegitimate stepchild 
of a group of Washington area law- 
makers. It's supposed to be the 
Democrats) human-trumpet —re- 
sponse to the highly vocal and visi- 
ble tiny band of 25 House Republi- 
cans. 

But many House veterans view 
the organization as (at best) just an- 
other nval power bloc in the al- 
ready fractured House or (at worst) 
and ill-conceived attempt by liberal 
Democrats to take over the House. 
HDRG's chairman is Del. Gene 
Counthan, D-Mont. It has the im- 
primatur of Mr. Mitchell and its ex- 
ecutive director and staff wall oper- 
ate out of Democratic Party 
headquarters on Mam St., just a 
chip shot from the State House. 

The last such group in the House 
was formed in 1967 to demand re- 
form of the House rules and leader- 
ship. It was organized and led by 
such newly-elected. reform-minded 
delegates as Paul Sarbanes, Walter 
Orlinsky and Rosalie Abrams. 

But the group self-destructed be- 
fore the 1967 session was over 
when its members suddenly discov- 
ered that they lacked enough votes 
(72) to override the leadership on 
reform issues. 

For the past several years, the 
House has been the power center of 
Annapolis, not only because of its 
size but because Gov. William 
Donald Schaeter has relinquished 
more and more responsibility and 
authority to Speaker Matchell 
through surreptitious deals on such 
things as redistncting and tax poli- 
cy. 

It used to be said that the General 
Assembly was a rubber stamp for 
the governor. Today it's become a 
rubber stamp for the leadership. 

So the question is this: Can the 
House get itself together or will it 
take the sanitizing effect of an elec- 
tion and the threat of term limita- 
tions to send ‘em a message. And 
anyone wha doesnt think it’s possi- 
ble ought to take a look at what 
happened to the U.S. House of 
Representatives. There are 110) new 
faces.

Md. Legislature 
Reduces General 


Assembly Costs 


The Maryland State 
Legislature has trimmed the 
cost of running this year’s 
General Assembly by nearly 
$2 million - from a reported 
$37.8 million to $35.2 
million -- by reducing staff, 
not filling vacant positions, 
decreasing out-of-state 
travel, and spending less for 
supplies and equipment. 

The proposed budget for 
next year will be $35.8, 
amounting to an increase of 
$640,000 over this year’s 
budget. However, $133,500 
of next year’s budget will 
reportedly be used to provide 
merit salary increases for 
some House and Senate 
employees who have not had 
raises in three years. 

Next year’s budget will 
also include about $23 
million to be used for pay 
raises for approximately 40% 
of state employees, who have 
also not had raises in three 
years. 


Schaefer Plan 
Would Provide 
School Choice 


Maryland Governor Wil- 
liam Donald Schaefer ran 
into opposition last week 
when he unveiled a plan 
during his annual State of 
the State address that would 
provide 200 of the state’s 
low-income students with 
money to attend private 
schools. 

The total cost of the pro- 
gram would be $600,000, 
with an estimated $2,900 
going to each student. The 
average cost to educate a 
child for one year in the 
public school system is 
roughly half that amount. 

Families would be able to 
use the money (in the form 
of a voucher) for private or 
parochial school tuition. 

Opponents of the plan say 
that $600,000 should stay in 
the public school system to 
help improve it but some 
reportedly favor the plan 
because it provides parents 
with more control over their 
child’s educational future. 

Reports indicate that 
Maryland is the first state to 
attempt such a plan.

Governor Adds 
$2.75 Million In 
FinancialAid 


Governor William Donald 
Schaefer has proposed a 10 
percent increase in funding 
for state scholarships. 

The $2.75 million in- 
crease, part of the governor's 
proposed FY ‘94 budget, would 
increase the numher of Mary- 
landers’ receiving state finan- 
cial aid under the General 
State Scholarship program 
by an estimated 2,000 stu- 
dents 

The additional funds 
would also permit an increase 
in the amount awarded toall 
students, partially offsetting 
the effect of tuition increases. 

Total spending on finan- 
cial aid programs would ex- 
ceed $31.3 million in FY 94 if 
the appropnation isapproved 
by the legislature. Funding 
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for the General State Schol- 
arship would total almost 
$16.1 million. 

“If this financial aid bud- 
get is approved, it will mean 
that the governor and the 
General Assembly in Mary- 
land have increased the 
amount of money available 
for scholarships by over 240 
percent since Governor 
Schaefer took office,” said 
Shaila R. Aery, secretary of 
tHigher Education. 

Aery said that rising edu- 
cation costs have made it 
more difficult for studentsto 
attend college, and that 
Maryland’scontinuing sup- 
port of broad-based financial 
aid programs will provide 
opportunities for students 
that might otherwise not ex- 
ist.

Tax Increases 


Although reports indicat- 
ed that Maryland Governor 
Wilham Donald Schaefer 
would not - for the third 
year in a row -- submit his 
proposed budget on time, he 
did comply with Maryland's 
Constitution by submitting a 
$12.7 billion budget for Fis- 
cal Year 1994 this week. 

The budget calls for a 4.5 
% increase in spending, a 
pay raise for some state 
workers, and no new taxes, 
although the governor does 
call for an increase in vari- 
ous fees. 

According to reports, the 
budget is based on a project- 
ed growth in tax revenues of 
2.5%, $100 million from the 
new Keno lottery game, and 
the fee increases. Some legis- 
lators are skeptical, however, 
that revenues form the new 
lottery game will continue as 
projected. 

The only new spending 
that is being proposed in the 
1994 budget is for programs 
designed to prevent drug, 
alcohol, and substance abuse. 

The budget will keep in 
place a $36 million disparity 
grant aimed at helping the 
state’s poorer jurisdictions 
(including Garrett County). 
Baltimore City would report- 
edly receive about $30 mil- 
lion of that grant. 

Pay increases for about 
40% of the state’s workers 
would be granted from a $17 
million fund 

Schaefer also proposed a 
capital works budget, in a 
separate bill, that would 
total $529 million -- $20 
million below the recom- 
mended limit for building 
projects funded through the 
state. The proposal includes 
$60 million for new school 
construction and improve- 
ments, $44 million for new 
prison construction and 
improvements, $20 million to 
acquire state office buildings, 
and almost $9 million for 
park land acquisition. 


Open-Bed Truck 
Bill Submitted 


Delegate Kevin Kelly (D- 
Allegany: has introduced a 
bill in the Maryland General 
Assembly that would prohib- 
it children ages 16 and un- 
der from riding in the open 
beds of trucks on any public 
roadway in the state. 

The bill, which recently 
had its first hearing before 
the Flouse Judiciary Com- 
mittee, is being supported by 
the Maryland Chiefs of Po- 
lice, the National Transpor- 
tation Safety Board, the 
American Automobile Associ- 
ation, the American Acade- 
my of Pediatrics, Advocates 
for Highway and Auto Safe- 
ty, and the Maryland Safe 
Kids Coalition. 

There has been some 
Opposition voiced, however, 
with one legislator stating 
that the bill should include 
exemptions for farm use, as 
well as for parades, military 
use, and fire fighters’ use. 

Delegate Kelly, according 
to reports, responded that 
while he didn’t think the 
parade inclusion was a valid 
exemption, he would agree 
to amend the bill to exclude 
farm use 


Governor's Birth 
Control Proposal 
Stirs Controversy 


Controversy has devel- 
oped over Maryland Gover- 
nor William Donald Schae- 
fer's recent proposal that 
involves the state offering 
Norplant (a contraceptive 
that is implanted under the 
skin) to welfare mothers and 
vasectomies to inmates In an 
effort to prevent unwanted

It’s the most inexpensive 
sport to sponsor, and good 
for students to have on their 
college applications. Scholar- 
ships and the Olympic De- 
velopment Program are also 
to be considered.” 

He noted that Bausch & 
Lomb has already donated 
goals at Southern Middle 
School, and referees and 
coaches are now available 
Nine schools have been con- 
tacted in reference to possi- 
ble competition, and they 
will apparently be able to fit 
Northern and Southern into 
their schedules if they re- 
ceive a definite commitment 
in the next few months. 
Those schools contacted 
were Bishop Walsh, Al- 
legany, Fort Hill, Flintstone, 
Beall, Westmar, Mt. Savage, 
and the two Morgantown, 
W.Va., high schools.

Luther Parrack Jr., direc- 
tor of secondary education, 
continued the discussion by 
introducing recommenda- 
tions of the School Activities 
Review and Evaluation Com- 
mittee, which consists of one 
administrator, one student 
and two teachers from each 
high school, and two parents 
from each school. 

The committee recom- 
mended that soccer be of- 
fered as an interscholastic 
sport in each high school 
pending sufficient enroll- 
ment, and that beginning in 
the fall of 1993, a head soc- 
cer coach be authorized at 
each high school and paid on 
the same scale as the head 
volleyball coach 

The committee discussed 
school activities in general, 
and formulated a plan to 
assign assistant coaches in 
accordance with student 
participation. For example, 
when the volleyball team 
consists of eight members, 
one coach is needed. If the 
team grows to 16 members, 
an assistant should be 
named. The same formula 
(with varying team-member 
numbers! would be used in 
all activities, including sports 
as well as hand, mock trial 
teams, theatre, and VICA 

This procedure would 
limit the number of staff and 
justify the number of extra- 
duty assignments allocated 
to each activity Another 
recommendation includes 
the elimination of an activity 
after two years of insuffi- 
cient participation If inter- 
est in the canceled activity is 
regenerated later, it may be 


re-introduced to the system 

The board will be consid- 
ering high school soccer 
teams at the next regular 
meeting

Guests at the meeting 
included several PTA repre- 
sentatives who were invited 
to make requests and com- 
ment on the progress of this 
school year. 

Jeannie Matras, Oakland, 
spoke for Dennett Road 
Elementary School and 
asked for new world maps to 
help the students 
understand how countries 
have changed in the past 
year. She also asked the 
board to consider purchasing 
new chairs and desks at the 
school, as the current ones 
are in poor condition. 

Cindy Kolbe, president of 
the PTA County Council, 
asked the board members if 
they were considering hiring 
a new elementary school 
guidance counselor for the 
northern end of the county. 
Dr. Jerome Ryscavage ad- 
vised Mrs. Kolbe that the 
board is already advertising 
for a new counselor.

Twentieth Century Fox, directed 
by Danny DeVito, starring Jack 
Nicholson, Danny DeVito, Armand 
Assante, J.T. Walsh and Natalija 
Nogulich. 

The latest vogue in biographical 
film epics seems to be reverential 
revisionist history, and full speed 
ahead. Now, to this season's 1492: 
Conquest of Paradise and Malcolm 
X, add the tedious. but well acted, 
Hoffa. 

Danny DeVitos unabashed trib- 
ute to the Teamster labor leader 
manages to track Hoffa's career in 
flashback from 1930's local union 
organizer to his 1975 disappear- 
ance, with nary a mention of moti- 
vation or even rough time frame. 

Unaccountably, DeVito under- 
mines his credibility as a truth seek- 
er by falsifying the historical record 
regarding major strikes and the 
causes of Hoffa's jail sentence, for 
no discernible dramatic gain. Such 
techniques negate the director's 
Stated mission of making an heroic 
epic to reveal the truth about the 
man who organized U. S. labor. 

DeVito rejects the idea that Hof- 
fa's dedication to his men made him 
beholden to the Mafia for favors. 
His alliance with organized crime 
to manhandle union pension funds 
is shown as a necessary Faustian 
bargain for an ultimately noble 
cause. 

It is the intricacy of Jack Nichol- 
son's pertormance that breathes life 
into the union czar. His Hotfa may 
be enhanced by ternfic. jowly 
make-up. but it is the barely con- 
tained rage underlying every move- 
ment that creates his raw power. 
And Hoffa's reveling in power, liv- 
ing for it and eventually dying to 
get it restored is the strongest im- 
pression left from this misguided 
piece. 

Screenwriter David Mamet's tale 
is laid out in vignettes. DeVito 
plays Bobby Chiaro, a fictional 





career. Armand Assante is at his 
sinuous best as an elegant Mafioso 
cronv of the labor leader. Kevin 
Anderson is a gross caricature of 
Bobby Kennedy, Hotfa's primary 
nemesis. 

Even when this tale of manipula- 
tion and idealism comes perilously 
close to profane (and excessively 
protanity laden) misrepresentation, 
it is always absorbing to view a 
morality play. even when the moral 
choices are unencumbered by a 
sense of good and evil. 

Rated R for protanity and vio- 
lence. 

1-10 Rating: 5 1/2. Labor leader 
Jimmy Hoffa uses whatever means 
necessary to gam and then preserve 
his position as head of the Team- 
sters’' Union.

An Invasion Of Wily Covotes!

A newcomer ia moving 
into Maryland Some call it 
an invasion’ But whatever 
the movement 1a called, the 
Newcomer 1 the eastern 
coyote with approximately 
140 confirmed sightings 
documented in the state 
ence 1985 with 35 of thoue 
in Allegany and Garrett 
counties 

Tall, slender and long 
legged, the coyote ranges in 
color from light cream to 
nearly black and weighs 
between 35 to 40 pounds 
Though color and size may 
vary, there is a “typical” 
eastern coyote which has @ 
pelt color of overall] brown, 
mixed with highlights of 
rust and black Theears are 
large and pointed while the 
snout 1s long and narrow 
Usually there is a notice: 
able white lining surround 
ing the mouth Often the 
front legs have a black stripe 
along the leading edge. 
sumetimes with a dark 
smudge or spot just above 
the foot The tail is very 
bushy, much lke a fox's 

The tracks left by a coy- 
ote are noticeably different 
frum those made by dogs 
Must dog tracks are about 
as wide as they are long, 
being roughly circular in 
shape. Coyote tracks, on the 
other hand, are longer than 
they are broad, making 
them oval in shape. Addi- 
tionally, any toenail marks 
visible in a doy track tend to 
Point outward, away from 
the center of the track The 
toenails in a coyote track 
tend tw point inward 

“The coyote is a fasci- 
nating animal. From a bio- 
logical standpuint, it’s hard 
not to admire them, prima 
nly because they are so 
adaptable.” said Peter 
Jayne, furbearer and up 
land game program super 
visor with the Wildlife Divi- 
sion of the Maryland De- 
partment of Natural Re- 
svurces in Wye Mills 

But Jayne and other 
wildhfe managers, as well 
as farmers and hunters, 
would prefer they did not 
move into Maryland 

“The realty is. they are 
coming, and there's noth- 
ing we can do to stop them,” 
Jayne said 

The invasion isnot anew 
phenomenon A number of 
coyotes have been killed in 
the state, especially since 
the late 1980s Public 
sightings of coyotes have 
increased dramatically in 
the last 10 years 

“There have been aclus- 
ter of sightings around Deep 
Creek Lake,” J 


ported “Asthey travel down 
through Garrett County 
they pass Deep Creek Lake 
Most are moving svuth from 
Pennsylvania, but some are 
moving north from Virginia 

- the Shenandoah and 
Potomac cluster. They are 
often dispersed along geo- 
graphic features such as a 
ridge or river.” 

Garrett and Allegany 
county coyote sightings 
have greatly increased in 
the last three years. Leslie 
Johnston, District Wildlife 
managerinGarrettCounty, 
reports sightings near 
Swanton, on Wisp Moun- 
tain and other areas near 
Deep Creek Lake, near 
Finzel, near Friendsville, 
near Kitzmiller, near Swal- 
low Falls, in the Cove, and 
in February of 1992 one was 
spotted on the Winters 
Farm near downtown Onk- 
land. 

Considered one of the 
biggest threats to livestock, 
coyotes are not ind:genous 
to the Mid-Atlantic. “They 
were not here in 1492,” 
Jayne said, “not in the East 
at all” 

Coyotes started moving 
east at the turn of the cen- 
tury, he said, and their 
range now includes all of 
the eastern states and ev- 
ery Canadian province. The 
coyote 1s well established in 
Pennsylvania and, to a 
lesser extent, parts of Vir- 
gimia and West Virgima 
Nationally, the USDA’s 
Animal Damage Control 
program killed nearly 
96,000 coyotes last year 
(1991). 

‘We know wolves and 
coyotes don’t co-exist,” 
Jayne said. “The wolves 
were here in early colonial 
time; we assume they kept 
the coyotes out 

‘As the wolves were 
wiped out, however, that 
opened the door for coyotes, 
18 our best guess.” 

Maryland has excellent 
coyote habitat. Dens--typi- 
cally used only for pup rear- 
Ing:-are usually located on 
brush-covered slopes, steep 
banka rock ledges or hol- 
low logs 

Opportunistic feeders, 
coyoteseat almost anything. 
Studies show that deer, rab- 
bits, small rodents, carrion, 
insects and plant foods such 
as bermes and fruits are 
important food items. Jayne 
stated that a coyote 1s able 
to kill an adult deer, and 
that they “prey on sheep 
They definitely take calves, 
and may hit the calf during 
birth and damage the cow 
as well. They will also take 
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question we'll have lusses,” 
he said. 

Jayne says that although 
they do not outwardly pro- 
mote it, the state has a pro- 
vision where coyotes may 
be killed at any time. 

Undercertainconditions 
Jayne says, having a coyote 
in your area might not be a 
bad thing. He explained that 
a coyote pack, consisting of 
male and female, mated for 
hfe, and their young forthat 
year, establishes a home 
range which becomes exclu- 
sively theirs, as far as other 
coyotes are concerned. 
Rarely will any other coy- 
ote venture in. 

“If I were a sheep 
farmer,” Jayne said, “and 
the coyotes which included 
my farm intheir home range 
were not stock eaters,” he 
mightcountcn them tokecp 
other coyotes from ventur- 
ing in, one of which might 
be a sheep eater. 

“So, in effect, the best 
protection you can have 18 a 
pair of coyotes that don’t 
bother your stock 

“If you kill one of them, 
the remaining adult might 
pair up with a transient 
adult in the future. The new 
animal may or may not be a 
stock eater. Ifit is, the pups 
will be, and youl have your 
hands full 

There are two majorrea- 
sons that Jayne is sorry to 
see coyotes move into the 
area: the threat to livestock 
and to the red fox 

“The red fox and coyote 
don't co-exist, although the 
grey fox doesn't seem to be 
bothered by coyotes. Thered 
fox resource will be reduced 

dramatically to a fraction of 
what itis today,” Jayne said. 

“The coyote 1s stronger, 
and their niche overlaps,” 
he explained. 

“1 hate to see the fox go, 
because it’s a real impor- 
tant resource recrea- 
tionally, with fox hunting:- 
I call it fox chasing--and 
trapping,” he said. 

Coyotes are so adaptable 
that human population has 
no effect on them. “Coyotes 
are found in some of 
Maryland’s most populated 
counties, I larford and Cecil 
for example,” Jayne said. 
Residents, he added, should 
not be overly alarmed. “To 
have one around is no more 
of a threat-and probably 
less--to human health than 
the average neighborhood 
dog. That's not to say there 
won't be a problem with 

garbage cans. 
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As Predator Problems Intensify, 


Farmers Strive

Farmers are used to fac- 
ing problems. They are 
nothing new -- bad weather, 
managing herd health and 
production, broken machin- 
ery, government regula- 
tions, the economy, never 
enough time, never enough 
money, lots of stress, and 
bills, bills, bills. They come 
with the termtory, but ap- 
parently this territory (the 
mountain top) also comes 
complete with ancther prob- 
lem -- wild animals, preda- 
tors in increasing numbers 
and varieties with a large 
number of people anxious 
to protect them and further 
increase their population 

Covotes. perhapsthe lat- 
est emigrants to the area, 
have been spotted by anum- 
ber of landowners. Some 
damage hasbeen attributed 
to them, but officials ques- 
tion whether much of the 


“In the East, especiai-y 
in suburbia, coyotes show a 
particular fondness for 
groundhogs and house cats. 
“House cats are their one 
major vice,” said Jayne 
“The typical pattern is that 
coyotes move in and foxes, 
groundhogs and house cats 

disappear. Sometimes they 
get very bold, coming onto 
people’s porches.” 

According to the Mary- 
land DNR, states that have 
significant coyote popula- 
tions manage them either 
as a game species or as an 
undesirable animal. Some 
states conduct control pro- 
grams in addition to hunt- 
ing and trapping seasons to 
reduce livestock depreda- 
tion. Generally, even year- 
round control programs by 
government trappers have 
failed to completely control 
this predator 

The Maryland Wildlife 
Division of the DNR is in 
terested in monitoring the 
occurrence of coyotes in the 
state. They ask those in 
Garrett County who see 
what they think 1s a coyote 
to pass on the date, location 
and description of the ani- 
mal to Leshe Johnston at 
the Mt. Nebo Wildlife Office 
at 301-334-4255. 

‘We see very few posi- 
tive aspects to coyotes mov- 
ing into Maryland,” Jayne 
said, “but the coyote will 
move in and prosper and be 
here a long, long time.”

damage is done by coyotes 
or packs of dogs. Coyotes 
have been sighted in every 
corner of the county -- 
singles, pairs and family 
groups -- and they are very 
prolific in the Canaan Val- 
ley of neighboring West Vir- 
gimia 

Ron Bowers, whoresides 
on Steiding Church Road in 
the Turkey Neck area, spot- 
ted two coyotes, a male and 
female, this past fall. He 
found them stalking a new- 
born calf and was able to 
chase them away. Bowers 
says he is sure they were 

coyotes, as he has hunted 
out west and knows what 
they look Ike. He says his 
ne:ghbor half a mile away 
saw one of the coyotes a 
month later. He also knows 
of three that were trapped 
near Bloomington, and has 
seen them while hunting 
along the Yough River. 

So far, sheep farmers 
have been the biggest vic- 
tims of “alleged” coyote at- 
tacks. Thisi1s mostly conjec- 
ture, however, because 
without eyewitnesses the 
attacks are usually attmb- 
uted to dogs 

Wayne Harper, a sheep 
farmer in Hendricks, West 
Virginia, knows about coy- 
ote kills, he has seen them 
“A coyote is alot biggerthan 
a fox but it can put you in 
mind of a fox,” he says, but 
added that a coyote is “un- 
mistakable.” Harper runs 
70 head of ewes producing 
120-140 lambs every year 
This spring, coyotes came 
within 150 feet of his house 
and he lost 20 to 25 head to 
the predator. He says he 
lost an additional 20 lambs 
to bear. Harper, whose farm 
18 located on Rt. 72 between 
Parsons and Canaan Val- 
ley, shot two coyotes this 
spring, both reddish brown 
(dark brown to almost red) 
and figures his loss at over 
$1,000, $50 for each lamb. 

Jack Teeter, another 
West Virginia sheep farmer 
in the Dry Fork Valley to- 
ward Harman on the west 
side of the Allegheny Moun- 
tains, also had coyotes come 

into his yard and they at- 
tacked his dog. One was a 
big male coyote that killed 
four or five lambs every 
night before he was able to 
kill it. 

Two years ago, federal 
trappers set a line and got 
one coyote that was killing 
baby lambs and eating 
them, and in 1990, five coy- 
otes were killed in one day. 
“They are hard to hunt,” he 
said. “Sometimes they act 
real dumb, other times they 
are really smart.” He says 
most of them look like a 
large gray fox but are darker 
in color 

Teeter has had his share 
of problems with other 
predators, too. “I've had bear 
problems for 40 years,” he 
said. “I've lost thousands of 
sheep and some full grown

bear. 

Shillingburg says he has 
lost 68 head of sheep to vio- 
lent death in 1992, and 22 
head since Labor Day. Add- 
ing to the mystery, one of 
Shillingburg’s neighbors 
reported hearing the cry of 
amountainlion inthe night, 
and hunters saw both large 
and smal] mountain lion 
tracks behind White Church 
during hunting season. 

DNR also reports two 
dead coyotes found in the 
Cove, most likely poisoned, 
they say. 

Dr. Jim Fearer, state 
veterinarian who has ex- 
amined some of the sheep 
kills, says he doesn’t believe 
the kills were made by bear 
“They could have been 
dogs,” he said. “There's no 
question about that.” He 
said that there were wounds 
on the neck and front leg or 
shoulder areaof all the kills. 
For that reason, he con- 
tacted officials of Virginia 
Coyote Contrul, where prob- 
lems have been extensive. 

He was told that coyotes 
normally work in pairs, one 
taking the front legs of the 
victim and one the throat. 
They crush the trachea and 
tear the front shoulder off 
clean to get at the heart and 
lungs, then tear open the 
abdominal cavity 


Bear are causing an in- 
creasing amount of “nui- 
sance” damage in this area 
as their number climbs un- 
controlled by any hunting 
season. Many farmers re- 
port “bear swirls” in corn 
fields or small grain fields 
The bear will sit on its be- 
hind and pull the corn or 
grain toward it until it has 
eaten and damaged an area 
about 12 feet by 12 feet then 
move to another area. 

One farmer near Swal- 
low Falls, Ross Sines, says 
he found lots of areas like 
this in his corm and esti- 
mates his corn loss at $500. 
Sines had one nuisance bear 
trapped and moved by the 
DNR but he still sees fouror 
five bear in the area. He 
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says there 18 a lot of misin- 
formation about bear and 
even bear meat. “Bear meat 
18 @ greasy meat,” he says. 
“It 1s not something many 
people will eat.” 

Sines says Delegate 
George Edwards told him 
to send a bill for damages to 
the state treasurer, he 
wouldn't be reimbursed but 
it would be on the record for 
future reference. Sines told 
him that would be just an- 
other 29¢ down the drain. 
Sines says the unfair thing 
is that the state collects rev 
enues for all game hunting 
seasons, and the farmer 
must feed the wildlife and 
take the damages. Ile says 
in addition to the bear, he’s 
feeding turkey and deer as 
well. “I can not afford to 
feed all this wildlife,” he 
said. 

Nevin Sines, also of the 
Swallow Falls arva, feelsthe 
problem may be more seri- 
ous. After losing acalf, Sines 
said there was no doubt in 





his mind something large 
like a bear had killed it. “If 
a calf has its head and neck 
area eaten, something's 
doneit, it didn't just get sick 
and die,” he says. 

He also had a scare a 
couple of years ago when 
his cattle started bawling 
at twoin the morning. Driv 
ing tothe field in his pickup 


truck, he saw a bear among 
the cows and calves in the 
pickup’s lights. The mother 
cows were trying to protect 
their calves from the bear 
andthe truck frightened the 
bear away. 

The more common re- 
ports have been from dam- 
age tohay, more specifically, 
round bales in the field. 
John Wright, off Rt. 495, 
reported that a bear mpped 
the plastic bags that cov- 
ered several of his round 
balesand pulled out the hay. 
The DNR investigated and 
found paw marks and hair.

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The Human Impact On Coyotes 
Has "Invigorated' The Species 


Through the centunes, human activities have had a 
profound unpact on many other organiama Yea, we have 
endangered various speciea, but we are also largely respun 
able for the emergence of what is termed “invigorated spe- 
cies. 

According to an article in The Smithaonuan by Bil 
Gilbert, these are creatures whose numbers, reproductive 
rates and distribution are now doing very well, in many cases 
seemingly better than they have ever done in the recorded 
past 

Gilbert's list of animals belonging in this special 
category includes alligators, badgers, white-tailed deer, house 
sparrows, gypsy moths, hernng gulls, jays, lampreys, opos- 
sums, raccoons, starlings, turkeys, woodchucks, red-winged 
blackbirds and coyotes. 

A common characteristic of these and other invigo- 
rated species is that they have prospered because people have 
protected them or increased the resources available to them, 
or have enriched or enlarged their habitats. 

Some of these creatures have been intentionally 
encouraged because of their rarity, while more often, species 
have been invigorated quite by accident When Europeans 
amved in North America, for example, many of these crea- 
tures were largely confined to beaver meadows and other 
small glades in the forests that covered much of the Eastern 
third of the continent. Since then, much of that land has been 
cleared and opening up millions of acres for whatever reason, 
and also creating new habitat in which the animals have 
proliferated 

Among large native mammals, Gilbert says the 
coyote probably best illustrates what might be called the 
Pandora's Box Phenomenon. For a century, private citizens 
and public servants have done their level best to eradicate 
Coyotes in some areas and thin them out generally. Despite 
and, ironically, because of these efforts, coyotes are now 
— thought to be one of the most invigorated species of 

I. 

Coyotes are one of the most primitive of living dogs, 
absolutely native American animals. One of the main reasons 
they have become an invigorated species has to do with how 
and what they eat They have very broad tastes and ingenious 
methods of satisfying them. But although they consume a 
great variety of things, they depend primarily on meat-— 
rodents and rabbits. 

In his research, Gilbert found that in the proper 
season, coyotes were known toharvest apples, peaches, corn, 
onions, acorns, asparagus and melons. In late summer and 
fall, during grasshopper season, coyotes consumed a large 
number ofthe insects. At all timesthey ate some beetles, grubs 
and other invertebrates. Pawing about in rocky places and in 
leaflitter, they regularly took snakes and lizards. Heoccasion- 
ally saw them catch frogs and salamanders around stock 
tanks, and turtles and amphibians in shallow water. 

He notes that they are the most efficient hunters of 
smal] mammals, able and inclined to hunt out, dig up, 
ambush, trail, run down, pounce on and overpower all sorts 
of rodents and medium-sized animals as well, including 
weasels, skunks, opossums, otters, bobcats, groundhogs, foxes, 
domestic cats and small dogs. 

In 1915 the federal government appropnated funds 
so employees of the then Bureau of Biological Survey (the 
bureaucratic ancestor of the present U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service) could take to the field against coyotes. From that time 
on, there has been in existence a national varmint-extermi- 
nating service. As a conservative estimate, about 20 million 
coyotes have been “controlled” in this century. 

At the same time that coyotes and some of their 
traditional food sources were being eliminated, through com- 
mon agncultural and waste disposal practices, new and more 
varied edibles were being provided for them. 

Over the years, some zoologists have come to the 
conclusion that if for some reason biologists were asked to 
devise a plan to produce bigger, smarter and more widely 
distributed coyotes, they no doubt would recommend doing 
more or less what had been done to control the coyotes. 

Coyotes are inclined to get out of areas where they are 
under heavy pressure from controllers. Some leave tempo- 
rarily, returning to their home ranges when the pressure has 
eased up. Others emigrate permanently, seeking better and 
safer places. For many centuries, coyotes were largely re- 
stricted to the regions west of the Mississippi between what is 
now central Mexico and the southern praire provinces of 
Canada. By the early 1900s they had extended their range to 
Costa Rica in the south, to Alaska and parts of Canada in the 
north. They continued into Alaska during the 1890s during 
the Yukon gold rush. As thousands of would-be miners 
headed north toward the diggings, they were followed by 
coyotes that scavenged on dead horses, mules and cattle, 
which were abundant along the hard, cold trails. 

The coyote movement toward the Atlantic Coast has 
happened during the past 80 years. Adapted to the open, 
brushy Western territories, coyotes previously had little 
reason to enter heavily forested areas. But as the coyotes 
began dispersing, many former woodlands in the Eust had 
been “prairified” and suited them just fine. Coyotes invaded 
those fine new habitats along two broad fronts. Most directly, 
they advanced from Texas, Oklahoma and Kansas into the 
Gulf Coast and, inlessernumbers, they invaded regionsof the 
Ohio Valley 

Coyotes reached the Northeast by a much longer, 
more circuitous route around 1900. Starting in northern 
Minnesota, they moved into Ontario directly or after first 
cresting Wisconsin and the Upper Peninsula of Michigan. 
From Ontario they migrated to New York. After that, some 
moved an to New England while others went south into 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, West Virginia and western Mary- 
land. 

Coyotes in the Northeast seem to have become 
measurably different animals. Zoologists have found that 
males average between 35 and 40 pounds; occasionally, 55- 
pound animals are found. Females weigh between 30 and 35 
pounds. Western coyotes of both sexes are typically 20 to 30 
percent lighter. Also, Eastern coyotes may be a bit darker in 
color and have somewhat larger skulls. When they first began 
to appear in appreciable numbers, it was suggested that these 
Eastern animals were crosses between true coyotes and 
domestic dogs. At the time, that theory scemed tomake sense 
During the past 15 years, however, zoologista have become 
convinced that the prevalence of theae so-called coydogs was 

reatly exagrerated. 

r . Asto why these animals are different from Western 
coyotes, the presently accepted explanation is that they have 
a significant infusion of wolf genes The thinking is that the 
first few coyotes moving eastward from Minnesvta above 
Lake Superior and across Wisconsin met the last few wolves 
remaining in northern Michigan and southern Ontario. The 
animals have the same sexual cycles, and since potential 
partners of their own species were scarce, they put aside their 
traditional differences, mated and raised pups. The descen- 
dante of these pups continued the eastward migration. This 
theory is supported by physical evidence having to do with 
body #1ze and skeletal characteristics. 

The coyote, either a subepecies of the Weatern coyote 
or one that has hybridized with wolves, has established itself 
as the dominant predator in the East. 





USDA Agency Helps Solve Problems 


Between Humans And Wildlife 


There is a wildlife agency 
withinthe U.S. Department 
of Agriculture that provides 
help with everything from 
bata in the belfry to bears in 
the backyard. 

“When wild animals 
cause damage to property, 
threaten public health and 
safety, feed on valuable 
crops, kill livestock and peta, 
or harm endangered spe- 
cies, we're here to provide 
safe and responsible assis- 
tance,” said Bobby Acord, 
deputy administrator for 
animal damage control in 
USDA's Animal and Plant 
Health Inspection Service. 

ADC has offices in most 
states throughout the coun- 
try, Acord said. These of- 
fices are staffed by profes- 
sional wildlife biologists who 
are trained in handling a 
variety of situations. 

Following is a review of 
recent ADC activities: 

--Red Wolf Recovery: In 
October, ADC helped trap a 
pair of endangered red 
wolves that were suspected 
of killing livestock in Ten- 
nessee. The wolves were fit- 
ted with radio collars and 
released in a new location. 

--Roaming Coyotes: This 
summer, residents in a New 
Mexico neighborhood be- 
came alarmed after coyotes 
killed a pet dog and wan-

Hill near Kitzmiller, reports 
that bear tore the outside 
layers from several round 
bales of hay and scattered it 
as though playing with it. 
Some say there may be mice 
and insectsin the bales that 
attract the bear. 

Roland Murphy, of Dry 
Run Road off Rt. 495, says 
he has suffered thousands 
of dollars in corm damage by 
bears. He’s seen three bears 
together in his corn two dif- 
ferent times that left “bear 
awirls” the size of hishouse. 

Mike Steyer sighted a 
sow and three cubsthissum- 
mer on his farm close to Rt. 
560. One also ran across 
some plowed ground on his 
farm this spring after he 
installed a new electric 
fence. He thinks the bear 
got into the fence. So far, he 
hasn't seen any damage 
from the bear yet. 

These losses may seem 
minor to non-farmers, but 
predators can cause finan- 
cial difficulties to farmers 
and landowners. According 
to Garrett County Exten- 
sion Agent Jim Simms, the 
value of a 1,200-pound 
round bale isapproximately 
$55, depending on the type 
of hay that was baled. A 
bagged silage bale (by the 
way, if the bag is torn, the 
silage will spoil) would have 
the same value plus another 
$7 (approximately) for the 
bag. A newborn calf, 
whether beefor dairy would 
be valued in excess of $100, 
and the value of a lamb is at 
least $50 plus the cost of 
feed for the ewe during ges- 
tation. 

The DNR encourages 
anyone to report sightings, 
as all animal sightings are 
used by the DNR to compile 
statistice so they may ad- 
just some of their manage- 
ment plans. They are most 
interested in reported 
sightings of family groups 
of all the animals men- 
tioned, as that shows in- 
crease in population. To re- 
port sightings or damage 
from any of the animals 
mentioned, including deer 
and beaver, call the Mt. 
Nebo Wildlife Office at 301- 
334-4255, and Leslie 
Johnston, District Wildlife 
manager will take the nec- 
essary action. 

Delegate Edwards does 
advise farmers or landown- 
ers with damages to file a 
report with the State 
Treasurer's Office. The 
landowner won't be reim- 
bursed, but the destruction 
caused by these animals will 
be on record.

An ADC wildlife bi- 
ologist evaluated the situa- 
tion and suggested the 
county cut the vegetation 
around the neighborhood. 
ADC recommendations 
were followed, and the coy- 
otes have stayed away from 
the neighborhood. 

--Wildlife Hotline: For 

the past year, a toll-free 
hotline has assisted more 
than 1,000 Maryland resi- 
dents with wildlife-related 
problems. The service, es- 
tablished in cooperation 
with the Maryland Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources, 
receives calls about nearly 
every animal-related prob- 
lem imaginable. About 40 
percent of the calls involved 
health and safety problems 
caused by wildlife. The num- 
ber is 1-800-442-0708. 

--Too Many Geese: The 
population of nonmigratory 
Canada geese in several 
Eastern states has reached 
an all-time high. ADC regu- 
larly receives requests to 
relocate geese from golf 
courses, business parks, 
sewage treatment plants, 
airports and residential ar- 
eas. In the past few months 
alone, ADC relocated 500 
geese in Virginia and 400 
geese in Alabama. 

--Fish-Eating Birds: In 
August, an ADC specialist 
in Williamson County, 
Texas, received a request 
for assistance from a man- 
ager of a catfish farm re- 
porting aloss of 125,000 fish 
to cormorants. ADC recom- 
mended the use of propane 
exploders and other fright- 
ening devises that were suc- 
cessful in keeping the preda- 
tory birds at bay. 

--A Taste For Poultry: In 
September, ADC specialista 
in Benton County, Oregon, 
trapped and relocated a 
great horned ow] that had 
killed 33 exotic chickens. 
The chickens were valued 
at more than $5,000. The 
owl was released near the 
Cascade Mountain range, 
more than 200 miles away 
from the farm. 

--Grizzly Guard Dogs: 
This summer, ADC pro- 
vided a sheep rancher in 
Montana’s Absatoka Wil- 
derness area with two 
Akbash guarding dogs. The 
dogs were used to protect a 
flock of sheep in an area 
inhabited by black and griz- 
zly bears and coyotes. The 
herder and the owner of the 
sheep observed encounters 
between the dogs and preda- 
tors during the seven-week 
season and were impressed 
with the demonstration. 
The rancher plans to use 
the guarding dogs again 
next summer.

Questions On Poultry Manure? 

During the last couple of weeks I have had several 
inquiries about using poultry manure for animal feed and 
fertilizer. 1 know of some beef producers in the area that are 
successfully feeding the manure. The manure can be a good 
source of urea nitrogen (protein) and major minerals such as 
calcium and phosphorous. In my opinion, the poultry litter 
is better adapted to a beef feeding program than to a dairy 
feeding program. The main reason being is the potential of 
a great vanation in the nutrient content of the litter. 
Consistent level of milk production requires an equally 
consistent nutrient content in the feedstuffs. I am not saying 
it could not be fed effectively, but the chances of major milk 
production fluctuation are increased, particularly in high 
producing dairy cattle. The nutrient fluctuation is not that 
critical in beef production. 

Poultry manure is a very good source of fertilizer, par- 
ticularly nitrogen and phosphorous. During the laat five 
years the University of Maryland has analyzed several

Beef Producers—Check Your Forage 

This year we are seeing a lot of variation in the nutrient 
values of forages, particularly corm silage that did not go to 
matunty. In many instances, the early frost stopped corn 
from maturing, reducing the levels of protein and energy. I 
have seen wide variations in TDN of corn silage. Feeding 
corn silage that had a reduction of 10 percent from normal 
TDN to steers or replacement heifers would result in an 
average daily gains about five percent lower than normal. 
This would be a loas of about 20 pounds per animal. The loss 
from one animal would more than pay for a forage analysis.

Delegates to the Ameri 
can Farm Bureau Federa

Free Trade Agreement, with

farm and ranch delegates 
approved recommendations 
to be sent to President 
Clinton next week The 
Farm Bureau proposals in 
clude the following items 
reinstatement of capital 
gains treatment and the 
Investment tax credit. 
which Clinton has called for: 
aline-item veto for the presi- 
dent. and a constitutional 
amendment requiring a bal 
anced federal budget 

The package addressed 
estate tax issues, calling for 
eventual repeal of the fed 
eral estate tax, with an in- 
terim increase in the ex- 
emption of $1 millon from 
the present $600,000. Del 
egates opposed taxing capi- 
tal gainsat death They also 
called for indexing of capi- 
tal gains to negate infla- 
tion's impact 

AFBF President Dean 
Kleckner said, in a poat-con- 
vention news conference, 
“With anew administration 
and a Congress that is one- 
quarter new, we have the 
opportunity to present our 
ideas” on economic policy 
Kleckner also stressed the 
delegates sense that they 
are facing “regulatory over- 
kill.” President Clinton, he 
said, “must address the is- 
sue of over-regulation If not, 
his plan for a growing 
economy will fall in 
shambles.”

In several policy state 
ments, the delegates ex 
pressed their concern that 
private property rights are 
under assault from environ 
mental laws and regula 
tions They said the rewrite 
of the Clean Water Act 
should rely on voluntary 
actions by farmers, with 
incentives from state and 
federal programs, to rem- 
edy problems with non 
point source pollution (ag 
ncultural runoff). Delegates 
supported pollution permit 
trading in the reauthorized 
Clean Water Act. 

They said farmers 
should he compensated for 
restrictions resulting from 
Endangered Species Act 
measures that put the bur 
den of protecting plants and 
animals on landowners 

Turning tointernational 
trade, the delegates en- 
dorsed NAFTA as signed by 
President Bush They said 
the implementing legisla 
tion that Congress will be- 
gin writing seon should in 
clude temporary safeguards 
for commodities that will be 
hurt by imports from 
Mexico Kleckner said the 
delegates expressed “over- 
whelming” support for 
NAFTA and “strong” sup- 
port for the ongoing world 
trade negotiations. In new 
policy. the delegates called 
for the filing of a Section 
301 trade complaint against 
Japan for its rice import ban 
if the trade talks falter 

Delegates also called for 
the elimination of federa) 
agricultural disaster pro- 
grams in favor of federal or 
private crop insurance pro- 
grams.

Wool, Mohair 
Filing Procedure 
Announced By ASCS 

ASCS official Michael R. 
Kozier reminds wool and 
mohair producers to submit 
their 1992 sales receipts by 
January 31, 1993 

Although producers 
have until March 1, 1993, to 
file 1992 sales documents 
and qualify for a 1992 price 
support payment, ASCS 
encourages all producers to 
submit their sales docu- 
ments to the county office 
by the end of January so 
that sales receipts can be 
included in determining the 
national average market 
price. 

Kozier says producers 
who file after March 1, 1993, 
will be ineligible for price 
support payments. 

He says wool and mo- 
hair producers are subject 
to payment limitation and 
payment eligibility provi- 
sions, and must certify that 
they are in compliance with 
highly erodible land and 
wetland conservation pro- 
visions.

Several Obstacles 
Stand In Way Of 
GATT Progress 


While the Uruguay 
Round of GATT negotiations 
appeared to move closer toa 
conclusion last month, 
many obstacles remain in 
farm issues--particularly 
market accesa--and other 
sectors. Consequently, the 
chances of an agreement 
being completed before the 
Bush administration leaves 
office January 20 or before 
“fast-track” negotiating au- 
thority ends look increas- 
ing slim 

Amaporbreakthrough in 
the talks came in late No- 
vember when the United 
States and EC reached an 
agreement over the EC's 
oilseed subsidies. Negotia- 
tors in Geneva continued to 
make progress until the 
holiday recess but the talks 
have been at a virtual stand- 
still since then, although 
bilateral meetings between 
various delegations have 
continued 

In the farm talks, agree- 
ments have been reached in 
the areas of export subsi- 
dies, calling for export sub- 
sidy volumes to be cut by 21 
percent over six years, and 
internal supports. Under 
the agreement, neither the 
United States nor the EC 
will have to reduce domes- 
tic farm supports, becaus

-inderson Doesnt Know Jack About Greens 


Journalism is not necessarily a factual enterprise Just 
ask muckraking columnist Jack Anderson 

In his January 14 column Anderson joined the environ- 
mentalist fray on the side of the Greens, aiming his poison 
pen against supporters of our “wise use” of the environment 
Wise users reahze that, hke it or not, man has achieved the 
title of steward of the Earth. We believe man should respect 
this honor and use it ethically and productively. Anderson 
labels us “extremist” and “radical fringe.” 

“Wise use” means using scientific resource management 
to enhance the quality of all hfe by our “sustainable use” of 
renewable resources for gencrations to come. That's every- 
thing from wildlife management which combats animal 
overpopulation and disease; to fighting forest fires; to con- 
servation-minded and ecologically sound mining, logging, 
ranching, and a mynad of other uses that benefit humans 
Most of America wouldn't think that’s extremist or radical at 
all 

What is radical, but not mentioned by Anderson, is the 
attitude of the Greens. They generally agree with Friends of 
the Earth: “The only good technology 1s no technology.” In 
other words, don’t take advantage of human ingenuity to 
improve things for the earth, plants, animals, and humans 
Just let everything degenerate 

Not to mention the profit motive, a uniquely human 
charactenstic that’s paid for more useful research and 
conservation that most folks could imagine. Listen to Judi 
Ban of the eco-terromst group Earth First! -- “I think if we 
don't overthrown capitalism, we don’t have a chance of 
saving the world ecologically.” Or renowned Green and 
frequent third-party presidential candidate Barry Com- 
moner, who has charged, “Capitalism isthe Earth's number 
one enemy 

Putting these extremists in control would put Jack 
Anderson and his profession out of business. You can’t print 
@ newspaper when all the forests are off limits to logging or 
the overthrow of capitalism dmes up your ad money. 

Anderson swallowed whole vamous Green tall tales 
about being targets of our “violence.” Mostly trumped-up 
charges saddle us w:th brutal acts that include arson and 
shootings. Ina recent 60 Minutes program a woman paraded 
her cuts and bruises before the camera and claimed to have 
been assaulted by angry out-of-work low-lives on account of 
her environmental activism Turns out she had just come 
from the wrong end of a barroom braw!! 

For the record. we do not use such tactics and we publicly 
condemn anyone who does 

It 1s the Greens who have been responsible for the 
majonty of the violence, but Anderson makes no mention of 
them Earth First! tree-spikers have seriously hurt lumber 
workers and vandalized their equipment. Arsonists 
firebombed the California Cattlemen's Association 
Greenpeace activist Graham Hood was arrested for firing on 
a hunter from a forest ranger’s tower. Four Earth First! 
leaders were convicted of conspiracy to sabotage a nuclear 
power plant in Arizona. 

Is there acall for a moratonum on violence by the Green 
leadership? Hardly. Former Senator Gaylord Nelson, the 
originator of Earth Day, said that Earth First! makes “a 
significant contribution to the educational process.” David 
Brower, of Earth Island Institute and a former lobbyist for 
the Sierra Club says, “They're not terronsts. The real 


terrorists are the polluters, the despoilera.” 

People on our side generally believe in God, so Anderson 
quotes former Interior Secretary Steuart Udall, “Their use 
of religion to further their cause is absurd and dangerous.” 

But no hue and cry arose from last year when the U.S 
Fish and Wildlife Service sponsored “spiritual values work- 
shops.” Among these taxpayer-supported gems were “To- 
ward a Buddhist Environmental Ethic,” “The Perceptual 
Imphcations of Gaia,” and “Sacred Land, Sacred Sex: Rap- 
ture of the Deep Concerning Deep Ecology and Celebration 
of Life” (Gaia, by the way, 1s an “Earth Goddess.) 

This sounds like religious propaganda to me, and it’s a 
violation of the First Amendment for our government to be 
promoting it. Why isn’t Jack Anderson complaining? 

For the last year or so Greens have been running a slick 
media campaign against wise use. Journalists who want to 
save the environment, while not leaving the comfort of their 
offices, have taken the Green goasip as fact, failing to 
investigate both sides of the story. Anderson has long been 
criticized for this shoddy style of writing. It may be one 
reason for his placement in the Washington Post's comic 
section rather than the editorial page. Nonetheless, his 
column is read and the hes are spread.

-{nderson Doesn't Know Jack About Greens 
Joumalsin is not necessarily a factual enterprise. Just 
ask muckraking columnist Jack Anderson 

In his January [4 column Anderson joined the environ: 
mentalist fray on the side of the Greens, aiming his poison 
pen against supporters of our’ wise use” of the environment. 
Wise users realize that, like it or not, man has achieved the 
title of steward of the Earth. We believe man should respect 
this honor and use it ethically and productively. Anderson 
labels us “extremist” and “radical fmnge.” 

“Wise use” means using scientific resource management 
te enhance the quality of all life by our “sustainable use” of 
renewable resources for generations to come. That's every- 
thing from wildlife management which combats animal 
overpopulat.on and disease, to fighting forest fires; to con- 
servation-minded and ecologically sound mining, logging, 
ranching, and a mynad of other uses that benefit humans 
Most of America wouldn't think that sextremustor radical at 
all 

What is radical, but not mentioned by Anderson, 18 the 
attitude of the Greens. They generally agree with Friends of 
the Earth: “The only good technology is no technology ” In 

ther words, don’t take advantage of human ingenuity to 
improve things for the earth, plants, animals, and humans 
Just let everything degenerate 

Not to mention the profit motive, a unquely human 
characteristic thats paid for more useful research and 
conservation that most folks could imagine. Listen to Judi 
Ban of the eco-terromst group Earth First! -- “I think if we 
don't overthrown capitalism, we don't have a chance of 
aaving the world ecologically” Or renowned Green and 
frequent third party presidential candidate Barry Com- 
moner, whe has charged, “Capitalism is the Earth's number 
one enemy 

Putting these extremists m control would put Jack 
Anderson and his profession out of business. You can't print 
a newspaper when all the forests are off limits to logging or 
the overthrew of capitalism dries up your ad money. 

Anderson swallowed whole vanous Green tall tales 
about being targets of our “violence.” Mostly trumped-up 
charges saddle us with brutal acts that include arson and 
shootings Ina recent 60 Minutes program a woman paraded 
her cuts and bruises before the camera and claimed to have 
been assaulted by angry out-of-work low-lives on account of 
her environmental activism Turns out she had just come 
from the wrong end of a barroom brawl! 

Forthe record: we donot use such tactics and we publicly 
condemn anyone whe does 

It i the Greens who have been responsible for the 
majonty of the violence, but Anderson makes no mention of 
them Earth First’ tree-spikers have serously hurt lumber 
workers and vandalized their equipment. Arsonists 
firebombed the California Cattlemen's Association 
Greenpeace activist Graham flood was arrested for firing on 
a hunter from a forest rangers tower Four Earth First! 
leaders were convicted of conspiracy to sabotage a nuclear 
power plant in Arizona 

Is there acall for a moratonum on violence by the Green 
leadership? Hardly. Former Senator Gaylord Nelson, the 
onginator of Earth Day, said that Earth First! makes “a 
significant contmbution to the educational process.” David 
Brower, of Earth Island Institute and a former lobbyist for 
the Sierra Club says, “They're not terrorists. The real 


terrorists are the polluters, the despoilers.” 

People on our side generally believe in God, ao Anderson 
quotes former Interior Secretary Steuart Udall, “Their use 
of religion to further their cause is absurd and dangerous.” 

But no hue and cry aruse from last year when the U.S 
Fish and Wildlife Service sponsored “spiritual values work- 
shops” Among these taxpayer-supported gems were “To- 
ward a Buddhist Environmental Ethic,” “The Perceptual 
Implications of Gaia,” and “Sacred [.and, Sacred Sex: Rap- 
ture of the Deep Concerning Deep Ecology and Celebration 
of Life” (Gata, by the way, 1s an “Earth Goddess.) 

This sounds lke religious propaganda to me, and it’s a 
violation of the First Amendment for our government to be 
promoting it. Why isn't Jack Anderson complaining? 

Fur the last year or so Greens have been running a slick 
media campaign against wise use. Journalists who want to 
save the environment, while not leaving the comfort of their 

ffices, have taken the Green goasip as fact, failing to 
investigate both sides of the story Anderson has long been 
eritiazed for this shoddy style of wnting. It may be one 
reason for his placement in the Washington Post's comic 
section rather than the editorial page. Nonetheless, hia 
column is read and the lies are spread.

Delegates to the Amer 
can Farm Bureau Federa 
tion's 74th annual meeting 
today approved policiescall 
ing for growth onented eco 
nomic measures that reject 
tax increases, protection for 
private property righta in 
the enforcement of environ 
mental laws, and the adop 
tion of the North American 
Free Trade Agreement, with 
“tranaitional safeguards” 
for sensitive agricultural 
commodities 

Asserting that the 
nation’s economy is their 
overriding concern, the 
farm and ranch delegates 
approved recommendattona 
to be sent to President 
Clinton next week The 
Farm Bureau proposals in 
clude the following itema 
reinstatement of capital 
gains treatment and the 
Investment tax credit. 
which Chnton hascalled for: 
aline-item veto forthe presi 
dent; and a constitutional 
amendment requiring a bal 
anced federal budget. 

The package addressed 
estate tax issues, calling for 
eventual repeal of the fed 
eral estate tax, with an in- 
terim increase in the ex 
emption of $1 million from 
the present $600,000. Del 
egates opposed taxing capi- 
tal gains at death. They also 
called for indexing of capi- 
tal gains to negate infla- 
tion's impact 

AFBF President Dean 
Kleckner said, ina post-con- 
vention news conference, 
“With anew administration 
and a Congress that 1s one- 
quarter new, we have the 
opportunity to present our 
ideas” on economic policy 
Kleckner also stressed the 
delegates sense that they 
are facing “regulatory over- 
kill.” President Clinton, he

They said farmers 
should he compensated for 
restrictions resulting from 
Endangered Species Act 
measures that put the bur 
den of protecting plants and 
animals on landowners 

Tuning tointemational 
trade, the delegates en- 
dorsed NAFTA ag signed by 
President Bush They said 
the implementing legisla 
tion that Congress will be- 
gin writing soon should in 
clude temporary safeguards 
for commodities that will be 
hurt by imports from 
Mexico Kleckner said the 
delegates expressed “over- 
whelming” support for 
NAFTA and “strong” sup- 
port for the ongoing world 
trade negotiations. In new 
policy, the delegates called 
for the filing of a Section 
301 trade complaint against 
Japan for its rice import ban 
if the trade talks falter 

Delegates also called for 
the elimination of federal 
agricultural disaster pro- 
grams in favor of federal or 
private crop insurance pro- 
grams. They said crop di- 
saster programs and crop 
insurance should be com- 
bined into a single program 
and designed to encourage 
widespread participation. 

In other actions, the del 
egates voted to:

Anderson Doesn't Know Jack About Greens 


Journalism 1s not necessarily a factual enterprise. Just 
ask muckraking columnist Jack Anderson 

In his January 14 column Anderson joined the environ- 
mentalist fray on the side of the Greens, aiming his poison 
pen against supporters of our “wise uxe” of the environment 
Wise users realize that, like it or not, man has achieved the 
title of steward of the Earth. We believe man should respect 
this honor and use it ethically and productively. Anderson 
labels us “extremist” and “radical fringe.” 

“Wise use” means using scientific resource management 
to enhance the quality of all life by our “sustamable use” of 
renewable resources for generations to come. That's every- 
thing from wildlife management which combats animal 
overpopulation and disease; to fighting forest fires; to con- 
servation-minded and ecologically sound mining, logging, 
ranching, and a mynad of other uses that benefit humans 
Most of Amenca wouldn't think that’s extremist or radical at 
all 

What 1s radical, but not mentioned by Anderson, is the 
attitude of the Greens. They generally agree with Friends of 
the Earth: “The only good technology 1s no technology.” In 
other words, don’t take advantage of human ingenuity to 
improve things for the earth, plants, animals, and humans 
Just let everything degenerate 

Not to mention the profit motive, a un:quely human 
charactenstic that’s paid for more useful research and 
conservation that most folks could imagine. Listen to Judi 
Ban of the eco-terronst group Earth First! -- “I think if we 
don’t overthrown capitalism, we don't have a chance of 
saving the world ecologically.” Or renowned Green and 
frequent third-party presidential candidate Barry Com- 
moner. who has charged, “Capitalism isthe Earth's number 
one enemy 

Putting these extremists in control would put Jack 
Anderson and his profession out of business. You can’t print 
a newspaper when all the forests are off limits to logging or 
the overthrow of capitalism dries up your ad money. 

Anderson swallowed whole various Green tall tales 
about being targets of our “violence.” Mostly trumped-up 
charges saddle us with brutal acts that include arson and 
shootings. Ina recent 60.Minutes program a woman paraded 
her cuts and bruises before the camera and claimed to have 
been assaulted by angry out-of-work low-lives on account of 
her environmental activism Turns out she had just come 
from the wrong end of « barrvom braw!! 

For the record: we donot use such tactics and we publicly 
condemn anyone who does 

It 13 the Greens who have been responsible for the 
majority of the violence, but Anderson makes no mention of 
them Earth First! tree-spikers have seriously hurt lumber 
workers and vandalized their equipment. Arsonists 
firebombed the California Cattlemen's Association 
Greenpeace activist Graham t lood was arrested for firing on 
a hunter from a forest ranger’s tower. Four Earth First! 
leaders were convicted of conspiracy to sabotage a nuclear 
power plant in Arizona. 

Is there acall for a moratonum on violence by the Green 
leadership” Hardly. Former Senator Gaylord Nelson, the 
originator of Earth Day, said that Earth First! makes “a 
significant contribution to the educational process.” David 
Brower, of Earth Island Institute and a former lobbyist for 
the Sierra Club says, “They're not terronsts. The real 


terrorists are the polluters, the despoilers.” 

People on our side generally believe in God, a0 Anderson 
quotes former Interior Secretary Steuart Udall, “Their use 
of religion to further their cause is absurd and dangerous.” 

But no hue and cry arouse from last year when the U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service sponsored “spiritual values work- 
shops.” Among these taxpayer-supported gems were “To- 
ward a Buddhist Environmental Ethic,” “The Perceptual 
Implications of Gaia,” and “Sacred Land, Sacred Sex: Rap- 
ture of the Deep Concerning Deep Ecology and Celebration 
of Life” (Gaia, by the way, is an “Earth Goddess.”) 

This sounds like religious propaganda to me, and it’s a 
violation of the First Amendment for our government to be 
promoting it. Why isn’t Jack Anderson complaining? 

For the last year or so Greens have been running a slick 
media campaign against wise use. Journalists who want to 
save the environment, while not leaving the comfort of their 
offices, have taken the Green gossip as fact, failing to 
investigate both sides of the story. Anderson has long been 
criticized for this shoddy style of writing. It may be one 
reason for his placement in the Washington Post's comic 
section rather than the editorial page. Nonetheless, his 
column is read and the lies are spread. 

Help me set the record straight. Write Jack Anderson at 
1531 P Street, N.W., Washington, DC 20036. Then write his 
United Features Syndicate at 200 Park Avenue, New York, 
NY 10166. If your local paper carmes Jack Anderson's 
column, wnte or call it too.

Background Scripture: 

1 Corinthians 1:1 through 
2:13 
Devotional Reading: 

1 Corinthians 2:1-13. 

If [ remember this atory cor- 
rectly, it was during one of their 
World War II meetings that 
Winston Churchill was speak- 
ing of the influence of the pope 
With a sardonic smile, Stalin 
asked: “Ilow many diviaions has 
the pope?’ 

Ofcourre, Stalin was a devo- 
tee of “godleas Communiam,” 
80 we can understand that he 
was contemptuous of the power 
of religion. But hia dismissal of 
spiritual power is shared by 
many who profees to be Chris- 
tian. The fact is that, regard 
leas of what moat people may 
profess about the supremacy of 
spiritual values, most of us live 
as if we shared Stalin's disdain 
for them. When it comes to get- 
ting something done in what 
we perceive us “the real world,” 
we too want lo know “How many 
divisions has the pope” 

It's notthat we dismisa spiri- 
tuaj puw er cunpletely, we know 
that it works--sometimes, if 
we're willing to wait long 
enough. But, in business, in 
politics, in community life, and 
in the world at large--and some- 
timea even in the church--secu- 
lar power seems to get the job 
done faster, more surely and 
more obviously--ifnot everlast- 
ingly. 

TEMPORAL POWER 

And that's the rub, isn't it? 
Secular power, for all of ita im- 
mediate and visible success, 
does notlast and in the long run 
does not get the obdone. Stalin's 
divisions, as well as those of 
Churchill and Roosevelt, won 
World War I] But the armies of 
the Allies did not win the peace, 
nor even solve the problems 
that caused the war in the first 
place. In thelong run, the power 
of armies, governments, and 





material might doves not pre- 
vail 

In Jesus’ day, the Jews 
louked for temporal power, @ 
messiah to lead them in mill- 
tary revolt agninat the might of 
Rome That's why Jenus was 
such a disappointment to so 
many, for the croas was a sym- 
bol ofweakneaa anddefeat This 
is what Paul meant when he 
wrote, “For Jews demand 
signs. but we preach Christ 
crucified, a stumbling block to 
the Jews...” (1:22.23) 

If the Jews looked for power, 
the Greeks looked for wiadom 
Not just wisdom per se, but 
wisdom to reveal the meaning 
and purpose of life. With their 
philoaophy, the Greek’s sought 
the enlightenment of the intel 
lect. Plato, Aristotle, Plotinus 
and others sought to unlock 
life's mysteries. And thatis why 
so many of them found Jesus 
Christ such a disappointment, 
for the cross seemed no expla- 
nation at all. The Gospel was 
down right foolishness 

TITE POWER OF 
THE CROSS 

But Paul knows that, just as 
in the long run the powerof the 
world turns out to be imefTec 
tual, so the wisdom ofthe world 
is its real foolishness As Paul 
puta it"... the foolishness of God 
ia wiser than men, and the 
weakness of God is stronger 
than men’(1:25) and “God chose 
what is foolish in the world to 
shame the wise” and “what is 
weak in the world to shame the 
strong” (1:27). Our secular con- 
cepts of what is powerful and 
wise, for all their attractive- 
ness, turn out to be a total 
disappointment in the long run. 

Thekey is the cross of Christ: 
“. to those who are called, both 
Jews and Greeks, Christ the 
power of God and the wisdom of 
God” (1:24) Iluman power and 
human wisdom, no matter how 
great and compelling, failin the 
long run. What works, what 
delivers the goods, is the wis- 
dom and power of God: “For the 
word of the croas is folly tothose 
who are perishing, but to us 
who are being saved it is the 
power of God” (1:18). In the 
cross of Jesus Christ we see the 
only power and the only wis 
dom that ultimately work and 
endure: the gracious, self-sac- 
rificing love of God in Christ 

Stalin and his kind have 
never understood that Do we?

Drug Added To 
Maryland AIDS 


Assistance Effort 


People with AIDS and 
those who are infected with 
HIV can now take advantage 
of an additional drug through 
the Maryland AIDS Drug 
Assistance Program 
(MADAP), the Department 
of Health and Mental Hy- 
giene AIDS Administration 
has announced. 

The new drug, zalcitabine 
(ddC), was added to the 
MADAP formulary through 
an emergency regulation, ef- 
fective for six montha begin- 
ning December 24, 1992. 

ddC was recently ap- 
proved by the U S. Food and 
Drug Administration andis 
one of the three drugs which 
work directly against HIV, 
the virus that causes AIDS 
The other two drugs, 
zidovudine (AZT) and didano- 
sine (dd)), are already part of 
the MADAPformulary. The 
addition of ddC brings to 19 
the total number of drugs 
available to MADAP recipi- 
ents. 

ddC is expected tobe used 
im conjunction with AZT, 
which wasthe first antiviral 
drug used to slow the pro- 
gression of) 11V disease. dd] 
issimilartoAZT, and may be 
prescribed forthose whocan- 
not tolerate AZT. 

This addition, toMADAP, 
which has been submitted 
for public comment asa pro- 
posed change tothe MADAP 
regulations, should be per- 
manent by the time emer- 
gency regulations expire on 
June 24, 1993 

MADAP helps to pay for 
prescribed drugs for Mary- 
land residents diagnosed by 
a physician as having HIV 
disease or AIDS. Over 700 
individuals have received 
medicationthrough MADAP 
since the program began in 
1987 

The program is supported 
by a grant from the federal 
Health Resources and Ser- 
vices Administration (HRSA). 
It isestimated that ddC will 
cost the MADAP program an

The Maryland Board of 
Public Works, consisting of 
Governor William Donald 
Schaefer, State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldatein and State 
Treaaurer Lucille Maurer, 
today approved the sale of 
$130,000,000 in General Ob- 
ligation Bonds for a low in- 
terest bid of $5.3773%, the 
lowest rate since 1978. The 
bonds had beenrated “triple 
A," the highest possible rat- 
ing, by Moody’s Investor's 
Service, Standard & Poor's 
Corporation, and Fitch’s 
Investor's Service, the three 
major bond rating agencies. 

Maryland remainsone of 
only four statesinthe nation 
to win the coveted triple A 
rating from all of the major 
bond rating agencies. 

The winning bid of 5.37% 
came from asyndicate of firms 
from across the country led 
by First Boston Corporation 
and including Signet Bank 
and Chapman Company of 
Maryland. A total of four bids 
were received at the Annapo- 
lis meeting of the Board. The 
twolowest bidswerelessthan 
two one-thousandths of one 
percent apart. 

Governor Schaefer said, 
“This low interest bid is proof 
of the financial community's 
confidence in the financial 
managementof the state and 
the cooperation of the Gen- 
eral Assembly in dealing with 
the state's budget problems.” 

Treasurer Maurer added, 
“The four very competitive 
bids we received indicate the

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Day-Use Fees 
For State Parks 
Are Established 


Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) 
Secretary Torrey C. Brown, 
M.D., has announced the 
1993 facility fees for state 
forests and parks. “Mary- 
land's state forests and parks 
continue tolead the way, pro- 
viding exciting educational 
and recreational opportuni- 
ties for the whole family ata 
very inexpensive price,” 
Brown said. 

Aa some parks did last 
year, most parks will charge 
a $2 per-person entry fee in 
1993. Dr. Brown noted that 
charging a per-person fee in- 
stead of a per-vehicle charge 
more equitably spreads the 
coat among the users of forest 
and park facilities. Aain the 
past, day-use fees will only be 
charged between April and 
October, with no feescharged 
during the rest of the year. 

The only state-wide 
change in day-use fees this 
year involves an increase in 
the charges for pavilion use 
at state parks. Pavilion use 
feeshavenot increased inthe 
last 15 years. The amount of 
the increase will depend on 
the size of the pavilion. 

Day-use fees for 1993 are 


as follows: $2 per person (chil- 
dren in car seats free); 
Wednesdays(non-holidays), 
“ price; youth groups, 25 
cents per person; Golden Age 
passes (62 years and older), 
vehicle and passengers free; 
boat launching, $5 (where an 
entry fee is not charged, free 
if an entry fee is charged); 
Summer Fun paas, $50 (un- 
limited day-use of state for- 
ests and parks, and discounts 
on concession items); and 
pavilion use fee, check with 
local park, as fees vary based 
on the size of the pavilion.

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Results Of Local 
Christmas Bird 
Count Announced 

A dozen local amateur 
birders took to the woods 
and fielda to parti ipate in 
the recent 93rd annual 
National Audubon Society 
Chnatmas Bird Count, the 
results of which were 
released this week by Connie 
Skipper, local count compil- 
er. Several other individuals 
also participated in the effort 
by taking counts at their 
own backyard bird feeders 
that day 

There was a total of 9,011 
individual birds, representing 
52 species, counted in the 
local effort, which covered a 
total of 3905 square miles 
and took a combined time of 
55 hours by the field 
observers. Those counting at 
their feeders contributed 
12.5 hours 

Of that total number of 

individual birds counted, 
there were 6.476 American 
crows counted Tlie second 
most counted bird was the 
European starling 566°, 
followed by the black-capped 
chickadee 282:, mallard 
256. slate-colored junco 
178:, American coot (138, 
cowbird (100), horned lark 
99), house finch (85), 
Canada goose -80), tufted 
titmouse |73), mourning 
dove ‘72', and white- 
breasted nuthatch (69). 

Ms. Skipper said that 
some of the lughiighta of the 
count were that the pied- 
billed grebe were present in 
unusually high numbers 
27), that the mockingbird, 
which had not been seen 
during the 1980s probably 
because of severe winters, 
were back (two observed); 
and that the Carolina wren, 
also rarely seen between 
1978 and 1983, have been 
gradually increasing in 
numbers (six observed:

A separate grant from the 
Small Cities Community 
Development program will 
provide $67,375 for a Head 
Start facility.

By Health Dept. 


The Garrett County 
Health Department recently 
confirmed the second case of 
rabies in the county for 
1993. A raccoon was killed at 
the Frances Glotfelty resi- 
dence on Underwood Road 
on Wednesday. Jan. 20, and 
was confirmed to be rabid 
shortly afterward 

The diseased animal ap- 
parently fought with a dog 
on the property. The pet was 
vaccinated against the dis- 
ease and will receive a boost- 
er shot and be observed for 
90 days. There was no hu- 
man exposure in the inci- 
dent 

Pet owners should not 
handle animals for two 
hours after a possible fight 
with other animals, said 
Steve Sherrard, Ennironmen- 
tal Health sanitarian. If they 
must be handled, persons 
should wear gloves. Pet 
owners should also be sure 
to have their dogs and cats 
vaccinated against the deadly 
disease - both to protect the 
pet from the disease and to 
avoid having the animals 
euthanized after possible 
exposure.

Centennial Will 
Be Shown Friday 


A public showing of the 
“Crellin Centennial Video- 
tape” will be held at the 
Crellin Community build- 
ing this Friday, January 29, 
beginning at 7 pm. Admis- 
sion is free.

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Commissioners 
Updated On 
Sewage Dilemma 

Assistant Director of 
Garrett County Environmen- 
tal Health Services Rodney 
Glotfelty this week updated 
the Garrett County 
Commissioners to a problem 
that exists in the Rosedale 
area -- specifically, the 
‘Hungry Hollow” section -- 
where raw sewage is being 
discharged from nine 
residences. 

In an effort to alleviate 
the problem, Glotfelty told 
the commissioners that a 
letter has been sent to the 
mayor and town council of 
Oakland suggesting that 
consideration be given to 
hooking up those nine 
residents to the town 
system 

The town responded 
negatively to the request but 
Glotfelty stated that it was 
probably because of 
confusion about how the 
inclusion of those nine 
residents would be funded 
He stressed that, since “we 
are entering another cycle of 
grant funding preparation.” a 
timely resolution of the 
problem would be helpful. 

He also noted that 
another letter was being 
drafted to the town to “clear 
up the contusion.” 

A sanitary survey of the 
Hungry Hollow section was 
conducted by the Environ- 
mental Health Department 
in December 1991 revealed 
that a direct discharge of 
sewage was noted for 40% of 
the homes along Hungry 
Hollow Road and an 
additional 20-30% had illegal 
grey-water discharges. Only 
20% of the homes appeared 
to have functioning 
permitted systems with no 
discharge, according to Glot- 
felty’s letter to the town. 

The letter pointed out 
that the “most feasible op- 
tion for correcting this prob- 
lem would be to connect 
these homes to the Oakland 
sewerage system. This would 
be relatively easy to accom- 
plish in that Oakland cur- 
rently maintains a sewer line 
outside of the town limits 

immediately adjacent to this 
area and within 700 feet of 
the furthest home.” 

Glotfelty stated that the 
option of the county commis- 
sioners establishing a sepa- 
rate sanitary district for the 
area is not a desirable one, 
since so few homes are in- 
volved. “That would only 
serve to create one more 
administrative layer that 
doesn't need to be created,” 
stated Glotfeltv. 
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County Officials Hear. Solutions To 
County’s Emergency Services Problems 


County officials and res- 
cue squad personnel have 
been asked to consider hir- 
ing part-time employees to 
assist rescue volunteers, step

Brad Frantz, director of

The report from the insti- 
tute stated, “The citizens of 
Garrett County receive 
emergency medical services 
from nearly 120 volunteer 
EMS providers in the North- 
ern and Southern Garrett 
County rescue squads.

The institute also recom- 
mended to the commission- 
ers that a formal EMS plan 
ning and coordinating coun- 
cil or committee be estab- 
lished because "we found 
little evidence of any active 
planning or of planning or 
coordinating structures in 
the county to address EMS 
issues.” The institute also 
urged the county govern- 
ment to "play a central role 
1n this body.” 


It was recommended that 
the council, or commission, 
be comprised of represen- 
tatives from the county 
government, the volunteer 
Organizations, the medical 
community, Garrett County 
Memorial Hospital, and local 
citizens 

Regarding the recommen- 
dation that the rescue 
squads increase efforts to 
recruit new volunteers and 
hire part-time, paid workers 

to fill in at the stations dur- 
ing the daytime, the report 
mated that the cost of that 

option to the squads would 
be approximately $28,080 
per squad, per year for 40- 
hour per week coverage 

The representatives of the 

institute stressed the impor-

Transportation 
Grant Monies 
To Be Allocated 


The Department of 
Health and Mental Hygiene 
(DHMH) is issuing $3.6 
million in grants to the 
state’s 24 local jurisdictions 
so they may provide trans- 
portation services to Medi- 
cal Assistance recipients 
who have no means of get- 
ting to and from their medi- 
cal providers. 

“This safety net’ has 
been created to help pro- 
vide transportation services 
that were eliminated dur- 
ing the last round of budget 
cuts,” said Governor Wil- 
liam Donald Schaefer. “Un- 
der this plan, transporta- 
tion will now be provided to 
those medical assistance 
recipients who have no 
other means of getting to 
their medical appoint- 
ments ” 

Garrett County will re- 
ceive $105,725 

Funding for the state’s 
Medical Assistance General 

Transportation Program 
was eliminated last Octo- 
ber as part of the state’s 
overall budget reduction 
plan in the face of a pro- 
jected revenue shortfall of 
$1450 million. The action, 
approved by the Board ot 
Public Works, saved an es- 
timated $4.8 million in Gen- 
eral Funds. 

At the time of the board's 
action, itsmembers directed 
DHMH to provide a trans- 
portation safety net for 
Medical Assistance recipi- 
ents by transferring funds 


from other departmental 
programs. 


“We are going to fund 
this safety net program with 
$1.8 million in state money, 
which will be matched dol- 
lar for dollar with federal 
funds under the Medicaid 
program,” said Nelson J. 
Sabatini, secretary of the 
Department of Health and 
Mental I lygiene. “The state 
funds have been shifted 
from other programs within 
the department to help pro- 
vide this» rvice forthe truly 
necdy.” 

The program will be ad 
ministered by local health 
departments throughout 
the state with the exception 
of Montgomery County 
which will provide the ser- 
vices through its transpor- 
tation department. The 
funds will be available be- 
ginning February 16.

The recent spending 
figures for the 1992 elections 
released by the Federal 
Elections Commission(FEC) 
--showing that spending for 
House races has jumped 41 
percent from |‘#).-under- 
scores the need for compre- 
hensive reform of the 
campaign finance laws. 

In order to raise the huge 
amount of money necessary 
to run for office, most 
congressional candidates 
must turn to special interest 
Political Action Committees 
(PAC’s) and wealthy in- 
dividuals to bankrull their 


campaigns. According to the 
FEC, PAC’scontnbuted over 
$160 millionto congressional 
candidates in 1992. Large 
individual contnbutions(i.e., 
those over $200) to con- 
gressional candidates totaled 
$164 2 million in 1990. Can 
we really expect Congress to 
Prevent environmental 
degradation, protect con- 
sumers, or stop special 
interest give-aways like the 
savings and loan debacle 
when their campaigns are 
heing funded by the special 
interests that profit from 
these abuses? 

President Clinton has 
spoken out for the need to 
reform the elections process 
He said he would support, 
“even stronger’ reformsthan 
the campaign finance hill 
passed last year by Congress 
and vetoed by President 
Bush. If he is serious about 
cleaning up Congress, 
President Clinton should act 
now and make campaign 
finance reform atop priority 
of his first 100 days. 

An “even stronger” 
campaign reform package 
should include: 

A. Limits on overall 
campaign spending to help 
create a level playing field 
for candidates 

B. Significant public 
resources, such as matching 
grants and low cost mailings

The re-organization pro- 
posals are all designed to 
downsize state government 
and alleviate the duplication 
of services and the unneces- 
sary costs associated with 
that. The proposals specifi- 
cally target a 20% savings 

The Maryland Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has been 
quick to respond to the pro- 
posals, with officials saying 
that the merging of depart- 
ments would, in fact, result 
in a larger bureaucracy, 
“reducing responsiveness and 
efficiency.”

Schaefer’s Budget 
Plan Claims To 


Control Spending 


Maryland Governor Wil- 
liam Donald Schaefer has 
reportedly stated that his 
Fiscal Year 1994 budget will 
help to control state spend- 
ing, even though the propos- 
al includes funding increases 
for some social programs and 
aid to local governments. 
Baltimore and the 23 other 
jurisdictions are scheduled to 
receive a total of $185.8 
million more than they cur- 
rently receive. 

Other spending increases 
under the governor's plan 
would include an increase of 
$18.9 million for Medicaid 
and welfare, and a two per- 
cent increase in welfare 
benefits. Reports indicate 
that more people are apply- 
ing for welfare and Medicaid 
because of the increase in 
health care costs. 

The $12.7 billion budget 
plan, however, would elimi- 
nate approximately 700 jobs 
in an effort to downsize state 
government.

Schaefer Again 
Asking For Ban 
On Assault Guns 


Maryland Governor 
William Donald Schaefer has 
introduced legislation that 
would ban a total of 15 
models of assault weapons -- 
about half the amount he 
proposed to ban last year. 
This is the third year in a 
row the governor has 
introduced legislation to curb 
the sale of rapid-firing, 
military style guns. 

Reports indicate, however 
that this year's attempt will 
fare no better than last 
year’s when the measure 
was voted down. 

Schaefer also stated he 
plans to introduce another 
bill that would close the 
loopholes in the state’s gun 
registration law by placing 
regulations on private gun 
merchants at gun shows. 

According to reports, the 
chairperson of the Senate 
Judicial Proceedings Com- 
mittee stated that a majority 
of the 11-member committee 
is against the proposal. 


House GOP Caucus 
Disputes Schaefer’s 
Budget Numbers 


House Minority Leader 
Ellen R. Sauerbrey recently 
announced that a closer ex- 
amination of Governor Wil- 
liam Donald Schaefer's fis- 
cal year 1994 budget request 
calls for a level of spending 
that exceeds the adjusted 
FY 1993 spending level by 
7.5%, not the 2.3% increase 
the administration claims. 

“They're cooking the 
books,” Sauerbrey said. “It's 
business as usual in An- 
napolis. By failing to ac- 
count for programs elimi- 
nated by the General As- 
sembly in FY 1993 and by 
treating new spending re- 
quests as if they were al- 
ready approved and appro- 
priated, the administration 
minimizes the actual 
growth of the spending pro- 
gram its presenting to the 
citizens of Maryland.” 

The difference in the fig- 
ures originates in the 
method by calculating the 
actual FY 1993 spending 
level approved by the Gen- 
eral Assembly. The figure 
used by the governor tostate 
the FY 1993 amended bud- 
get appropriation has sub- 
tracted from it the $224 
million general fund reduc- 
tion approved during the 
special session, but not the 
$147 million reduction in 
payments of local govern- 
ments Social Security costa. 
As a result, Schaefer over- 
states the FY 1993 general 
fund appropriation expen- 
diture and, therefore, un- 
derstates the increase inthe 
FY 1994 General Fund ap- 
propriation request, Sauer- 
brey explained. 

In addition, the 
governor's FY 1993 figures 
include $69 million in re- 
quests, for deficiencies that 
the administration hopes to 
spend in this budget year, 
she said. These two figures 
together account for a large 
disparity in the dollar 
amountof additional spend- 
ing authority request in the 
governor's budget. Schaefer 
calculates a $177 million in- 
crease while the Republi- 
can Caucus reaches a fig- 
ure of $398 million. This, 
plus the $69 million in defi- 
ciencies requested (hut not 
yet approved by the Gen- 
eral Assembly), yields a fig- 
ure of $462 million in total 
new spending requested 
over the FY 1993 budget 
approved by the General 
Assembly, which is a 7.5% 
increase. 

The governor balances 
his FY 1993 and 1994 bud- 
gets with new revenue 
sources totaling nearly $197 
million, including $50 mil- 
lon from Keno in FY 1993, 
and $104 million from Keno 
in FY 1994. An additional 
$43 million 1s raised prima- 
rily by new charges to tax- 
payers in the form of higher 
fees for government ser- 
vices, inspections, and pro- 

fessional licensing 

"Clearly, this level of 
spending will outstrip ex- 
isting revenues agein this 
year,” Sauerbrey said. “This 
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cannot stand. The governor 
has miscalculated in more 
ways than one.” 


Bill Would Change 
State’s Capital 


Punishment Law 


A bill is currently being 
introduced in Maryland 
General Assembly by Sena- 
tor Walter M. Baker, chair- 
person of the Judicial Pro- 
ceedings Committee, that 
would change the state's 
method of execution to lethal 
injection. The current meth- 
od of execution is by gas 
chamber but reportedly has 
not been employed by the 
state in over 30 years. 

The proposal also woukl 
speed up the process and 
would reduce the number of 
appeals by death row in- 
mates being heard in Mary- 
land courts. Judges or juries 
have reportedly handed 
down a total of 57 death 
penalties to 38 different 
people since 1978. Since 
then, appeals have been 
made that have lasted for 
years, and convictions and 
sentences alike have often 
been reversed. 

The General Assembly 
was besieged this week by a 
group of husbands, wives, 
friends, and neighbors of 
recent Maryland murder 
victims to pass the bill, but 
reports indicate that Gover- 
nor William Donald Schaefer 
is hesitant to do a0.

Entertainment 


Marylandersspent $97.2 
million on taxable enter- 
tainment during October, 
November, and December, 
1992, nearly 10% more than 
during the same three 
monthsofthe previous year, 
according to State Comp- 
troller Louis L. Goldstein. 
“Entertainment spending is 
an indicator of how people 
are spending their dispos- 
able income,” he said. 

The entertainment 
spending translates into 
more than $6.6 million in 
admissions and amusement 
tax revenue for local gov- 
ernments. 

Almost all major enter- 
tainment categories showed 
increases in spending, 
Marylanders spent almost 
$16.5 million on movie tick- 
ets, a 14.6% increase over 
the same period last year. 
Statewide spending for ath- 
letic events increased by 
more than 65%, to $12.3 
million. Spending for ath- 
letic facilities and equip- 
ment rentals increased by 
about 5%, to $3.3 million. 
However, spending for skat- 
ing and skate shoe rentals 
declined by about 12% to 
$733,057. 

Golf greens fees, cart 
rentals and driving ranges 
were responsible for con- 
sumer spending of more 
than $11 million, up 11.3%. 

Spending on the types of 
indoor activities popular in 
the colder months also 
posted increases. Arcades 
benefitted from a one per- 
cent increase in spending 
for coin-operated amuse- 
ment devices, to $9.4 mil- 
lion. Marylanders spent 
more than $4.5 million on 
shows and exhibits, a 12% 
increase over spending for 
the same quarter last year. 

“All of this spending for 
entertainment generates 
admissions and amusement 
tax revenue which our of- 
fice collects for Maryland's 
counties, cities and towns,” 
Goldstein said. The comp- 
troller noted that checks 
totaling $6,648,347 are on 
their way to local govern- 
ments as their share of the 
admissions and amusement 
tax receipts. Included in the 
amount ia $449,571 to the 
Maryland Stadium Author- 
ity which the law providea 
as its share of admissions 
and amusement tax re- 
ceipts. 

“Thia diatribution ia 
about 11.4% more than the 
$5,969,408 we returned to 
the local governments for 
the October-December pe- 
riod of 1991,° Goldatein aaid. 
“We collect thie revenue at 
ratea act by local officiale 
and return the money to 
local governmenta each 
quarter.”

the week before had finished 
third in his region -- hardly 
anything to worry states- 
seasoned seniors Now their 
worries were over forever;

When the mats were fi 
nally empty, Northern 
Garrett County I high School 
freshman Allen Bittinger 
had buried four opponents,

fourth place, reaffirming his 
state caliber status. 

In 1992, lightning 
flashed yet again, bringing 
another third place finish, 
and even some glory un- 
known to Biair Lee 
Bittinger, Allen’s older 
brother. Blair became 
Northern’s first state run- 
ner-up in 1989, then won 
the county’s first title in 
1990, his senior year. His 
solitary poster-size portrait 
now hangs on a wall in the 
Northern gymnasium, mak- 
ing him the only such hon- 
ored athlete in Husky his- 
tory. But as the 1992 state 
tourney concluded, Allen 
became the only Garrett 
County wrestlerever to win 
three state finishes -- and 
the first to be formally ex- 
tended national recognition 

“We believe that you are 
among the very best wres 
tlers in the state of Mary- 
land We feel that you hare 
the talent to compete with 
wrestlers from other states 
onanationallevel...° wrote 
Haswell Franklin, chair- 
man of the Maryland State 
Wrestling Association, in a 
letter to Bittinger following 
the 1992 tournament. The 
letter asked Bittingertosign 
acommitment to represent 
Maryland at the 1992 Jun 
ior National Wrestling 
Championships, held last 
summer 

Thedr. Nationals, asthe 
tournament is called, is the 
largest (1,753 participants 
in 1991) and most presti- 
gious junior wrestling event 
in the world -- and perhaps 
the most difficult to enter. 

For a Maryland matman 
to compete in the Jr. Na- 
tionals, he must be approved 
by the state association, 
which does indeed pick the 
very best grapplers in the 
state. Out of Maryland's 
1,400 high school wrestlers, 
only 33 finally qualified for 
and competed in the 1991 
nationals. 

The event 1s so elite, in 
fact, that even after 
Bittinger accomplished 
back-to-back state finishes 
as a freshman and sopho- 
more, the state association 
still did not solicit him until 
after his third consecutive 
state finish, last year. 

Unfortunately, travel 
and training for the event 
would have been so costly 
that Bittinger was forced to 
decline the opportunity. 
Nonetheless, the state’s of- 
fer indicated that Bittinger 
had developed into a na- 
tional caliber competitor. 

Just as he was the first 
in Garrett County to be 
sought by the Maryland 
State Wrestling Association, 
he was also the first to break

of individual career wins, 
82, which he did in his first 
match this season. And he 
is now rapidly closing in on 
the Bi-County (Garrett/ 
Allegany) record of 103, set 
by former Beall High 
standout Ryan Davis. It 1s 
numerically possible for 
Bittinger to break the record 
before playoffs begin at 
repionals. 

If Bittinger wins either 
the title or another finish 
this year, he will also be- 
come the only Bi-County 
matman ever to win four 
times at states, arecord that 
could stand unmatched for 
decades to come, given the 
extreme difficulty of repeat- 
ing at the state tourney. 

To see how challenging 
it is to repeat, just examine 
the state tournament 
records, crammed with the 
names of those who won a 
finish as a jumior, sopho- 
more or freshman, but were 
never heard from again. In 
just the last two years alone, 
Ilusky grapplers Tim Tho- 
mas (second in 1990) and 
Scott Beitzel (fourth in 1991) 
failed to repeat in their se- 
nior years, while Southern 
Rarn Jason Burgess (fourth 
as a freshman in 1991) also 
lost out last year, though he 
will have twomore chances, 
this year and next. 

But this year must be 
different for Bittinger; a 
place finish is not his goal. 

“Winning the state 
championship is real impor- 
tant to me. It’s what I've 
been hoping for the last 
three years. This is my last 
chance. I need to do it now, 
or it’s over,” said Bittinger 
in a recent interview with 
The Republican. 

Towards that end, 
Bittinger reported pushing 
himself in various ways -- 
working on takedowns, 
“having more determina- 
tion,” and practicing harder 

But he emphasized, “I 
need to practice shooting 
(takedowns) and (work on) 
conditioning more than any- 
thing” 


Bittinger stressed 
stamina for a good reason. 
He lost only one match dur 
ing last year’s tourney, and 
feels strongly that he could 
have won if he were in bet- 
ter shape. 

Of course, it takes other 
factors to win, too, “1 also 
need to work out with mv 
brother, he said, explain- 
ing that the two often prac- 
tice on a well padded carpet 
at home. 

Asked whether itis diffi- 
cult for him to seek guid- 
ance from his near-legend- 
ary sibling, Bittinger said, 
“Yes, sometimes, but he 
knows what it takes tomake 
state champion.” 

There are other aspects 
to having a former state 
champoon for a brother 

“It’s hard when you 
know everybody expects 
you to win and sometimes 
they push too hard and ex 
pect too much. It’s a lot of 
pressure ~ 

On the other hand, 
Bittinger said that improve- 
ment can result only from 

more pressure, and I do 
necd it to make me work 
harder ~ 

Why did he succeed so 
suddenly at states?” 

*I was introduced to the 
sport earlier than others,” 
Bittinger said, referring to 
his participation in North 


ern Youth Wrestling 

He discredita any spe 
cial techniques 

“You don't have to know 
all the moves in the world, 
just master the ones you do 
know. If you have that and 
conditioning youl make it.” 

Bittinger knows he is not 
the only I lusky aiming fora 
state title. More than a few 
others also have serious 
prospects for the tourney, 
but Bittinger stands in par 
ticular awe of senior heavy- 
weight Jason Fazenbaker 
(season record, 9-0), who in 
his first full varsity season 
last year finished among the 
top six at 189 pounds. 

“I thinkJason hasa great 
chance at winning at states 
this year. He works hard 
and has a lot of determina- 
tion, and that is what it 
takes. You can tell he really 
wants it.” 

So do Chris Rowe (se- 
nior, 17-0 as of Monday), 
Greg Miller (senior, 16-1), 
Tirrell Burdock (sophomore, 
16-0) andevery other Husky 
matman. A state tourna- 
mentcanruninevery which 
way for a team loaded with 
as many solid prospects as 
the current Northern line- 
up, possibly the strongest 
every 

Nomatter what happens 
at this year’s tournament, 
though, local matmen will 
long be talking of Allen 
Bittinger. And if he wins 
this year, he will become 
not just a story for the de- 
cades, but a Husky legend 
forever.

Convenes, Plans Spring Activities 


The executive commit 
tee of the Mountaintop Soc- 
cer Association met Mon- 
day at Bausch & Lomb 
Highlights of the meeting 
included discussion of the 
upcoming vote by the 
Garrett County Board of 
Education pertaining tothe 
addition of soccer as a var- 
sity sport for the fall '93 
season. 

President Carole Ann 
Lovett commended Dave 
Spirk for his presentations 
to the Board and the Activi- 
ties Review committee 
which recommended the 
addition of the offering at 
the January mecting of the 
school governing body. The 
group plans to distribute 
packets of information to 
members of the Board to 
address any questions they 
may have prior to the Feb- 
ruary session. The propusal 
is tied to a comprehensive 
recommendation which pro- 
poses on-going Board sup- 
port for any co-curricular 
activities on the basisof stu- 
dent participation. 

Member-at-large and 
past president Tom Peter- 
son announced plans to 
sponsor a coaches licensing 
clinic this spring. The course 
would require 16 hours of 
training and a test and 
would qualify successful 
candidates for a FIFA “E”- 
level license. He further in- 
dicated that the referee 
clinic will be repeated prior 
to the start of the fall cam- 
paign. Details will be an- 
nounced as plans become 
final. 

Peterson also gained 
support for his proposal to 
purchase two sets of soccer 
videotapes for use by the 
general public. These will 
be donated to the Ruth 
Enlow Library with a re- 
quest that one set be housed 
in Oakland andthe other in 
Accident. 

President Lovett an- 
nounced that participation 
at the Activities Fair held 
at the Dennett Road School 
on the 21st had “exceeded 
expectations.” The group 
had a display table with soc- 
cer trophies, equipment, 
and a place to sign-up if 
more information was de- 
sired pertaining to the rec- 
reational program. The 
highlight of the booth, how- 
ever, was the demonstra- 
tions offered by Selvyn 
Brown and Derik Spirk, 
who presented a mini-clinic 
to a large crowd of on-look- 
ers. The group signed-up 28 
new participants asaresult 
of the effort. 

Ms. Lovett reported that 
she has sent a letter to the 
Casselman Valley Associa- 
tion offering support for its 
efforts to increase the pres- 
ence of soccer in the North 
ern end of the Garrett 
County. “We believe that 
this organization can only 
help to enable the growth of 
the program so we can even- 
tually have competitive 
teams at both Northern and 
Southern high schools,” she 
said 

In new business, it was 
decided that the group 
would pursue a spring sea 
son of select soccer for the 
Under-16, Under-14, and 
Under-12 age groups Se 
lect, or as it is sometimes 
called, classic, soccer is a 
highly competitive procesa 
with team and tournament 
play eventually culminat- 
ing in a state tournament 


sponsored by the Maryland 
State Youth Soccer Asso- 
ciation (MSYSA), winners 
of this tournament then 
qualify for regional and pos- 
sibly national tournaments 
sponsored by the USYSA. 
According to Association 
secretary, Dave Spirk, this 
program would be very dif- 
ferent from the recreational 
program offered in the fall. 
In a classic program, the 
program begins with try- 
outs, and only the top 15 or 
16 participants make the 
team. There are very spe- 
cific criteria that are used 
in the selection process, 
ranging from skills to de- 
pendability. “There are fre- 
quently some disappointed 
kids following the tryouts 
and we can only hope that 
they will continue todevelop 
their skills for future years,” 
Spirk stated. “One family I 
know was affected that way 
once, and the next year the 
kid not only made the team, 
but he ended the season as 
the leading scorer.” 
Classic soccer also dif- 
fers in two other ways, he 
explained. One is the level 
of commitment. Teams nor- 
mally practice threetimesa 
week instead of the usual 
two with the rec teams and 
they normally must travel 
to play in the games. “In 
Texas it was quite common 
for our teams to travel two 
hours to play in tournament 
or dual meets. Here, we 
could travel to the shore for 
some ofthe activity. It would 
be fun though to let people 
know that Maryland really 
does extend beyond | lagers- 
town,” Spirk said, adding 
that sometimes Sunday 
competition is required.

Dr. Torrey Brown 
Notes Waterfowl 
Sun ey Results 


Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) 
Secretary Torrey C. Brown, 
M.D.,has announced the re 
sults of the 1993 Midwinter 
Waterfowl Inventory, which 
was conducted fromJanuary 
4-15 

Survey crews counted 
over 546,000 waterfowlcom 
pared to 577,000 last year. 
Population indices for most 
species remained unchanged 
in 1993, except for some div- 
ing duck species, Canada 
geese and snow geese. Mild 
weather and the lack of snow 
and ice cover resulted in a 
broad distribution of water- 
fowl. 

Survey results showed 
that dabbling ducks totaled 
66,900 in 1993, in 1992, 
82,000 were counted. The 
number of mallardscounted 
in 1993 was 40,400compared 
to 53,000 in 1992. 

Diving duck numbers 
showed improvement this 
year, totaling 168,800 com- 
pared to 94,000 in 1992. Sig- 
nificant increases were noted 
for scaup (78,100 up 41%), 
ruddy ducks (24,600 up 33%) 
andring-necked ducks(6,400 
up 3,125%). Canvasback 
numbers (37,700) remained 
essentially unchanged from 
last year. 

Because of extensive snow 
andice cover of key subarctic 
waterfowl breeding areason 
North America during May 
and June, 1992, goose and 
swan production was poor. 
This year's poor nesting sea- 
son was the eighth consecu- 
tive year that Canada goose 
gosling production hasbeen 
below average to poor. 

The midwinter count of 
Canada geese was 234,400, 
the lowest since 1963. Pre- 

liminary age ratio data from 
waterfowl picking businesses 
and hunter bag checks in 
Maryland indicate that gos- 
ling production was the low- 
est everrecorded for this popu- 
lation. It is likely that more 
than 95%of the geese bagged 
by hunters durng the 1992- 
93 season were adult geese. 

Midwintercountsof other 
subarctic nesters, like snow 
geese (43,300 down 32% from 
last year) and tundra swan 

(18,200 down 21%) were also 
lowerthan those recorded |ast 
year. 

The survey wasconducted 
by three aerial survey teams 
representing the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service and 
DNR’ Wadlife Division. Sur- 
vey teams included pilots and 
wildlife biologists. 

Any specificcomments of 
proposals related tothe 1993- 
94 goose hunting season are 
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premature at thistime, pend- 
ing the complete review of 
survey, harvest and breed- 
Ing ground information

Ing s¢as0na will be announced 
in August, within the con- 
text of the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service season frame- 
works

Charlie Chaplin was, arguably, 
the greatest actor/filmmaker of all 
time. To do justice to his cinematic 
vision, his political passions, his 
scandal-ridden private life would 
take a host of movies. 

Director Richard Attenborough 
(Gandhi) sacrifices intimacy and 
depth by straining to include all the 
big picture elements of “the little 
tramp's” life and career. But his 
film miraculously seems to impart 
Chaplin's essence nonetheless — 
through ihe true marvel of Robert 
Downey, Jr.'s brilliant’ interpreta- 
tion. 

Rarely has such reverential jus- 
tice been accorded an historical fig- 
ure. With exquisite physical grace, 
perfect accents and extraordinary 
range of feeling in his eyes, Dow- 
ney fully captures the spirit and 
charisma of the man and artist. His 
is a performance of great soul as 
well as impeccable impersonation. 

Another amazing piece of casting 
comes with Charlie Chaplin's own 
daughter Geraldine — sensitively 
playing her grandinother Hannah, a 
music hall performer veering in and 
out of madness throughout Char- 
lie’s Dickensian childhood in the 
London slums. 

The film is framed in flashback 
around a visit by the editor of Cha- 
plin's autobiography to his aged 
writer/subject in Switzerland. From 
there, Charlie recounts his carly life 
in vaudeville, the first, lost love 
who would influence his later pen- 
chant for underage women, and his 
fateful trip to America and glory. 

Famous faces flash by too fleet- 
ingly, always at the expense of 
probing the intricacies and com- 
plexities of relationships and ac- 
tion. 

J. Edgar Hoover's decades long

vendetta against Charlie (culminat- 
ing in the actor's exile from Ameri- 
ca), Chaplin's short-lived marriages 
and his enduring love for Oona 
O'Neill, even the actor's exuberance 
as he reinvented film as an art form 
capable of simultaneously provok- 
ing intimacy, hilarity and biting so- 
cial satire, are given regrettably lit- 
tle weight. 

Even with an uneven script and 
misguided direction, Downey as 
Chaplin is a joy to see. Moreover, 
the movie generously intercuts clas- 
sic moments from Chaplin's own 
performances. Not only does this 
underline the magnificence of 
Downey's performance, it also 
should hurry audiences out to video 
stores to view the full works of the 
man said by George Bernard Shaw 
to be “the only genius developed in 
motion pictures."
